It was night when lie entered the place 
where his wondering eyes had first beheld 
the light of day, the place Cndeard to him 
by all the early memories of his youthful 
days.

Origin of the French Revolution 
It has been fully ascertained that the 
French Revolution was not eventually that 
virtuous .struggle for liberty which Ameri- 
cans at first apprehended. Nor were its 
enormities the accidental freusjy of an infuri- 
ated mob. But the re vol v Lion aud those 
enormities were under the direction of a sys- 
tem of wickedness matured by meu of the 
first talents, and most subtly propagated by 
multitudes in hidden concert, for nearly half 
a century. This, we learn from the afore- 
mentioned writings of Robinson and Barruel, 
and from numerous other authentic sources. 
They untold , at large the most diabolical 
scheme, with its ample evidence. In this I 
cannot follow them in a short dissertation. 
I can only sketch the outlines of the dismal j 
plot., Voltaire, the great French philoso- 
pher, .who was born at Paris, Feb. 20, 1G94, i 
and died not long before the French. Revolu- 
tion, conceived a design, in his early days, to 
overturn the Christian religion. This was | 
his avowed object. And such were his genius | 
nnd early turn of mind for the impious oh • . 
jebt of his undertaking, that while he was [ 
but a youth, he received the following repri- | 
mand from his professor. "Unfortunate 
young man ! you will one day come to be \ 
the standard bearer of infidelity." . iSo he j 
proved , in fact, and to afar greater degree 
than his profijgso^pj: jWA/^bcr man could 
have conceived. Voltaire was wont (p say, 
"I am tired of hearing people repeat that 
twelve men have been sufficient to establish 
Christianity, I will prove that one may suf- 
fice to overthrow it." And would add. 
^'Christianity yields uone but poisonous 
weeds." And to the object of overturning 
the Christian religion he avowed to dedicate 
his life. To "crush the wretch," (as he would 
express it.) meaning Jesus Christ, was hence- 
forth to be the object of all his exertions. 
And this impious phrase became the watch- 
word of his order. "Crush the wretch then, 
crush the wretch !" Voltaire associated with 
himself for his horrid purpose, a group of in- 
fidel philosophers ; Diderot, D'Alembert, 
Rousseau and Frederick, King of Prussia : ' 
and shortly alter he subtly found menus to 
unite with him five or six of the crowded 1 
heads in Europe, in the impious conspiracy 
to destroy the religion of the gospel. The ' 
uumbers and influence- of the conspirators 
rapidly increased. Their success was aston- 
ishing, even to themselves, as some of them ' 
exul.tingly acknowledged. So that they | 
would often speak of the amazing power of 
secret societies ; and of the facility with which 
they might bind the world with invisible 
bands. ■ / ,., | w \y 

Such was the preparedness of the mass of 
the Roman Catholics for infidelity, and such 
the influence of the infernal dragon, who 
was now furiously intent on erecting this 
new standard against the cause of Christ, 
that, the scheme of Voltaire took effect, like 
fire in a field of dry stubble, with a strong 
wind to accelerate its fury. Voltaire boast- 
ed that from Geneva to Rome, not a t. In is 
tian was to be found ; and that if (bings 
went on at this rate, '-in twenty years God 
would be in a pretty plight." This plan was 
prosecuted with incredible vigor and success. 
Secrecy was the soul of their order. "Strike 
deep, but hide the hand that gives the blow," 
and similar phrases, were with them watch- 
words of great significancy. Their leaders 
received fictitious - names ; and they transact- 
ed their business in a language newly invent- 
ed for the purpose. . They prevailed to pois- 
on the sources of education. The highest 
of the French literary societies, they, after 
much intrigue and management, filled with 
their members ; and finally rendered - the in- 
stitution subservient to their views. Al- 
though the subversion of the Christian relig- 
ion was their first object, as has been noted, 
yet the subversion of civil government whs 
alter a while united with it, l>y these prepa^ 
gators of impiety. It became a principle of 
their order, that all the restraints of religion 
and of civil government, were but jiu intol- 
erable imposition, and that the goodness of 
the end sanctifies whatever means may lie 
adopted to abolish such restraints. 

Free masonry was iusidiiously perverted, 
and made a medium and covert of this mis- 
chief, in a manner wholly contrary to its 
principles, or original design. Many of the 
lodges in France, and Germany, and other 
Popish countries, were corrupted, and- be- 
came subservient to the views of Illuminism. I 
Upon the discovery of this, an honorable Ma- 



son in Europe thus bewails it, in an oration 
to his associates : ''Brethren and compan- 
ions, give free vent to your sorrow. The 
days' of innocent equality are gone by. How- 
ever holy our mysteries may have been, the 
lodges are now profaned and sullied. Let 
your tears 'floW. "Attired in your mourning ' 
robes, attend, and let us seal np the gates 
of our temples, for the profane have found 
means to penetrate into them. They have 
converted them into retreats for their impie- 
ty, and dens-of'tonsplrutors. Within the 
sacred walls they have planned their horrid 
deeds, nnd the ruin of nations. Let us weep 
over our legions whom they have seduced. 
'Lodges, that may serve as hiding-places for 
these conspirators, must forever remain shut, 
both to us and to every good citizen."

FROM THE PttEEDMEN'S MISSON. 

Dear Brethren,: — Our work with the 
Christian Commission being ended, we are 
now entering the labors of the Mission upon 
which you have sent us ; and thinking you 
might wish^o learn at the outset our loca- 
tion, prospects and wants, we thus early lay 
them, before, you,. 

After much prayer, inquiry, and survey 
of the field around us, v;e have fixed upon 
a location for our mission. It is about a 
mile and a half east of the city of Nashville, 
on the opposite side of the Cumberland 
river. The village and town is called Edge- 
field,, and contains about an equal number 
of white an,d. colored families, and not far 
from six hundred of erch. The towu is 
well located and in many respects beautifully 
situated, gradually rising from the river and 
facing the city, which from each hill ami 
vale may be seen towering up from its rock 
base, like au immense, pyramid. We are 
told that this is one of the most healthy loca- 
tions in this part of Tennessee. *The Louis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad passes through 
the town, reminding us of home and the 
friends we so much desire to see. There 
are some very good dwellings iu the town, 
but the greater part are ordinary ones. 
Unlike the other suburbs of Nashville, 
there arc but. few huts here, most of the 
colored fugitives living in houses which 
before the war were occupied by rebels, and 
were vacated when the Union army came 
here. Like all other southern towns that 
wc have seen, this has a wild, uncultivated 
aspect ; a transient like air about it ; a kind 
of hanging position; nothing done as per- 
manently. Much allowance, however, must 
be made on tfeouut of tha war, which 
has raged here furiously, for the three or 
four past yeatvj. Its marks are traceable 
through all this vicinity, in the destruction 
of houses, fences, trees aud shrubbery. 
Roads are everywhere, and all is a common 
to the traveler. Most of the whites here, 
although they have takeu the oath of alle- 
giance are sepesh at heart ; and were it not 
for tho military power no mission likejpurs 
would be tolerated here a day. 

There are many advantages attached to 
our location ,diej:e. .Jstf We are -near 4jie' 
source of the military power of the State 
and Department; and if there are anv 
favprs to,, be asked, we can do it personally 
and without delay. 2d. - We are in direct 
communication with the North and East, by 
mail, telegraph and express. 3d. Wo are 
secure from the depredations of guerrillas. 
4th. Whatever we need or must have we 
can get here at some price. There ore other 
advantages which this location has. over 
those in the more interior portions of the 
State; and we feci grateful to God. that 
this great field has been left fur us to occupy, 
or rather that we were directed to it. Rut 
all these advantages of location would 
amount to nothing to us, if .we i did not find 



that we are about to open schools and hoi 
meetings among them. But how few ca 
we instruct when compared with the multij 
tudes who desire to be taught ? We hardl 
know "how to discriminate, for we canno 
teach half of those who will come. Wh 
and what ones shall we send away? 

While we have thus in our possession on 
of the best locations in nil the State, and 
field as wide ana extensive as we coul 
have asked, we have found it impossible a 
yet to commence our woik, in consequent 
of being unable to secure a room or dwel 
ing In which to live. Everything here thai 
has a roof is full to overflowing. We hav 
sought nearly a week without finding 
pfaee' in which to lay our heads. Rent 
are very high, and board is enormously s 
A single roon unfurnished, nnd of ordinarj 
diihcnsions and finished, cannot be obtain 
less than ten dollars per month. Board 
from twelve to fifteen dollars per '.wee 
Everything to be used or consumed 
double what it is in New England. 

We almost despared of obtaining a pla 
in which to hold a school or meetings 
worship, but by perseverance for da 
among the "red tape'' wc have secured 
small building, built for, and formerly occJ 
pied by the blacks as a place of worshi 
,It is owned by a secessionist, who it is sai 
has left and gone south. Learning this w 
went immediately to the office of Brig. Ger 
Miller in Nashville, and obtained his cor 
sent to assign ns the house for the purpo 
which we desired it. We returned to tl 
Commission Rooms, wrote a formal applicr 
tion for the house, together with a statemei 
of our mission here, and the wants of tl 
freed people in Edgefield. We presence 
this application yesterday, and wttho 
hesitation the General gave it his signature! 
so that we have so much to begin witl 
The house, however, is without seats, an 
how we are to obtain them is the next gren 
question. If we could obtain lumber, w 
could quickly make them, but lumber her 
is not to be had, except bt the most exhot 
hitapf prices. We hope, however, that i 
some wny we shall secure them. But tl 
'house is 'lip t" all' "we shall" need to carry* 
the work of our mission. We certain 
should 'have' another and larger one, ns tl 
will not contain all that we can teach, niu 
less the number that will press us to tea 
them. We have exhausted the resources 
"red tape" diplomacy to obtain other nous 
in town for our schools. We have had i| 
interview with Gov. Jolmson of this Sta| 
(our future Vice-President) in relation 
obtaining the use of a certain unoccupi 
seeesh church in the village, and near t 
one we have secured ; but on account 
complications between church and State, 
have failed in our efforts. The Govern 
however, treated, us with great kindness ; 
respect, entering into the interests of 
freedmen with much zeal, and premising 
his sympathy and cooperation. We hi 
the sympathy and favor also of G 
Miller, commanding this Post, and whatev 
can be done by him for any association 
teachers, win also be done for us. We 
anticipated some dificidty in obtaining from 
him an order for rations, but found him 
entirely willing to grant it. He thinks that 
teachers of freedmen deserve all that they 
"get flroni' government, and much 'more. 1 '] lie' 
is a large hearted man. 

We'llavc not yet drawn any rations, being 
still at the Commission Rooms ; conse- 
quently we know not from experience how 
far the allowance of the government will go 
towards Sustaining us. We have, however, 
made inquiries of the two Freedmeh's" As- 
sociations laboring on the west side of the 
city, and their answer is this : Thai, for 
each teacher it cos's two dollars a week 
beside the government rations. The ex- 
pense of cooking is not included, but the 
simple cost of the additional articles of diet 
required. Here is an expense of eight 
dollars per month for each teacher, besides 
cooking, washing, fuel and lights. At first 
"we' thought these Associations must live 
extravagantly, but in coming to their tables 
we found a very ordinary fare ; and we are 
now satisfied that they li ve most economi- 
cally. Fuel is high. Goal is nineteen dol- 
lars per ton, and wood fifteen. This coal 
is not anthracite, but soft coal, and burns 
out much faster than that which we use at 
the east. Butter is one dollar per pound, 
an'd eggs the- samc :! per 'abzen.""'Coal oil for 
tofa*nitig is t'wo dollars per gallon. Every- 
■tffing" else Is in the same ratio. House- 
keeping utensils are scarce on account of 
'tH8 $reat demand, and the difficulty of get- 
ting them transported from the north. Fur- 
niture is exceedingly high for the same 
rafion, and the few articles which must be

SEMI-CENTENNIAL SERMON. 

The twelfth of October Inst was a memor- 
able day in the history of Warwick. Rev. 
Preserved Smith, who was installed pastor 
of the Unitarian church in this place fifty 
years ago, preached a historical sermon on 
the occasion, which was full of interest to the 
people in that vicinity. Warwick was form- 
erly called Roxbury Canada, from its being 
a grant of laud to residents of Roxbury who 
had served in the war against the latter 
place. There was formerly but one church 
in the place, and Mr. Smith was the third 
pastor, in which capacity he served for many 
years. He is now quite aged and somewhat 
infirm. 

His text was, "Having obtaiued help of 
God, I continue unto this day." He traced 
the history of the church from its organiza- 
tion to the present time ; also the organiza- 
tion of the Sabbath Behoof under his pasto- 
ral labors. This was the first Sabbath school 
I ever attended, and the impressions I re- 
ceived, nnd the associations connected with 
it are still fresh in my memory. There were 
a few others present who were also members 
of the school at that time. About the first 
lesson I had, was to commit to memory the 
fifth, sixth nnd seventh chapters of Matthew, 
and if the children in our Sabbath schools 
at the present time were required to repeat 
portions of Scripture as a part of their Sab- 
bath school exercise, they would become 
better Dible students. 

The occasion called together a large con- 
gregation of both old and young people. 
Some who were formerly residents of the 
place, but had long since left, were present. 
There was a collation provided, and a social 
meeting, consisting of short addresses, sing- 
ing, &c, concluded the exercises of the day. 
I thought I would leave some memorial of 
my visit to the place of my childhood, and 
engraved my name with the others of the 
family upon a rock, but never expected to 
see it in print, but on going into the Anti- 
quarian Rooms in Boston, I found in their 
quarterly the following, which had been com- 
municated by a member of the Society, who 
formerly lived in Warwick, and was there at 
tin- time. D. N. Smith.

Rut 
what I was about to relate, is this. Capt. 
Dame] Nbyea Smith, with wife and children, 
moved from Sudbury to Warwick in 1814. 
In October, 2864, the parents hiving long 
since deceased, the surviving children, seven 
in number, had a family meeting in Warwick, 
at the house of one of the members. One 
bad a wife with him, and two had husbands 
with them. The most remarkable part of 
| the story is yet to be told. It. was die first 
time in their lives that the above seven 
! brothers and sisters had all been together, 
and their parents had never seen them to- 
j gether, as the oldest of them had left home, 
before some of the younger ones were born. 
The next day after the meetiug, they visited 
I the top of Mount Grace, and one of their 
j number proposed to perpetuate the event by 
engraving on the south face of a large gran- 
ite roek, which lays on the top of the moun- 
tain, the names, in a single column, in the 
following order, and a reference to an appro- 
priate text of Scripture, of each surviving 
member of the family. The record is this : 
The children of Capt. D. Kf. Smith visited 
this place Oct. 8, 1864.

We clip the following from the Methodist 
of Feb. 4th. It is a cheering indication that 
the work of God is about to revive with 
great power. 

An interesting revival is going on in the 
Thirty-seventh street M. E. Church, under 
the charge of Rev. W. II.

This 
was the question in debate. Ptolemy, was 
an Egyptian, born in A. I>. 70, nnd died A. 
D. about 150. He was a celebrated geog- 
rapher, historian, astronomer, and mathema- 
tician. He collected historical and chronol- 
ogical facts, and embodied them in. a work 
celebrated as Ptolemy's Canon. Living 
at that early period and being nearer the

483 years, end at Christ's birth B. C. 5. 
Hence the first year of Cyrus was B. C. 488. 

But Ptolemy's Canon fixes the 1st. year 
of Cyrus B. C. 538, for his joint reign with 
Darius the Mede, or 536 for his sole reign. 
This makes a difference of about 48 years 
between Ptolemy and Thurman. 

Mr. Thurman aud Ptol#my agree as far 
as B. C. 431, so that the dispute does not 
come this side of that point. Mr. Thurman 
has undertaken to show that Ptolemy is 
mistaken by that number of years between 
the reign of Cyrus and the first year of the 
Peloponesian war, where they agree, B. C. 
431. Here then we have a period of 105 
years, according to Ptolemy, which Mr. 



git i zed by the Cei 
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Thurmnn says was only 57 years. To meet 
this lie attempts to show that there were no 
such eclipses as described by various histo- 
rians in the years assigned for them in the 
Canon. And invalidating the -testimony of 
the Canon in reference to the eclipses, that 
therefore his Canon is not true. 

M. SleveiiBon not being a practical astron- 
omer, and therefore not able to enter into 
the astronomical question, undertook to sus- 
tain the chronology of the Canon from the 
concurrent testimony of various historians 
and chronologers who wrote independent ot 
each other. 

One line of argument was based on the 
testimony of ancient monumental inscrip- 
tions, which was of great force. We pro- 
pose soon to give our readers Mr. Steven- 
son's argument from the Parian Chronicle, 
found on marble slabs engraved some 260 
years B. C, and extending backwards several 
hundred years. These records were written 
in Greek, and have been somewhat impaired 
by time, but can no more be set aside than 
the chronology on the tombstones and mon- 
uments of our own day. The marble slabs 
are safely preserved /or reference and exam- 
ination by all the curious in such matters. 

Having thus stated the nature and point 
of discussion we shall leave the subject for 
another article.

WAR NEW3. 

Several engagements took place near Pe- 
tersburg on Sunday, Monday and Tuesday 
of last week, in which our forces made a 
permanent ndvauce of about five miles, so 
that their artillery commands the Southside 
railroad. They met with severe losses 
amounting to 1 143, killed, wounded and mis- 
sing. The rebels lost about the same. 

Sherman, at last accounts, was near 
Brauchville, S. C, and had cut the commu- 
nication between Augusta, Ga., and Rich- 
mond. He is expeeted soon at Charleston. 

The peace commission have reported and 
so has Mr. Lincoln. Both agree that no 
progress toward a peace was made by the meet- 
ing. It only remains to fight it out till one 
side yields. Stirring times are expeeted. 

The proposition to arm the slaves and put 
them into the Southern army has been 
rejected by the Rebel Senate. 

Richmond papers report a rumor in that 
city that, Sherman has taken Brauchville, 
and that Charleston is evacuated ; but the 
report needed confirmation. 

From the army of the Potomac the report 
is, that since the failuie of the Peace Confer- 
ence, desertions from the rebel army arc 
more numerous than cvei. 

Gen. Thomas with the army of the Cum- 
berland in co-operation with Gen. Canby at 
New Orleans, have commenced a combined 
movement on Montgomery, the former rebel 
capital. Selmn and Mobile, Alabama. The 
occupation of these places will end the war 
on the Gulf of Mexico, this side the mouth 
of the Mississippi river.

EFFECT OF T HE NEW S YSTEM O N 
THE CHARACTER OF FREEDMEN. 

The change from slavery to free labor has 
had a salutary also upon the freed men who 
are hired out. 

"It is the testimony of nearly all planters, 
whether southern or northern, that they 
could not have expected any set of laborers 
to work better than theirs. They have in 
some cases returned to their work after be- 
iug repeatedly driven away by guerrillas, and 
when no white dared go near. There are a 
few instances, where they have been fur- 
nished arms, of their repulsing these maraud- 
ers. It is to be remarked, too, very credita- 
bly to the negro, that ihose who have cared 
most for the interest of their laborers, have 
been rewarded by the greatest cheerfulness 
and the heartiest good-Wilt The sullenness 
of the old regime has disappeared. A won- 
derfully keen scent for the direction of their 
interests already characterizes this once 
stolid race. They have discovered an alac- 
rity, a faithfulness, and an honor — not by 
any means to a degree that is to be hoped 
for — yet sufficient to compel the acknowl- 
edgment of those who declared that freedom 
would make this people nothing but thiev- 
ing and licentious vagabonds." 

Great improvement is also seen in the 
taste and practical sense of the negroes, ns 
exhibited in their purchases. An illustration 
of the effect of freedom in awakening their 
public spirit is given in the following: 

"A singular fact occured in connection 
with the collection of the tax temporarily 
required by Order 63, on the wages of the 
able-bodied, for the support of the sick and 
otherwise depeiident. It was thought, at 
first, that the negroes would submit to its 
collection with reluctance. Instead of this, 
however, it being a tax on wages, compelled 
the employer nnd employe to appear, one or 
both, before the officer charged with its col- 
lection, who allowed no wages to go unpaid ; 
and the negro soon saw in it his first recog- 
nition by government ; and although it ap- 
peared in the form of a burden, responded 
to it with alacrity ; thousands finding in it 
the first assurance of any power protecting 
their right to make a bargain and hold the 
white man to its fulfilment. It was most 
interesting to watch the moral effect of tax- 
ing them. They freely acknowledged that 
they ought to assist in bearing the burden 
of the poor. They felt ennobled when they 
found that the government was calling upon 
them, as men, to assist in the process by 
which their natural rights were to be se- 
cured. Thouaiids thus saw, for the first 
time, any money reward for their services. 
The places where this tax was least rigidly 
collected, are now farthest behind in paying 
the colored man for his services." 

It is a remarkable fact that while within 
our lines in Arkansas there are as many 
blacks as whites, twice as many of the latter 
draw rations from the government without 
making any return. Numbers of the freed- 
nien are learning to read, and there is a 
prosperous industrial school at Helenn. 
Four orphan asylums have been founded, at 
Memphis, Helena, and Natchez, the first 
attempt of this kind having beeu made by 
"Aunt Maria." a colored woman, who col- 
lected- a considerable number of ophans on 
President's Island, near Memphis, and still, 
assisted by Miss Mitchell, has the care of 
them. — Me.th od is/. 

THE BANS OP ENGLAND PRINTING 
OFFICE 

A great many people who have the plea- 
sure of dealing with those delicate tissues 
know in the financial world as bank-notes, 
and in the s|>ortin4 circles as "flimsies," are 
tiii'lei the impression that they are printed 
Inmi copper plates, by the copperplate print- 
in" press. This idea is not confined to those 
to whom printing is a mystery. A visit to 
the machine-room of the Bank soon dispels 
this erroneous idea, f »r there may be seen 
in full work a whole row of machines turn- 
ing out bank-notes, two at a time, at a rate 
of from 700 to 800 per hour. F rom £5 up 
to £1000 are the various amounts of the 
notes being here printed on dry bank-note 
paper, with the very best ink, that will bear 
a hard rub the moment it is worked. Upon 
the "taking off" board is a notice which im- 
plies that the "taking-off" must be confined 
to the machine-boys only, H>y stating that 
"Visitors are requested not to touch the 
notes." 

These notes are all worked from electro- 
types taken from the original, which is cut 
in metal, and is never worked, but always 
kept fresh for the purpose of taking new 
casts from, and thus ever retains the sharp- 
ness of a new engraving. Each bank note 
undergoes two workings ; the first working 
merely prints the outlines, or skeleton form 
of the note : tho second working numbers, 
dates, and signs it. This numbering process 
is very ingenious ; ns by a very clever me- 
chanical contrivance in the machiuery, the 
figures shift one on every revolution of the 
machine, and so the numbering and printing 
goes on regularly and consecutively. 

Defalcations, or mistakes, we are informed 
are impossible. Every sheet of paper given 
out for printing has to be accounted for be- 
fore any one is allowed to leave the office. 
If a "miss" occurs in printing, the impres- 
sion is taken on the tympan-sheet, and chat 
has to be given in as a note to keep check 
with the machine-dial, which gives an exact 
account, by a dial resembling a gas-metre, 
how many impressions have beeu taken since 
commencing work. The sheets, each one 
containing two notes, are cut in half by 
means of a large fixed knife, which acts 
like a chaff-cutting machine, and separates 
one hundred notes at a time. These notes, 
when thus separated, are passed to the 
cashiers for the purpose of being counted. 

All the machines in the Bank printing- 
office are not engaged printing upon bank- 
notes. Several are occupied in printing 
dividend warrants, powers of attorney, and 
all ordinary forms of the Bank. The bind- 
ing of all books required by the Bank, and 
also by the various branches, is executed in 
the same department, in the very best and 
strongest manner possible. 

A visit to the composing-room shows at a 



glance the great practical taste and business- 
like skill which has been brought to bear 
upon its several arrangements. All jobs nre 
kept standing, and each board is numbered, 
classified, and indexed in separate cupboards; 
so that any certain form can be had at a 
moment's notice. No heaps of lumber or 
collections of antiquated slippers are allowed 
to accumulate under frames here, for to 
prevent such an abuse of the rule of tidiness 
everywhere laid down, Mr. Coe has all his 
frames boarded down quite close to the floor. 
Bulks and boards are served in tho same 
way, so that the room sweeper cannot help 
but remove all gatherings from the floor 
every morning. — Paper Trade Revieic. 

RULES FOR WINTER 

Never go to bed with cold or damp feet. 

In going into a colder air, keep the mouth 
resolutely closed, that by compelling the air 
to pass circuitously through the nose and 
head, it may become warmed before it 
reaches the lungs, and thus prevent those 
shocks and sudden chills which frequently 
end in pleurisy, pneumonia, and other seri- 
ous forms of disease. 

Never Bleep with the head in the draft of 
an open door or window. 

Let more cover be on the lower limbs 
than on the body. Have an extra covering 
within eary reach in case of a sudden and 
great change of weather during tho night. 

Never stand still a moment out of doors, 
especially at street-corners, after having 
walked even a short distance. 

Never ride near the open window of a 
vehicle for a single half-minute, especially if 
it has been preceded by a walk ; valuable 
lives have thus been lost, or good health 
permanently destroyed. 

Never put on a new boot or shoe in be- , 
ginning a journey. 

Never wear India-rubber in cold, dry 
weather. 

If compelled to face a bitter cold wind, j 
throw a silk handkerchief over the face ; its 
agency is wonderful in modifying the cold. j 

Those who arc easily chilled on going out 
of doors, should have some cotton batten 
attached to the vest or other garment, so as 
to protect the space between the shoulder- 
blades behind, the lungs being attached to 
the body at that point ; a little there is 
worth five times the amount over the chest j 
in front. 

Never sit for more than five minutes at a 
time with the back against the fire or stove. '\ 

Avoid sitting against cushions in the backs < 
of pews iu churches ; if the uncovered board 
feels cold, sit erect Without touching it. 

Never begin a journey until breakfast has 
been eaten. 

After speaking, singing, or preaching in a 
warm room in winter, do not leave it for at 
h ast ten minutes, and even then close the 
mouth, put on the gloves, wrap up the neck, 
and put on cloak or overcoat before passing 
Ottt of the door ; the neglect of these has 
laid many a good nnd useful man in a pre- 
mature grave. 

Never speak under a hoarseness, especial- I 
\y if it requires an effort, or gives a hurting, 'I 
or a painful feeling, for it often results in , 
permanent loss of voice, a life-long invali- j 
dism. — Hairs Journal of Health 

THE POPE AND MAXIMILIAN. 

The Pope is about to stretch his arm 
across the Atlantic and bestow his most fer- 
vent benediction 011 tho new sovereign 
established on the throne of Mexico, (whom 
Mr. Lincoln, however, persists in not per- 
ceiving.) It is the custom every year at 
this season to bless a hat and sword, which 
nre sent as presents to a reigning sovereign. 
The hat is of crimson velvet, lined with 
ermine, and adorned with a dove of gold, 
the symbol of the Holy Ghost. When the 
state of the papal treasury permitted it, this 
hat was ornamented with very valuable 
precious stones, and was sent to some great 
emperor prince, a great captain preparing 
to combat for the faith, and was always 
accompanied by a sword with a gold and 
jeweled pommel. This custom is said to be 
taken from the book of Maccabees. Jere- 
miah sent a golden sword, saying : "Re- 
ceive this sword which God provides you, 
and with which you will destroy the enemies 
of the people of Israel." Now that the wars 
of religion are at an end, the Pope sends 
these gifts to the potentate considered most 
deserving in the eyes of the church. A rose 
is also blessed on the first Sunday in Lent, 
and is this \ear to be sent, iu company with 
the sword and hat, to Mexico, being des- 
tined for the Empress Charlotte. This 
precious flower is also made of gold and 
jewels, and contains a eup filled with halm 
and perfumes enfolded under its petal, to 
typify the odor of sanctity which the church 
spreads over the universe.

ALOES IN THE KING'S GARDEN. 

Old Mr Heu Growler was a represen- 
tative man ; not that he was ever sent to 
Congress, or even to the State 'Legisla- 
ture, but he was like a class in the 
church not small. p He lived in the old 
red house a little below the turnpike- 
gate, and few could remember when he 
did not live ?ftWM?. Nobody knows 
when, or how. or why he got into the 
church ; but there he was. Perhaps he 
did not know himself 

Now some come into ne church be- 
cause, though they may have little 
piety, tjhey ,haye much conscience, 
and ..ihey.^fecL; a , little safer to be 
there, tharv iq , be, out in the world, 
as. lhe old ..^lse* prophet felt safer to 
have his b :nc§ lie beside those of the 
man of God. Some come because it 
adds to their respectability and inlln- 
ence, and it is expected of them. They 
are too respectable to have any curtail- 
ment ol their privileges from what others 
enjoy. Some come, we trust, because 
they want to honor the Master, he His 
servant openly, be soldiers in His army, 
and be the living epistles of Christ, 
known and read of all men. They 
want to do His will. 

Mr. Crowler represented neither of 
these classes. But he did represent a 
class who seemed to be spiritual nettles, 
to wound every liand that touched 
them. L will not say that Ben's church 
or neighbors were any worse than 
others ; but he had great trials, and fell 
bound to make the most of his position 
with his brethren. In the first place, 
he had to pay a small amount to sup- 
port his minister, and that was a great 
grief. He held that they ought to have 
a 'free gospel — so that it would cost 
him nothing;- the minister ought to 
preach and pray and attend funerals 
without pay, though no one was more 
discontented with an unstudied, off-hand 
sermon than Ben. How he made it out 
that his minister : ought to have all the 
sclf-der.ial and liberality in the church, 
1 don't know. But 1 do know that he 
never paid his tax without loud grutnb- 
litig and a threat to withdraw from the 
society. 

In the next place, it was a grief to him 
that they shouid have so much singing 
in the church — five or six times during 
every sabbath ! 'Why,' said he, 'it s all 
done just to make it easier for the min- 
ister. And when we have to hire a 
man to preach why not let him preaCh, 
and not spend the time in singing, to 
ease him of lattorT ''■'rVtVSft biS idea's"' bf 
wot ship and praise were, it would be 
difficult to say. But surely, he had not 
one just conception of public worship. 
I have known him to spend half of the

'Six days,' he used to say, are given us 
in which to do our work, and it is just 
as wrong to take the week-day to do the 
Sabbah work, as to take the Sabbath 
to da lhe week-day work.

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SIN IN THE FLESH. — A WORD ON 
PERFECTION. 

Reprinted from "Words of Truth." 

(Continued.) 

The word •'perfect" is used with reference 
to each of the three grunt revelations of God 
— the Almighty, (to Abraham.) Jehovah, 
C to Israel,) and Father (to the Christian.) 

1. God said to Abraham, "I am the Al- 
mighty God ; walk before me, and be thou 
perfect; (Gen. 17 : 1 ; ) which means that 
Abraham was to walk before God ever con- 
fiding in his Almighty power. Abraham did 
not ; ho failed precisely iu this respect, aud 
lied. (Gen. 20 : 2.) It was no question of 
sin in the fallen nature of Abraham, but of 
confidence in tho Almighty power of God. 
As to fact, he still had sin and fell. 

2. The Israelites were instructed : "Thou 
shalt be perfect with the Lord, (Jehovah.) thy 
God." (Dout. 18: 13.) This was in respect 
of their not imitating the abominations of the 
Canaanites in idolatries, and had nothing to 
do with the presence or absence of sin iu the 
heart of this or that Israelite > for in the 
same book, (chap. 29 : 4,) Moses tells them, 
"Yet the Lord hath not given you a heart to 
perceive, aud eyes to see, and ears to hear, 
unto this day." It relerred solely to faithful- 
ness to God, in the rejection of every species 
of idolatry. 

3. In the sermon on the Mount, we read, 
"Be ye perfect, even as your Father which is 
in heaven is perfect," (Matt. 5 : 48,) and the 

"meaning of our Lord is to be found in what 
goes before. This perfection consists in act- 
ing in love, and not according to the law of 
retaliation ("an eye for an eye, and a tooth 
for a tooth ;" in acting toward men on the 
principle of the Divine conduct toward us; 
according to the grace of our heavenly 
Father. It is not, "Preseut to God such a 
character of perfection, that you may be ac- 
cepted of, or be made well-pleasing to him ;" 
but, "Ye are the children of your heavenly 
Father ; show forth, therefove, his character 
towards the world : for he maketh his sun to 
rise on the evil and on the good, and sendeth 
rain on the just aud ou the unjust. He acts 
iu grace, and not according to law ; as sin- 
ners saved, you are the proof of this — be the 
witnesses of it. The publicans love those 
who love them, but your heavenly Father 
loves his enemies ; aud by this rule, be ye 
perfect, even as he is. There is no allusion 
to the root of sin in our nature ; the point is 
about the principle which ought to regulate 
the conduct ol "children of God" in contrast 
with the principle of law, or of natural jus- 
tice. 

There aro. however, several passages 
which, from being looked at apart from their 
context, or misunderstood iu their true sense, 
or bearing, have been, as experience proves, 
the occasion of difficulty to sincere Christians. 
A few of them are here referred to, in the 
endeavor to establish their true meaning. 

1. "I am crucified with Christ." (Gal. 2 : 
20.) It is so far from true that the Apostle 
(who, without questiou, was eminently faith- 
ful,) is speaking of himself only, or of his 
own state of sanctification here, that he else- 
where affirms that all Christians are crucified 
with him. In this same epistle he asserts 
that "they who are Christ's, have crucified the 
flesh with the affections and lusts." f5 : 24.) 

It is no question of the reception of Christ 
by certain souls for their sanctification,* but 
of that which is true of all Christians. This 
is plainly taught in another epistle, (Rom. 
8: 1-11,) where he says : "So many of us 
as were baptized into Jesus Christ, were bap- 
tized into his death ;" farther on, "Our old 
man has been crucified with him that the 
body of sin might be destroyed, that hence- 
forth we should not serve sin ;" and again, 
"He that is dead is freed frofci sin." The 

•A specious form awumed by error, is this : "wo 
ought not to seek sanctification by human efforts, but 
to seek to rooeive Christ as our sanctification ; then the 
germ of sin will bo destroyed, and wo shall be perfeotly 
holy, and without sin or evil oonoupisoenoo." Those 
who speak thus, besides confounding the distinction 
between the "old man" and the •'now," overlook the 
truth that as Christ meets the whole need before Qod, 
of eutry believer, he is therefore made unto all "sancti- 
fication." ( I Cor. 1 : 30.). Hence Paul aftor that 
fearful enumeration of whut some of the Corinthians 
had been, (1 Cor. 6 i 11) nays, « but ye aro sanolified 
— in the name of the Lord Jesus." So too he address- 
es all bolxcvors in each plaee. as naint*, in Chritt Jrtw ; 
but was there no germ of sin in those thus addressed ? 



Apostle then does not go on to say, "yon 
have therefore, no more evil concupiscence ;" 
"you are, therefore, dead to all sinful inclina- 
tion ;" but his clear and simple deduction is, 
"let not sin, therefore, reign in your mortal 
bodies, that ye should obey it in the lusts 
thereof," — a poor and unintelligible deduction 
for those who assert that sin no longer exists 
iu one who is crucified with Christ. To say, 
"Let not sin reign," is incompatible with the 
thought that it no longer exists. The con- 
clusion drawn by the Holy Ghost here is 
identical with that in similar passages else- 
where. Paul, for instance, "writes to the Col- 
lossians : "Ye are dead, and your life is hid 
with Christ in God," and tells them: "Mor- 
tify, therefore, your members which aro upon 
the earth." (Col. 3. ) And would we know 
how the Christian is dend, we have only to 
read the 11th, 12th, and 20th verses of the 
preceding chapter. To have died in Christ 
is really true of all Christians, not as a mat- 
ter of attainment ; but according to the 
mind of God; and upon this truth, which 
frees the conscience, are based the instruc- 
tions as to a heavenly walk. The foregoing 
remarks apply also to Rom. 8: 10-12. 

2. "Being now made free, from sin." 
(Rom. 6: 18, 22.) The Apostle tells those 
to whom he writes, that he speaks to them 
"after the manner of men, because of the in- 
firmity of their flesh." The term "made 
free" is used by him in contradistinction to a 
state of slavery ; and he adds by way of 
marking the contrast, that they have become 
servants to God. It is a simple illnstration 
of slaves and freedmen, introduced by the 
Apostle, to make himself better understood. 
Moreover, the condition mentioned is that of 
all Christians without exception, 

3. "As he (Christ) is, so are we in this 
world.? (1 John 4 : 17.) We are told in the 
preceding chapter : "Every man that hath 
this hope in him, purifieth himself, even as he 
is pure." The hope referred to is that of 
being like him, when we see him," and till 
then, t Ii:s hope is to purify us. Any con- 
struction put upon the former passage, which 
weakens this hope, must be a wrong one. 
When it is said : "we are in this world as he 
is," it must evidently be in a sense different 
from that in which we shall be like him when 
we see him, and the distinction is simple to 
faith. Two verses (9 and 17) which both 
speak of God's love throw light on each oth- 
er. "7/i this was manifested the love of God 
towards us, because that God sent his only 
begotten Son into the world, that we might 
live through him." "Herein is love with us 
perfected, that we may have boldness in the 
day of judgment, because its he is, so are we 
in this world." God has manifested his love 
in sending his Son into the world. Ho has 
completed this love in setting us before him- 
self in Christ. We are not as he was on 
earth, nor personally, (as he is,) in the glory ; 
but looked at in him, we arc perfectly as he 
is in God's estimate. 

We are accepted in the Beloved : loved, 
as he is loved ; righteous, as he is righteous ; 
in principle and in hope, made partakers of 
his glory. Our union with him is a real 
thing ; whoso touches us, touches him. Ho 
can say, (speaking of us,) as he did to Saul, 
of Tarsus, "Why persecutest thou Me?" 
God, in Christ, manifested his love to man. 
Mau, in Christ, is presented to God in the 
perfectness of Christ's acceptance; and, in 
the new nature communicated, he has, 
through the Holy Ghost, present enjoyment 
of this, with the hope of entering upon all 
he now enjoys by faith, when he sees him as 
he is. The new nature manifests itself in a 
walk according to its own principles. But 
the old man is not changed though judged in 
thought and way. 

4. "There is no fear in love ; but perfect 
love casteth out fear, because fear hath tor- 
ment ; he that feareth it not made perfect in 
love." (1 John 4: 18.) This refers to that 
thorough confidence in the love of God, that 
sets the heart at liberty in his presence, and 
peace and joy iu communion with him. It 
has not anything to do with the absence of 
sin in the flesh. His love is shed abroad in 
our hearts — "not that we loved him, but that 
he loved us." God dwells in us, and his 
love is perfect in us. Made partakers of the 
Divine nature and filled with the Holy 
Ghost, we are filled with the consciousness 
of his love, and, consequently, we love after 
a Divine manner. But it does not follow, 
that the flesh is changed. The soul thinks 
of God's love to us, and not of the love we 
have for God, 

5. " Wliosoever is horn of God doth not 
commit sin, for his seed remaiueth in him ; 
and he cannot sin because he is born of God." 
( 1 John 3 : 9.) The ' Apostle, here and in 
similar passages of his* epistle, predicates 
that which is true of every Christian — of all 
those who are "born of God." As a distinct- 
ive mark between them and the children of 
the devil, he brings forward the character of 
that nature which they have received from 
Christ, and, consequently, that of their life 
and conduct. "He that committeth sin is of' 
the devil ;" (v. 8.) therefore according to the 
idea refuted, every one who is not perfect, 
is of the devil ! 

6. "Let us go on unto perfection." (Heb. 
6:1.) We find on examining the passage 
that it has no reference to the "state of sanc- 
tification," but to the advancement in knowl- 



edge. The Apostle is contrasting "the prin- 
ciples of the doctriue of Christ," (as a be- 
lieving Jew might have understood them be- 
fore Pentecost,) with the knowledge, which 
the "Holy Ghost, sent down from heaven," 
gives of the fullness of the Son of Man, ex- 
alted above all. The signification of the 
word "perfect" in several other passages is 
similar, and has no reference whatever to the 
presence or absence of sin.

THE NEW JERUSALEM. 

Several communications have appeared in 
the Herald respecting the New Jerusalem 
as described by John in the 21st chapter of 
Revelation. 

One of those was writteu by a former and 
respected pastor of mine. He considers the 
New Jerusalem to be a literal city which 
shall descend from heaven, and many others, 
I flunk, have the same opinion in regard to 
it. But that this is a mistaken view of the 
subject, I think may be seen by a careful 
consideration of the vision. The book of 
Revelation is for the most part a book of 
symbols. Everything which John saw, may 
be considered as symbolic. Conversations 
he had with an elder or angel, as well as the 
utterances of praise by the heavenly hosts, 
are not symbols. The following portions of 
the book of Revelation are probably not sym- 
bolic. Chap. 1 : 1-11 aud verse 12 1st 
clause — also verses 17-20. Chapters 2 and 
3; 4: 1-6; part of 1, 2, 5, 7; 7 : 13-17; 9: 
12; 11 : 14; 13: 9; 16: 1 ; 17 : 1, 2, 3, 1st 
clause ; 17 : 15-18 ; 19 : 9, 10 ; 21 : 3-9, 9, 
10 1st clause, 22 : 6-20. The other portions 
of the book are symbolical. John himself 
becomes a symbol, and performs symbolic 
acts, as seen in Chap. 10: 9—11, and 11:1. 

The city of the New Jerusalem is there- 
fore a symbol. Cities are symbols of 
churches. The city of Babylon is a symbol 
of the corrupt church of Rome. The city 
of the New Jerusalem is a Bymbol of the 
true church of Jesus Christ. Cities do not 
symbolize cities, but something of an anala- 
gous kind. "The cities of the nations fell." 
Rev. 16: 19, symbolizes the fall of the na- 
tional churches of the ten kingdoms in con- 
nection with the Romish church, and perhaps 
similar establishments of other kingdoms. 

Rev. 21 : 9. John says, "There came unto 
me oue of the seven angels which had the 
seven vials full of the seven last plagues and 
talked with me saying, Come hither, I will 
show thee the bride, the Lamb's wife." By 
the bride, the Lamb's wife is undoubtedly 
denoted the church of Christ, composed of 
the risen, changed and glorified saints. The 
angel said he would show John the bride, 
the Lamb's wife — i. e., he would show him 
the church of Christ or a symbol of it. What 
then did ho show him as the bride — the 
church of Christ? "Verse 10th explains this. 
"And he carried me away in the Spirit to a 
great and high mountain, and showed me 
that great city, the holy Jerusalem, descend- 
ing out of heaven from God." It is evident, 
therefore that the bride, the Lamb's wife 
and the city of the New Jerusalem are sym- 
bols of the church of Christ. But it may 
be asked, "What is meant by the city's de- 
scending from heaven ? Paul, in his 1st 
epistle to the Thessalonians writes thus, "For 
the Lord himself shall descend from heaven 
wilh a shout, with the voice of the archan- 
gel, and with the trump of God, and the dead 
in Christ shall rise first. Then we which 



are alive and remain shall be caught up to- 
gether with them in the clouds, to meet the 
Lord in the air ; and so shall we ever be 
with the Lord." 1 Thess. 4: 16, 17. Here 
we have foretold the secoud coming of Christ, 
the resurrection of the righteous dead, the 
change of the. living saints, aud their ascen- 
sion to meet the Lord Jesus in the air ; and 
it is stated they shall ever be with the Lord. 
Ever with him ? In the air ? No one, I sup- 
pose, believes that. The fair conclusion is, 
that the saints of* God risen and changed, 
composing the true church of Christ will be 
caught up to their Lord in the air, where 
they will remain until the arrangements for 
their stations in the kingdom of Christ shall 
be completed, and then they will with Christ 
descend to the new earth to take posses- 
sion of the kingdom, and the dominion under 
the whole heaven. This descent of the 
Church of Christ is therefore symbolized by 
"the great city, the holy Jerusalem, descend- 
ing out of heaven," as seen by John. 

Another inquiry may be made. What is 
meant by the description of this city as con- 
tained in Rev. 21 : 11-27? The answer is, 
the whole is symbolized. Briefly it may be 
stated that the glory of the Church during 
the millennium, and through everlasting ages 
is here symbolical. Of the city it is said, 
"Having the glory of God," God will then 
peculiarly manifest himself in glory, and the 
Church will be all glorious. "Her light was 
like unto a stone most precious." The Church 
will then have a full measure of light and 
knowledge of the truth. 

"And had a wall great and high." Cities 
were in ancient times surrounded with walls 
for safety and protection from enemies. The 
walls of the New Jerusalem symbolized the 
pafety and security of the Church, it being 
under the special care and protection of God 
— no enemies can ever harm it. "And had 
twelve gates ;" three on each side, denoting 
free access to all the privileges of the Church 
to all the people of God. The gates were 
guarded by twelve angels, showing that none 
but the saints could enter the city. On the 
twelve gates were the names of the twelve 
tribes of Israel, aud on the foundation of the 
city were the names of the twelve apostles 
of the Lamb. All believing Jews and Gen- 
tiles will then compose one Church, all being 
gathered unto one fold, and the faith preached 
by the apostles will be seen to be the founda- 
tion of the faith of the Church. It is "built 
upon the foundation of the apostles and 
prophets, Jesus Christ himself being the 
chief corner-stone." See Eph. 2 : 20. 

The measurement of the city denotes the 
complete, perfect and harmonious state of the 
Church. It is described as being four square, 
the length, breadth and height being equal 
— thus showing the solidity, beauty, harmo- 
ny and consistency of the Church. All its 
members receive, obey and rejoice in the 
same doctrines. The measurement of the 
wall denotes the firmness, safety and impreg- 
nability of the Church. God is its protector 
aud detender, and the gates of hell can never 
prevail against it. The measurement of the 
wall is given as twelve thousand furlongs, 
which is fifteen hundred miles, which may 
denote that there is sufficient room in the 
Church for all true believers in Jesus. There 
will then ,be no divisions or schisms, but the 
Church will be an united body, all its mem- 
bers professing and believing the same great 
truths. All will be of one heart aud one 
mind, and the Church will be perfect, active, 
firm and glorious. 

The beauty and glory of the Church is 
also shown in the further description of the 
city, its walls being "garnished with all man- 
ner of precious stones," its gates being pearls, 
its street being "pure gold as it were trans- 
parent glass." As gold is the purest and 
most durable of metals, so the glorified 
Church of God will be holy aud endure for- 
ever. "The King's daughter is all glorious 
within ; her clothing is of wrought gold." 
So the Church m described, Psalm 45 : 13. 
It is a "glorious Church, not having spot or 
wrinkle, or any such thing;" but it is "holy 
and without blemish." Eph. 5 : 27. 

John says, "I saw no temple therein : for 
the Lord God Almighty and the Lamb are 
the temple thereof." In the millennial state 
the worship of the Church will be paid im- 
mediately to Christ, who will be personally 
present, and his people shall behold him and 
enter his presence, for they shall be kings 
and priests unto God. Jesus is "the bright- 
ness of the Father's glory and tho express 
image of his person," and thus God and the 
Lamb wiH receive tho worship of the glori- 
fied saiuts. 

Again, it is said, "the city had no need of 
the sun, neither of the moon to shine in it ; 
for the glory of God did lighteu it, and the 
Lamb is the light thereof " This shows that 
the description of the city is symbolic, for we 
are not to suppose that our natural sun and 
moon are to be destroyed ; on the contrary, 
they are to endure forever. (See Jer. 31 : 
35, 36.) The sun and moon are symbols of 
rulers. As the city had no need of the sun 
and moon to shiue in it, so the Church will 
have no need of rulers and magistrates, as 
earthly governments now have, for the gov- 
ernment will then be a theocracy ; Christ 
will be King over all the earth, and all laws 
will emanate directly from him. No legisla- 
tive rulers will then be needed. 



Again, it is said, "the nations of them 
which are saved shall walk in the light of it, 
and the kings of the earth do bring their 
glory and honor into it. And the gates of it 
shall not be shut alkali by day ; for there 
shall be no night there. And they shall 
bring the glory aud honor of the nations into 
it." Ver. 24-29. 

The light of Divine truth shall then be en- 
joyed by the Church, and free access to all 
its privileges shall be had by all the people 
of God. Ignorance and sin shall no more 
be known, for all shall be spiritual light aud 
not darkness. All the talents, glory and 
honor of God's people shall be devoted to 
God, and used for the benefit of the Church 
iu that blessed period. 

Many Millenarnians believe there will be 
persons living in natural bodies during the 
millennium, and the bringing of the glory 
and honor of the nations into the city, de- 
notes the conversion of those persons, their 
union with the Church, and their being from 
time to time changed from natural to spiritu- 
al and glorified bodies, as Enoch and Elijah 
were translated. 

Thus we have in this city of the New Je- 
rusalem, the glory of the Church represented 
during the thousand years of the millennium, 
and afterwards through eternal ages. 

How blessed will all those be who are 
made partakers of the everlasting kingdom 
of Christ. Forever there will be uuiversal 
holiness and peace. Sin, sorrow and death 
shall be banished from the earth — an earth 
clothed in beauty which shall never fade. 
The saints of the Most High will be wholly 
sanctified, and "the kingdom, and the domin- 
ion aud the greatness of the kingdom under 
the whole heaven," shall be possessed by 
them forever and ever. 8. 8. w. 



Note. — The foregoing article embodies 
about all that can be said on that side of the 
question. We have thought best to give it, 
with some brief notes, showing why we dis- 
sent from his views. 

1. The angel says, "These are the true 
sayings of God." "These words are true and 
faithful." This is iu opposition to a symbol- 
ic meaning. 

2. The Church is composed of the doers 
of his word, who shall have right to the tree 
of life, and enter in through the gates into 
the city. But if the Church is the city it- 
self, she must have right to enter into her- 
self. 

3. Christ is to have a glorious empire on 
earth ; and it is reasonable that it should 
have just such a splendid capitol as this is 
described to be. Abraham looked for it, and 
so did Isaac and Jacob. 

4. The objections urged are insufficient to 
set aside its literality. 

77/6 dimensions of the city. "And the 
length, breadth and heighth of it are equal." 
The meaning evidently is, — "correspon- 
dent," or "proi>ortiounte." The Greek word 
isas, is used Mark 14; 56, 59, and signifies 
agreement or in accordance, or correspon- 
dent. "But their witness agreed not togeth- 
er ;" they "were not in accordance one with 
another." Apply this meaning to the word 
here and we have it thus- "He measured 
the city with the reed, 12,000 furlongs. The 
length and the breadth and the heighth of it 
are iu agreement," or due -proportion. "And 
he measured the wall thereoi an hundred 
and forty-four cubits." That is 216 feet 
high, which would make a fair proportion for 
so large a square. 

Our correspondent's objection to its being 
a city, because they will have no need of the 
sun or any other light, when we are told by 
the prophets that the sun will remain for- 
ever, arises from a misapprehension of the 
passage. They will not need tho light of the 
sun in the city ; for the glory of God did 
lighten it and the Lamb is the light thereof. 
The sun may and will shine, but be dim aud 
invisible iu the presence of God's glory, as 
the stars of night are in the presence of the 
sun in his splendor.

"Why are ye fearful, O ye of little faith ?" 
Matt. 8 : 26. This is. the language of Christ 
to his disciples. The occasion was that of a 
storm at sea, when they supposed themselves 
in peril of foundering. In this language is 
mingled in appropriate style a rebuke with 
severity and kindness of manner, that pe- 
cularily distinguished all his reproofs of 
erring humanity, and the stormy elements 
subsided aud a holy ca]m followed. This re- 
sult of his word on the raging elements of 
this physical world, is emblematic of the 
effect of his doctrine upon the moral nature 
of fallen man. If the soul of man is agi- 
tated by doubt and fear, the words of Christ 
fall upon his ear, and faith is kindled in his 
heart, and the storm of angry passions is 
hushed to rest. If disquieted by doubts, 
they inspire his mind with confidence and 
hope. If the heavens are darkened by the 
gathering clouds of misfortune and disap- 
pointed hopes, the scene can be changed, and 
made light by the kindling fire of faith in 
God. If the unruly passions of his nature 
are stirred up, aud would impel him onward 
to unlawful acts, at this voice their raging 
is hushed in repose, like the caged tiger that 



calmly lays himself down to repose. If 
death comes and carries away our friends to 
the final resting-place of all the living, faith 
opens the portals of heaven, and shows to 
us that they are garnered up in that sweet 
Eden home, and our troubled spirits repose 
on the immutable promises of Jehovah. A 
lack of faith is and has ever been the curse 
of man. It is what man is prone to indulge 
in. Every trial to which he is subjected, every 
storm he is called to encounter on life's 
stormy ocean, any change in life fills him 
with doubts, and he exclaims in unison with 
the disciples of old, "Lord save or we perish." 
There is little calm and confiding faith in 
God in our world, deny it who may, with 
all its thrones and systems of religion and 
large growth of profession that abounds. 
Faith embraces as its subjects — God, the 
revelation of his Spirit, and of human expe- 
rience.

The 
great mass of mankind profess to believe in 
the existence of God, and the truths of the 
Bible — an d yet their practices utter a dif- 
ferent language. 

This world is filled up with infidels. This 
is a startling assertion, yet is it not a sad 
truth how few — very few, there are who be- 
lieve the whole Bible ? what suits their 
views, that they believe ; on the other hand 
it is denied. We have the experience of 
men, and the word of God for eighteen hun- 
dred years, that the path of iniquity is a path 
of thorns, and of distress, and misery; yet 
religious men maintain the contrary, hence 
it is that so much sin aud misery exists in 
our present world. In that world to come 
faith is lost in sight. Oh, happy state, rush 
on time, and bring the welcome day.

KNOWLEDGE OP THE FUTURE, AND 
ITS VALUE.

"A prudent man forseeth the evil, and 
hideth himself : but the simple pass on, and 
are punished." Prov. 23 : 3 : 27, 12. 

There are prudent, wise, and sagacious 
men, in all the various departments of busi- 
ness, and in all the callings of this life ; 
men of forecast, judgment, and calculation, 
who wisely see and provide against the fu- 
ture. There is the wise and prudent farmer, 
who knows how to till his lands — to stock 
and improve his farm. He knows what 
soils are best adapted to t?ie cereals ; what 
to grasses, and other products. And by 
prudence, economy, labor, and shrewd cal- 
culation, year after yea'*, his farm shows 
thrift and comfort iu its buildings, fences, 
and fields, and yields abundance as the fruit 
of his wisdom and toil. On the other hand 
his less prudent and industrious neighbor, 
possessing a farm equally as good in its 
soils and location, let his lands run to waste 
to bear weeds and thorns ; his buildings 
and fences to run down and become dilapi- 
dated ; exhibiting in every part a want of 
that wisdom and calculation so essential to 
a good and provident farmer. 

There is the prudent and wise merchant, 
with a large or small capital, who knows 
how to invest it in marketable articles of 
trade ; and knowing too his qualification for 
business, stocks his store with goods to suit 
his many customers, and waits for custom 
which wiM bring in honest profits aud gain 
to give him an income of support. He so 
wisely and and prudently conducts his busi- 
ness, and with such honesty that he gains 
the confidence of both his creditors and cus- 
tomers, and is able to provide against any 
financial embarrassment that may affect the 
mercantile community in general. But his 
less sagacious and more simple neighbors on 
the same street, with equal advantages for 
trade, soon fail for want of that wisdom es- 
sential to his business, or is swept away by 
the first financial crisis that visits the country. 

There is the prudent and wise commer- 
cialist, or commercial firm, trading in foreign 
markets and ports, sending ships at sea la- 
ded with goods, products, or treasures, and 
by exportation and importation obtain 
wealth, and thus enrich themselves and their 
country by trade with foreign climes. These 
men keep a constant lookout upon the wants 
of the trading world — the prices current, 
and the political and financial condition o r 
the home nation and nations abroad, so as 
to bt prepared for successful enterprise or 
any commercial crisis which might threaten 
the traffic of the world. The imprudent, 
with as many facilities at hand for success, 
and an open market of the world before 
them, soon, for want of forecast and judg- 
ment fail ; their ships are laid up in port, 
or sold to others, more successful and cal- 
culating, while they retire from the market 
of the world disheartened and ruined. 

There are these schemers, speculators, and 
hangers-on at the Broker's Board, who daily 
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was risen. But says one tell us what that 
body was ? I answer no man in the mortal 
body can tell what a spiritual body is — as 
no man can tell what Adam was before he 
fell, so no man can explaiu the composition 
of the body of Christ after he arose from 
the dead. "It shall be sown a natural body, 
and raised a spiritual body." I believe both 
are right when one says personally and the 
other spiritually, then why make words 
without a difference so long as neither know 
what the personal presence of a spirit is ? 
It seems to me folly to contend upon a point 
beyond the comprehension of either. "This 
same Jesus v/hich is taken up into heaven 
shall come again in like manner as ye have 
seen him go iuto heaven ;" his departure 
was personal so far as we could see, and 
yet he was spiritual. The apostle iu speak- 
ing of our change is lost but says, "this 
we know that when he appears we shall 
be like him," glorious words to us, delightful 
promise to the Christian, and is there a 
Christian, a real burning Christian on earth 
who does not want him to appear, thrt he 
may be like him ? I believe he that is a 
real Christian will shout and sing every 
day of his life, *'Even so, come Lord Jesus, 
come quickly." 

The fact is we as Christians are asleep. 
The ten virgins (churches) "all slumbered 
and slept," and the second appearing of 
Christ, or the coming of the Bridegroom 
found them so, five had oil (personal religion 
and love for Jesus,)and five others had no 
oil, not even love for Jesus — and when he 
appeared all were fast asleep — see the church 
of all denominations at the present day, 
fast asleep — Christ's appearing is seldom 
mentioned from the pulpit, and less thought 
of by the people, and whenever the watch- 
ful mention the subject, the old song is 
thrown out "all things continue as they 
were ;" "that has been preached for thou- 
sands of years and he does not come yet, 
and at least one thousand years more will 
roll around before he will be heard of." 
Humanity seems always disposed to put 
off whatever is considered evil to some 
period beyond their supposed ability to take 
part and suffer. It requires a bold man to 
say with Daniel S. Dickinson on the Rebel- 
lion, "Let us meet the issue to-day, and 
fight out this war to the last man and the 
last dollar, and hand down to our jiosterity 
liberty, peace, and prosperity forever untar- 
nished and unencumbered by slavery." 

So when I see Christians putting off the 
second coming of the blessed Jesus, because 
they are afraid of the consequences, or wish 
to pursue their worldly plans, I ask where 
is your love for your Master ? where the 
oil in your lamps ? O I fear you are not 
getting ready, not watching and patiently 
waiting for his coming and kingdom. 

What I say unto you I say unto all, 
watch." Such are the directions of our 
blessed Master, and if we love him we will 
strive to follow his lessons, and abide by 
his directions. 



VISIBLE SPEECH. 

The following remarks on this subject 
were delivered by Professor Melville Bell, 
before the Mechanics Institute, Galashiels, 
Scotland, and we believe will be read with 
interest : 

Professor Bell commenced by making 
some critical remarks on written languages, 
in which he showed that the orthography of 
words was no index to their pronunciation. 
The reason was that the letters — the ele- 
ments of words — were not representative of 
sounds. This was a great barrier to the 
acquisition of learniug, because much time 
was wasted in mastering the pronunciation 
of words, whole years being spent iu the 
grammatical study of foreign languages. 
No instructor coidd teach languages unless 
by elemental characters representing their 
sounds, which he could employ as the mu- 
sician employed the elements of musical 
composition. But all the different races of 
men having formed their written characters 
at first without any regard to this requir- 
ment, and each race having modified their 
own language by taking words from others, 
what was originally difficult — owing to hav- 
ing been started on a wrong principle — had 
become still more intricate and confused by 
this practice of centuries; and it might now 
be said that written language was so entire- 
ly arbitary as to have no relation to the 
sounds it was meant to represent. The sys- 
tem of writing which he had discovered was 
one which professed to render speech visible 
to the eye. Speech was a faculty by which 
men were meant to communicate with each 
other, but the faculty required an instrument 
through which it could operate, and that 
instrument was language. Language was 
only a name for curtain sounds made by 
jthe mouth, tongue, and the rest of the vocal 
argans, and the philosophic value of the 
[new system lay in its power to represent 
khese sounds by marks which suggested that 
[arrangement of those organs by which the 
[sound it represented would be produced. 
The sounds composing different languages 
were easily acquired by children, who 
learned them through imitation, and associ- 
ated the sounds with the particular written 
characters meant to represent them,, but 
foreigners could not in these characters find 
«ny sure guide to the sound, and that proved 
khe necessity for attempting to introduce 
new characters which wonld give a correct 
dea of the sounds for which they stood. 
The lecturer here made some condemnatory 
emarks on the established methods of our 
chool teaching, which he held should, in 
ts curliest stages, be done without books at 
,11, and should be confined to oral tuition. 
Treheal elements of languages were sounds, 
not letters — a child should hear all kinds of 
sounds. He had heard a child five years 
of age pronouce words in four different lan- 
guages, German, English, Italian, and Ar- 
abic, and the same result would follow in 
almost all cases, were the attempt made to 
teach them sounds instead of letters. Dif- 
ferent languages were strictly anplogous to 
different tunes, and yet children were not 
taught sounds, but letters. It was not un- 
usual to hear oue say dog cat, boy girl &c. ; 
and so long as the present absurd system of 



teaching the names of letters instead of the 
sounds of language was followed, the same 
results would follow. At this stage, Mr. 
Bell made some general observations on 
elequence, as exhibited in the pulpit, »the 
platform and elsewhere ; and on the national 
characteristics exhibited iu speaking, all of 
which were highly instructive, and some 
very amusing. The dialectic and other dif- 
ferences of language were maiidy due to the 
fact that the written characters of language 
did not represent sounds, and were the sys- 
tem of visible speech brought into use, these 
would almost disappear. It would then be 
quite easy to write any language in the 
world iu characters which could be read 
with the very same tones and inflections by 
all who knew the characters, though born 
and educated iu any country. It was a fact 
that few men could speak any language as 
purely as they could their mother tongue, 
but were languages written by the new 
method every one could be read with equal 
facility. The characters he had invented 
were capable of expressing every sound 
which could be made by the human voice, 
and also those inarticulate sounds made by 
many of the lower animals. No alphabet 
in existence could do that, and hence no 
language could be so written as to show its 
pronunciation even to those who had a per- 
fect knowledge of the whole powers of the 
letters composing it. The new method 
would write any language so that it could 
only be read with one pronunciation. By 
many years' study he had been able to dis- 
tinguish the sounds of many languages, and 
to discover all the principles on which these 
were determined. If he could make a dis- 
tinct symbol for each sound, his audience 
woidd see that a continuous and consecutive 
arrangement of these symbols written down 
after a speaker had uttered the correspond- 
ing sounds, would form, so to speak, a com- 
plete picture of what had been said. This 
it might be thought would demand an enorm- 
ous number of symbols, but such was not 
the case ; for the relative position of the 
symbols, as well us their shape, determined 
their sounds, and iu reality he could repre- 
sent all languages by thirty-four symbols. 
The invention of a universal language had 
often engaged the attention of philologists, 
but all their attempts iiad failed from the 
same general reason that they based their 
systems on letters to which they assigned 
arbitrary names, whereas the new system 
was purely phonetic, and its symbolization 
was based on physiological grounds. The 
advantages which the new system would 
confer on civilization, on missionary efforts, 
on the solidarity of peoples, on the material, 
moral, intellectual, and religious progress of 
the world were drawn in very brilliant 
colours by the lecturer. He then explained 
that the introduction of the system, to be 
effective, implied means beyond the reach 
of any private individual. It would require 
a host of teachers and a wide machinery of 
agencies sueh as could only be organized by 
a government. However, the cost price of 
one ship of war would print the Bible iu 
the new characters iu every language spoken 
under British rule, and the cost of one can- 
non would pay^for types to print every lan- 
guage in the world. He had made an offer 
of his system to the British Government, 
and he had been honored by an appointment 
to meet the Lord- Advocate. Of course it 
would be some time before the intention of 
government could be known regarding the 
new system. He had submitted his system 
to the best living linguists — among others to 
Mr. A. J. Ellis, F. R. S.— and the testimony 
of all was that it was the nearest approach to a 
universal language which had yet been in- 
vented. He had written down by it, from 
the living voice, a great variety of languages 
and dialects, and his sons were able ac- 
curately to read these at first sight. Mr. 
Bell, after some remarks, made an able and 
masterly analysis of the vowel and con- 
sonantal sounds of the English language, 
and demonstrated the inapplicability of their 
witten characters, either alone or in diph- 
thongal or triphthongal combinations, to rep- 
resent the sounds for which they stood. He 
then called his son to the platform, and put- 
ting into his hands some slips written in the 
new characters, asked him to read them. 
The sounds comprehended all the vowel and 
some of the consonantal sounds and their 
varieties belonging to the English language, 
many of those occurring in the dialects of 
the country, as well as those accents and 
pronunciations arising from individual pecu- 
liarities, along with sounds representing 
the inarticulate expressions of the human 
voice, and the cries of many animals. There 
cannot be the slightest doubt that if these 
sounds were actually represented in the 
writing, the new system possesses a- power 
of expression beyond all comparison more 
perfect than any existing language — many 
of their gradations being so fine that only an 
educated ear would be able to detect their 
differences. After this the pupil left the 
room, and Mr. Bell requested any person in 
the meeting to come forward and give him 
any sentence in any language, which he 
would be happy to write down, and his son 
would read it to the meeting. Sentences in 
Greek, German, Hebrew, and Gaelic, 
were spoken by three gentlemen, and Mr. 
Bell noted them down. The son was then 
recalled, and on being shown the writing 
read it to the satisfaction of the gentlemen who 
had spoken the sentences. As, for obvious 
reasons, the writing was not shown to the 
meeting, we are not able to say what were 
the appearance of the characters, but, as the 
writing occupied a considerable time, we 
inferred that they must be of a complicated 
character. The lecture, as a whole, was 
perhaps as interesting iu its digressive por- 
tions — of which there were many — as iu 
those immediately relating to the new system. 
The beautiful style of expression, the 
touches of quiet humour, and the philosophi- 
cal observations on the language by which 
it was characterised, sustained the attention 
of the audience for nearly two hours, and 
was alike instructive and agreeable. 

Dr. Somerville moved a vote of thanks to 
the Professor, and the meeting showed their 
acquiescence by a hearty applause. 

At the close of the lecture it was intimat-

THE FIRST MIRACLE. 

The miracle lay in the instantaneous 
transmutation of water into wine. And yet 
the water with which those water-pots were 
filled, and in which this change was wrought, 
might have been drawn from the well of 
a vineyard, and instead of being poured 
into these stone vessels, might have been 
poured out over the soil into which the 
vine-plants struck their roots, and by these 
roots might have been drawn up into the 
i,tcm, and through the branches been dis- 
tilled into the grapes, and out. of the grapes 
been pressed into the vat, and in that vat 
have fermented into wine. And thus, by 
the many steps aud secret processes of 
nature might that water without a miracle, 
as we say, have been converted into wine. 
But is each step or stage of that natural 
transmutation less wonderful ? does it show 
inferior wisdom? is it done by a feebler 
power? Just as little cam we explain the 
process as spread out into multiplied details 
in the great laboratory of nature, as when 
condensed into one single act. And just as 
much should we see the divine hand and 
power in the one as in the other. He who 
sees God in the one — the miracle, and not 
in the other, the process of nature — has not 
the right faith in God. If we did not 
believe that God was operating throughout, 
working everywhere ; his will and power 
the spring and support of every movement 
in the material creation we should not be- 
lieve that he is operating here or there, in 
this miracle or in that. It is because we 
believe iu the universal agency of the living 
God, that we are prepared to believe in 
that agency in any singular form that it 
occasionally may take. There is, indeed, 
a difference between a miracle and any of 
the ordinary operations of nature ; a differ- 
ence not in the agent, not in the power, but 
simply in the manner in which the power 
and agency are employed. Iu the one, the 
hand of the Great Operator works, slowly, 
uniformly, doing the same things always in 
the same way ; his footsteps follow each 
other so surely and so regularly, that, by a 
delusion of the understanding, we come to 
think that the things that follow each other 
so uniformly are not only naturally but 
necessarily linked to one another, — the one 
by seme imagiued inherent power drawing 
the other after it ; needing no power but 
their own to bind them together at the first, 
or keep them bound together afterwards. 
Wherever there is orderly succession — and 
it pervades the whole universe of material 
things — we can clasify the different pro- 
cesses that go on, and so reach what we call 
the laws of nature, which, after all, are but 
expressions of the orderly manner in which 
certain results are brought about ; but to 
these laws, as if they were living things, 
and had a vital power and energy belonging 
to them, we come to attribute the actual 
accomplishment of the results. It happens 
thus that the works of his hands in the 
midst of which we live, and which, for his 
glory and our good, the Great Creator and 
Sustaiuer makes to move on with such fixed 
and orderly, stately and beautiful array, 
instead of being a clear trauslucent medium 
through which we see him, become often as 
a thick obscuring veil, hiding him from our 
sight. Hence the use of miracles, that He 
who worketh all in all, and worketh thus, 
should sometimes break as it were this 
order, that through the rent we might see 
the hand which had been hidden behind 
that self-constructed veil. 

SELF-RENOVATION. 

St. Nicholas' Church, Great Yarmouth, 
is said to be, with one exception, the largest 
parochial structure in the kingdom. It 
has recently been to a great extent restored, 
and festival services in celebration of the 
event lately took place. The assemblage 
was imposing. It is computed that there 
were 4,000 persons present, and no fewer 
than three Bishops — Oxford, Norwich and 
Columbia, took part iu the services. We 
notice this event here on account of some 
remarkable words uttered by his Grace of 
Oxford. Dr. Wilberforce is always worth 
hearing: for whether you agree with him 
or not, still there is a freshness and earnest- 
ness about his utterances that are sure to 
arrest attention. On this occasion he spoke 
about the self-reuovating power of the 
Church ; and assuming the fact to be as the 
Bishop declared, we consider it no small 
evidence of the truth of Christianity. He 
said : 

"The Church alone possesses the power 
of perpetual renewal. Even the strongest 
and most enduring things around us lack 
this power of renovation. Empires, dynas- 
ties, and dominions flourish and endure for 
a longer or shorter period ; but, when the 
time of wasting comes, their doom is irrever- 
sible, and they cannot be revived. The 
Church of Christ, on the other hand, ever- 
more renews her strength. Her whole his- 
tory is a history of renewals after corrup- 
tion, of strength after weakness, of waking 
out of sleep, of resurrection out of death ; 
aud these renewals are marked with this 
startling character — that there is an actual 
sameness iu that which is revived with that 
which was decayed." The allusion la-re is, 
probably, to the tendency of sound doctrine 
to reappear, after error has overlaid it for 
a time. The Reformation of the sixteenth 
century is a vivid illustration. The Re- 
formed doctrine was older than the Papacy ; 
it was apostolic. "Where was your religion 
before Luther?" is a silly question. No 
intelligent Roman Catholic would ask it, 
for the answer — "In the New 'IV-stanient" — 
is a direct impeachment of Romanism as a 
heresy. But the elasticity of Christian 
truth, is assuredly owing to its Divine char- 



acter. In the hands of fallible men it is 
often pressed, bent, distorted, and when re- 
vival or reformation comes, you find that 
the process which issues iu that is simply a 
demand to remove the human contrivances, 
that the blessed thing may spring back to 
its native or original form. In other words, 
and without metaphor, renovation is simply 
a return to the New Testament. Let us 
preach, not the traditions of men, or the 
theology of the schools, but the doctrines of 
the Lord and his Apostles, and the renewal 
is at hand. — London Christian World. 



A TOUCHING INCIDENT. 



"Eighteen months since," writes the super- 
intendent of a Bible mission, "at the^mck 
of our room sat a poor woman who had 
evidently been drinking. No bonnet cov- 
ered her tangled and uncombed hair, which 
streamed over her shoulders, and her dirty 
gown hung in shreds round her, here and 
there pinned together. She was so' offen- 
sively dirty that the women objected to sit 
near her. I think many would have ban- 
ished her from the room, and said, 'It is 
hopeless to raise one so utterly sunk.' If 
you could see this same woman as she sits 
now iu the front row at our meetings, any 
one would think of her, 'She is decidedly 
above the class for which Bible missions are 
intended.'" 

This change is not the effect of gifts. I 
do not believe that the worth of a penny 
has beeu given to this woman since she has 
attended our meetings. She became clean 
befoie she ceased to be ragged. Her 
appearance was wretched when she joined 
our class to learn to read. 

In the beginning of May she was pro- 
moted to the Testament. On the 12th, I 
find this entry iu my journal: "We read 
Matt. 27. On reading Pilate's offer of 

Barabbas to the people, Mrs. said, 

'Which did they choose?' 

" 'Read on, and you will see.' 

"When we came to verse 21 : 'No, they 
could n't do it ; no one could.' 

"Verse 30 came to her turn, but she hes- 
itated. 

" 'Read on, Mrs. .' 

" 'I can't.' 

r 'Why not ? there are no hard words.' 
" 'I dure not say what I read ; I'm sure 
Tm wrong.' 

"I read the verse. 

" *No, now, that can't be ; and yet every 
word is true. Dear, oh dear; only think, 
and this to save us !' 

"At verse 46: 'Well that is beautiful, and 
Jesus said that.' 

"When her turn came again she hesitated.' 

" 'No, it's of no use ; I can't get beyond 
that verse.' 

"I think she read those words six or eight 
times, and then closing the book, and cover- 
ing her face with her apron, she burst into 
tears." — Christian World.

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THE FRIGHTFUL ROLL. 

It is recorded ot Luther, that during a se- 
rious illness, the evil one seemed to enter his 
sick room, and looking at him with a trium- 
phant smile, unrolled a vast roll which he 
carried in his arms. As the fiend threw one 
end of it on the floor, and it unwound itself 
with the impetus he had given it, Luther 
eyes were fixed on it, and to his consterna- 
tion he read there the long and fearful record 
of his own sins, clearly and distinctly enu- 
merated. There stood before his very eyes 
"the sins and offences of his youth," aud all 
"his transgressions in all his sins." 

There they were in letters as black as he 
felt his sins to be, and as plain as he knew 
they would be if God should "set them fee- 
fore him iu the light of his countenance." 
"His heart failed him" as he looked. That 
stout heart which never quailed before man 
— that firm, honest eye, which could look 
cardinals and bishops, princes and palatines, 
in the face, did quail before that ghastly 
roll. "His sins took such a hold upon him 
that he was not able to look up." 

Suddenly it flashed into his mind that 
there was one thing not written there He said 
aloud, "One thing you have forgotten ; the 
rest is all true, but one thing you have for- 
gotten, 'The blood of Jesus Christ, his Son, 
cleanseth us from all sin ;' " and as he said 
this, the "Accuser of the brethren," and his 
heavy roll of "lamentation and mourning and 
woe," disappeared together. 

Christian Humility. — If the Lord saw 
fit to place you in a position most obscure, or 
to assign to you a service the most menial, 
not calculated to catch the eye or win the 
applause, but rather the oversight and the 
slight of your fellows, it would be one of the 
sweetest tests of the reality of your love to 
him. When Morrison, the Chinese mission-

Iu a 
moment they decided that a man who so 
loved his Saviour, who was willing to under- 
take any service for Christ, was the fittest 
for the higher office of a missionary to the 
heathen. They accepted him as such, and 
the result proved that they were not mistak- 
en in their judgment. If you love Christ, 
you will be willing to undertake any service 
your Lord and Master may appoint you. 
Love will make drudgery for Jesus pleasant 
aud welcome. — Octavius Winsloto.

THTJRMAN AMD STEVENSON ON 
CHRONOLOGY. 

The question at issue nominally was, "Is 
the canon of Ptolemy correct ?" But as far 
as we could sec from the development made 
by the discussion it comes to this : "Is the 
chronology ot all the ancient historians in- 
correct ?" For Ptolemy wrote some 200 

A. D., and derived his statistics from the his- 
torians of au earlier date, many of whom 
wrote soon after the events of which they 
write took place. Were they all wrong ? 
Ptolemy has but collected and arranged their 
records. Mr. Thurman must not only over- 
throw and repudiate the canon of Ptolemy t 
but the history and chronology of the great 
masters of history, such as Thucydides, He- 
rodotus, Pliny, Dodorus Seculus, Eratos- 
thenes, and the Olympic writers, who wrote 
of their own and the preceding ages. 

Herodotus has given us a history of Xer- 
xes the Great, and his invasion of Greece. 
He speaks thus of the time of his departure 
from Asia to cross the Hellespont on a bridge 
of boats. We quote from Thurman, page 
42. "Xerxes' army having spent the winter 
at Sardis (the subsequent seat of one of the 
seven churches of Asia,) on the opening of 
the spring commenced their march toward 
Greece. But as they were on the point of 
setting out, the suu quiting his seat in the 
heavens, disappeared, though , there were no 
clouds, and the air was perfectly serene, and 
night ensued in the place of day. Herod, 
b. VII. s. 37." 

The canon places the commencement of 
the reign of Xerxes, B. C. 485, and gives 
him 21 years' reign. "Herodotus further in- 
forms us," says Mr. Thurman, "that when 
Xerxes reached Greece, the people were cel- 
ebrating the Olympic games." "This proves 
the eclipse (?) to have happened in the fourth 
year of those games." &c. 

This fact, he argues, is a great detector. 
The games were celebrated in the fourth 
year of the Olympiad, which covered tour 
years. Then he proceeds to say, that if the 
reign of Xerxes begun in B. C. 485, and 
lasted 21 years, the 4th years of the Olym- 
piads during his reign, occurred, B. C. 485, 
481, 477, 473, 469, 465. "But there was 
no eclipse there" in those years. Therefore, 
argues Mr. Thurman, the canon is wrong. 

But admitting Mr. Thurman to be correct 
in the assertion that no eclipse of the sun oc- 
curred in those years, are we so certain that 
the canon is wrong in giving Xerxes 21 
years, beginning B. C. 485 ? Does it neces- 
sarily follow ? 

Mr. Thurman in his discussion informed 
us, as we understood him in reference to this 
eclipse, that the historian did not say there 
was an eclipse at that time. But whether 
he did or not, such is the fact. The lan- 
guage of Herodotus, as quoted above, is, — 
"as they were on the point of setting out, the 
sun quitting his seat in the heavens disap- 
peared, though there were no clouds, and the 
air was perfectly serene, and night ensued in 
the place of day." 

This is a perfect description of the dark 
day of May 1 9, 1 780. The sky was then 
clear in many parts of New England, and the 
stars appeared. In other nlaces it was cloudy. 
We have learned these facts from eye wit- 
nesses. And we judge from the foregoing 
description that the darkness in the days of 
Xerxes was the same, 

Historians and chronologers have called it 
an eclipse, and so has Mr. Thurman ; but 
none of them have any authority from the 
historical record for calling it such. Ptolemy 
is no more in fault for doing so, than Mr. 
Tliurman. 

But Mr. Thurman finds an eclipse down 
some 28 years later, B. C. 457, which he 
takes to be the one described by Herodotus. 
We propose a little conversation with Mr. 
Thurnian on thi? subject. 

Editor. Mr. Thurman, on whose au- 
thority do you assume that an eclipse oc- 
curred when Xerxes was about to start on 
his Grecian campaign ? 

Thurman. The authority of Herodotus. 

Ed. Does he call it an eclipse ? 

Tnrm. No, he says "the sun left his seat iu 
the heavens, aud night ensued in the place of 
day," which must have been a total eclipse. 

Ed. Where does Herodotus say Xerxes 
and his army were at the time ? 

Thur. He says Xerxes and his army 
spent the winter at Sardis ; and on the open- 
ing of the spring commenced their march 
into Greece. "But as they were on the 
point of setting out, the sun quitting his seat 
in the heavens." &c. 

Ed. Where do you say Xerxes and his 
army were at the time of the eclipse ? 

Thur. At Cekeua, about one hundred 
miles east of Sardis. 

Ed. When do you say the phenomenon 
occurred ?

B. C. 457, total at Cckcna, I conclude that 
must be the one. 

^D. But, Mr. Thurman, you acknowl- 



edged that the historian does not say there 
was an eclipse ; and there have been dark 
days without an eclipse ; may not this have 
been one ? 

Thur. The air was serene and clear, so 
that it could not have been caused by a cloud, 
and could only have been produced by a to- 
tal eclipse. 

Ed. But there was a dark day in 1780, 
without an eclipse of the sun, for the moon 
was near the full ; the stars shone, as I have 
been told by those who saw them. And is 
it not a greater stretch of liberty with a his- 
torian, to say that he made a mistake iu the 
season of the year, movement of the army, and 
place where Xerxes iras at the time, than to 
suppose that he simply erred in reference to 
the year of the Olympiad? It appears to me, 
that the case is more easily solved by cither of 
these suppositions than yours. So it turns 
out that it was Herodotus who made three 
mistakes ! in one- historical fact, more than 
600 years before Ptolemy was born, instead 
ot Ptolemy, who only copied from this. 
With such positive contradiction of the his- 
torian in three as important particulars as 
those stated by Herodotus, you must excuse 
us, Mr. Thurmau, if we hesitate to adopt 
your conclusion. If astronomy says there 
was no total eclipse in the fourth year of any 
Olympiad, between 485 and 457, we can ad- 
mit that. But then we ask, does the histori- 
an call for more than a dark day, produced 
without an eclipse ? And Mr. Thurman an- 
swers no. Can Mr. Thurman assure us 'that 
the dark day did not occur as the time speci- 
fied? He admits the one fixed for B. C. 
547, was a dark day. Will it not be easier 
to admit this to be the same, produced with- 
out clouds, than to disregard all the histori- 
cal facts as he does?

GREAT BRIDGE OVER THE FORTH. 

The Edinburgh and Glasgow Railway 
Company, in concert with the North British 
Company, propose to apply to Parliament 
next session for power to erect a railway 
bridge over the Forth. Should the project 
be matured, the bridge will be the most gi- 
gantic work that engineering enterprise has 
as yet applied to roads. We take the folio Al- 
lowing particulars regarding it from the Oou- 
ranl : 

The entire length of the proposed Forth 
bridge is 3887 yards, which is somewhat un- 
der two miles and a quarter. Instead of a 
single span of 600 feet with three side spans 
of 300 feet, which was the leadiug feature 
of last year's scheme, it is proposed to form 
four great spans of 500 feet each, over the 
navigable channel. The height of the bridge 
will be, in the deep water channel, 125 feet 
clear at tho high water of spring-tides. The 
bridge will be on the lattice girder principle, 
the form found by recent experience to l>e 
best suited for great viaducts of the kind* 
For the span of 500 feet there is, so far as 
we are aware, no parallel in the form of a 
rigid bridge. In suspension bridges, that 
width has occasionally been exceeded, as, for 
instance, in the Menai suspension bridge, 
where the span is 600 feet, or in the famous 
suspension bridge of Friburg, in Switzerland, 
where the span is 870 feet. But in railway 
architecture the nearest approach is made by 
the Britannia tubular bridge, where the. span 
is 460 feet ; and by the Saltash girder bridge 
at Plymouth, where the span is 450 feet. In 
the matter of height, as well as in length 
and span, the Forth bridge will again exceed 
the Britannia and Saltash bridges being only 
100 feet above high water level. Taking the 
visible height of the bridge at high water 
level, its aspect will be positively tremend- 
ous. As already stated, the piers are 125 
feet clear of high water; the height of the 
girders are 65 feet, and allowing five feet for 
the base of the girder on which the rails will 
be laid, the total will be 195 feet, about 
double the height of Dean bridge, or some- 
thing like the height of Edinburgh Castle 
from Johnstone Terrace. The actual height, 
including the submarine part of the work, 
will bo about a third more — namely, 18 feet 
of fluctuation of tide, 50 feet ot water at ebb 
spring-tide, aud 25 feet of foundation — to- 
gether, 93 feet, which, added to the visible 
height, gives a total of 288 feet — above the 
point of the tallest steeple in Scotland. With 
these formidable proportions tho work may 
truly be termed a gigantic and unprecedent- 
ed one. 

The bridge on either side of the navigable 
channel will be constructed on a series of 
spans lessening from 200 to 100 feet as they 
approach the shore. The piers of the great 
spans will be built of stone to the height of 
10 feet above high water level, but the re- 
mainder of the bridge will be constructed of 
malleable iron. The effects of weather — 
heat, wind, and rain — have been carefully 
calculated, and the substantial character of 
the bridge will enable the highest railway 
speed to be attained upon it.

A LADY PREACHING IN PARIS. 

I mentioned in a former letter the efforts 
of tho Rev. Mr. Gibson to diffuse religious 
instruction among a large class of English 
who reside in Paris, and who seldom or 
never attend public worship. These mis- 
sionary essays are seconded by several 
English ladies, who devote their whole lives 
to the work of seeking out the ignorant, de- 
based, and abandoned, and leading them into 
a better course of life. Meetings are held 
in various private houses, and last week an 
unusual interest was given to them by 
the presence of a young woman who 
preached and exhorted with a power which 
is said not to be inferior to that of Spurgeon 
himself. This lady is a Mrs. Thistlethwaite, 
the wife of a gentleman of princely fortune. 
She has during several years been preaching 
to the poor in various parts of England and 
Scotland, and has frequently addressed con- 
gregations of more than two thousand people. 
Mrs. Thistlethwaite's appearance is very 
impressive : tall, finely formed, and with a 
face lit up with intelligence and earnestness, 
she wins the attention of her audience as 
soon as she rises to speak to them. The 
tone of her voice is most agreeable, and her 
command of language is remarkable. She 
speaks extemporaneously, using a great 
deal of gesture, but always graceful and ex- 
pressive. In Paris the prejudice against a 
woman's appearing in the pulpit is so great 
tl.at Mrs. T. spoke only to private audiences ; 
on one occasion her discourse was translated 
into French by the Rev. Mr. Pulsford, of 
the French Methodist Church, who ex- 
presses himself much impressed with her 
extraordinary vigor of style and eloquence. 
One of the lady's principal objects in coming 
to Paris was to preach to the English stable- 
boys, of whom there are a great number 
gathered here, and who are as much in need 
of missionary teaching a3 the heathen in less 
civilized regions. 

The Advent sermons at Notre Dame have 
been preached by a barefooted Carmelite monk 
— Father Hyacinthe — whose fervor and elo- 



quence have dn*wn together immense con- 
gregations. Earner Hyacinthe, notwithstand- 
ing the exclusive dogmas of the Pope's 
encyclical letter, preaches sound evangelical 
truths, and has stirred up among those who 
assembled to hear him a spirit of Christian 
charity which wiljl go far towards neutral- 
izing the poison of papal anathemas. It is 
said that Father Hyacinthe will be called 
on to preach the Lent sermons in the Impe- 
rial Chapel at the Tuilleries. — Paris Car.

He stated that the young wheat had been so 
cut up and destroyed, that in some parts he 
could not hope for any produce.

He then entered into conversation with 
the farmer, asked him some questions about 
his family, how many children he had, &c. 
His lordship then went into another room, 
and returning, presented the farmer with a 
check for one hundred pounds, saying — 

"Take care of this ; and when your eldest 
son is of age, present it to him, and tell him 
the occasion that produced it." 

We know not which to admire most, — the 
honesty of the farmer, on the one hand ; or, 
on the other, the benevolence and the wis- 
dom displayed by the illustrious man, — for 
while doing a noble act of generosity, ho 
was handing down a lesson of integrity to 
another generation. 

THE DEATH WATCH. 

The death watch is a very common in- 
mate of our houses. Among those who are 
unacquainted with the habits of insects, there 
is a common superstition that the strange 
ticking sound often heard in old houses is 
a sign of approaching death. This noise, 
however, is caflfted by a small beetle, which, 
during it* boring operations, rubs the neck 
and thorax (chest) together, by which means 
this to some persons, terrible omen is pro- 
duced — a fact which, if more generally 
known, would save a world of causeless 
anxiety and uneasiness. In the larva state, 
these insects do great injury to our furniture 
and the woodwork of old houses which they 
gnaw continually. When captured, this 
little beetle feigns death with the strangest 
pertinacity, preferring, it is said, to suffer 
death under a slow fire rather than to betray 
the least sign of vitality. The death watch, 
on account of its retired habits, minute size, 
and dark color, is very seldom to be seen ; 
and, as there are often several individuals 
working at the same time in their boring 
operations, the sound seems to proceed 
simultaneously from opposite directions, thus 
adding to the superstitious terror wherewith 
by some persons it is regarded. The great- 
est evil, however, to be dreaded from it is 
the injury it does through its excavations in 
the woodwork of our houses. It is not lar- 
ger than a good-sized flea. — Our Common 
Insects. 

THE CAPTAINS OF LABOR. 

The other day, when speaking of the op- 
portunities which had fallen to his lot of 
forming a just estimate of the . working 
classes, Sir. Morton Peto stated, that for 
years past his firm had employed not less 
than thirty thousand men in their different 
works. These consisted, of course, of per- 
sons of various classes, who, as this great 
contractor remarked, were employed iu 
differeut parts of the world, and comprised 
the people of many lands. Fifty or sUhy 
years ago the guidance of so many hands by 
one head for any other than warlike pur- 
poses would uot have been thought of. It 
seems even in these days a marvellous fact 
that Sir. Morton Peto's army which is en- 
gaged in advancing the civilization of the 
world, should be as numerous as those 'com- 
manded by the Duke of Wellington and 
other noted generals. Besides the advantage 
of the works yvhich are completed by this 
enormous human power which is wielded by 
Sir Morton Peto, there is also to be takeu 
into consideration the additional aid of steam, 
hydraulic power, and other applications by 
which, in part, docks, harbors, railways, and 
other constructions are made. And the 
amount of money yearly distributed by this 
firm for labor and for various materials 
must amount to a vast sum. We have no 
certain figures to go upon; but if we esti- 
mate the wages of all classes of the em- 
ployed at £1 a week on an average for each 
man, the item would amount to one million 
five hundred and sixty pounds in the year. 
There are many other monster establish- 
ments ; and it is one of the remarkable signs 
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of the present age that these are constantly 
on, tlie increase. The results are not all 
good. — Builder. 

THE FUTURE OF EUROPE. 

BY MR. SETJIOKE FITZGERALD, MEMBER OF 
PARLIAMENT. 

This honorable gentleman not long sir.ee, 
at an annual dinner at a cattle show at 
Horshan, England, refering to the state of 
Europe generally, expressed his belief that 
serious times are approaching. The differ- 
ences between nations were now likely to 
be not quarrels upon political circumstances, 
or events, as in past times, but differences 
arising from diversity of origin, from re- 
ligion, and from great principles. He looked 
forward to the growth of the military spirit 
upon the Continent with great apprehension 
and alarm. He regarded the intimate un- 
derstanding between the great military 
Powers with more than alarm. Great and 
gloomy days were before us ; but if this 
country was true to itself, it would be able 
to hold by its own, as it had done for many 
a year, and its influence and reputation with 
the world would remain as paramount as it 
had been iu years gone by. 

The Hon. gentleman, in the course of 
his speech, was loudly cheered. 



Discovery of a Roman Almanac at 
Pompeii. — Archaeologists w ; ll be interested 
to hear of the discovery at Pompeii very 
recently of an antiquarian wonder — a 
Roman almanac. It is engraved on a white 
marble slab, found in the vicinity of the gate 
of Isis ; it contains the various months 
arranged by threes in vertical columns ; each 
column is headed with the corresponding 
sitm of the zodiac, and curious indications 
as to the agriculture and religion of the 
Romans are interspersed here and there. 
Below the sign of the zodiac and the name 
of the month the name of every day in the 
week is inscribed. Then . come the nonce, 
which during eight mouths of the year fell 
on the fifth day, when they were called quin- 
tanee; in the four remaining months they 
began on the seventh,, and received the 
name ot seplimance. The ides are not 
marked, as they invariably began several 
days after the nonee. The diurnal and 
nocturnal hours are also marked on the 
almanac. The summer and winter solstice 
are also indicated* and on consulting his 
almanac the farmer was told — quid facial 
Icctas segetes — the proper time for field 
operations. The religious festivities are 
also marked. Finally, at the top of the 
slab may be seen Apollo driving the Chariot 
of the Sun ; whilst at the foot Ceres, 
reaping-hook in baud, is engaged on a field 
of wheat. This interesting relic has been 
placed in the museum at Naples. 
> -■- » f. 

The Conversation with Niqodemis. 
— It was delivered weeks or mouths before 
the Sermon on the Mount, or any other of 
Christ's public addresses to the people. 
Standing in time the first, it stands in 
character alone. You search in vain through 
all the subsequent discourses of our Lord 
for any such clear compendious comprehen- 
sive development of the Christian salvation : 
of its source in the love of the Father ; its 
channel in the death of his only begotten 
Son ; and of the great Agent by whom it is 
appropriated and applied. You search in 
vain for any other instance iu which tho 
three persons of the Trinity were spoken 
of by our Lord consecutively and conjunctly ; 
to each being assigned his proper part in 
the economy of our redemption. It may 
even be doubted whether in the whole range 
of the apostolic epistles there be a passage 
of equal length in which the manner of our 
salvation through Christ is as fully and 
distinctly described. 

Delivered thus at the very beginning of 
our Lord's ministry, it utters a loud and 
unambiguous protest against the error of 
those who would have us to believe that 
there was a decided and essential difference 
between the earlier and later teachings of 
our Saviour; between the doctrine taught 
by Christ, and that taught afterwards by 
his apostles. 

Deformed Transformed. — Those per- 
sons who are familliar with Suvanah, Geor- 
gia, know that the colored people there are 
remarkably intelligent. These people, since 
that city was taken by Sherman, have 
formed an "Educational Association," de- 
sighed not only for their own intellectual 
improvement, but for the instruction of the 
large number of their brethren who follow- 
ing in the track of our military force are 
now resident in that city. Under the patron- 
age of this association are two schools atten- 
ded by five hundred children. One of these 
schools occupies a spacious brick building 
contiguous to the market house ; which build- 
ing was formerly known as Bryan's Negro 
Mart — it being the locality where slaves 
were confined for sale. When the approach 
of Sherman's army was heralded, the keeper 
of this infamous establishment hastily de- 
camped — leaving his hand-cuffs, whips and 
paddles behind him. Now primers, Testa- 
ments and writing books take their place ; 
and the voice of prayer and thanksgiving is 
heard within the walls which once echoed 
to the screams of the suffering. Quite a 
change for the better, — the deformed trans- 
formed, and a type of good things yet to 
come — on a larger scale, and that speedily. 

Tracts. — I will tell you a little anecdote 
which has made me hope highly of the 
effects of the diffusion of literature amongst 
the lower classes. Dear Jane Roscoe, 
whose head is all benevolence, having acci- 
dentally discovered that various cruel prac- 
tices prevailed amongst the market people 
at Liverpool, caused a committee of ladies 
to be sanctioned by the mayor for the pre- 
vention of these offences. It then occurred 
to her, that to go to the root of the evil the 
market people themselves should be human- 
ised bv knowledge, and she got a society 
instituted by ladies for supplying them with 
a circulation of books. Soon after, the wife 
of a small butcher requested of her, on the 
part of her husband a second view of one of 



the volumes : "He says, madam, that they 
say the tracts the gentlefolks give us poor 
people to rend ore books for children, but 
that he is sure this is a book for a man, and 
such a book as he never saw the like of; 
and never anything did delight him so much, 
he can talk of nothing else." It was "Par- 
adise Lost." — Memoirs, Miscellanies, and 
Letters of the late Lucy Aikin. By Philip 
Hemery le Breton, of the Inner Temple. 

- Chicago Tunnel. — This tunnel is to 
burrow under the lake two miles, out to 
where the water is deep, clear and cool in 
all weathers. There a vast structure of wood 
and iron, weighted with stone aud with three 
tiers of floodgates to let in the water, is to 
be put down to meet the tunnel ; and in this 
way the city is to be supplied with pure wa- 
ter when the work is done. So far, the work 
is entirely successful. Six hundred feet of 
the tunnel are completed. It is driven through 
a vast bed of strong compact blue clay, 
through which not one drop ot water has 
come, though they struck fire once, and came 
near being burnt up. The clay is cut with 
a tool like a carpenter's adze, and the arch 
— two brick thick, and each brick inspected 
three times — is then laid as the clay is cut 
out. The digging has brought out some cu- 
rious hints of old times ; as, for instance, 
great rolled boulders are found buried uuder 
sixty-five feet of clay, and stones with the 
unmistakeable glacier groove in them at the 
same depth, and stones that yield petroleum, 
and stones of which no other specimens have 
been found between the Alleghanies and the 
Rocky Mountains ; and iron pyrites with a 
goldy fascination about them, and gpysum, 
and curious hints of all sorts, for those that 
love to read "sermons in stones." 



Railroad in Palestine. — A letter from 
Constantinople, dated Dec. 29th, says ; 

"I alluded, some months ago, to a Dr. 
Zimple, who was seeking here the permis- 
sion to build a railway from Jaffa to Jeru- 
salem and the Jordan, and also a good port 
at Jaffa, with special reference to the re- 
turn of the Jews to Palestine, which he 
believes is to take place within a few years. 
This old gentleman has won the respect and 
admiration of those who do not sympathize 
with his millemiarian views, but ho has 
been badly treated by the Porte, and after 
wearing himself out in vain endeavors to 
obtain honest and definite replies, he . left 
here some weeks since to preach a crusade 
in Europe against the Turks. Ho announced 
his intention to go, first of all, to the Emper- 
or Napoleon. Fuad Pasha heard of his de- 
parture and his object, and seems to have been 
so thoroughly alarmed by it, that he instantly 
determined to grant the concession, and re- 
quested the American Embassy to telegraph 
to Dr. Zimple to return at once. It remains 
to be seen whether his promises will be 
fulfilled. If the work is accomplished, 
whether the Jews come back to Palestiue or 
not, it will be an unspeakable advantage to 
the country aud to the crowds of pilgrims 
who annually resort to JeAsalem, but if the 
Jews don't come back the road will hardly 
pay very heavy divideuds on the proposed 
capital of $2,500,000. 



A Submerged Relic. — The waters of 
the Seine have been so low for some time 
past that they were left uncovered, near the 
Island of Saunois, at funtai noble au, the ruins 
of the Roman bridge erected by Julian, and 
which was destroyed in the year 1429 by 
tho Anglo-Burgundian army. The bridge 
connected Lutetin, the new seat of the Ro- 
man government, with the other provinces 
of Gual. The owner of the islaWl, while 
examining these ruin, made au interesting 
discovery both as regards history aud art ; 
he found a medallion in the mud which had 
been buried for 435 years, and was slightly 
injured. The medallion represents the like- 
ness of the founder of the great work of art 
executed during the period of his authority. 
The highly-finished execution and good 
taste of the medal leave no doubt of the 
Roman emperor having brought celebrated 
artists with him from Athens. A copy has 
been made ot the medal, which it is said is 
well suited for cameos. 

Manners. — I make it a point of morality 
never to find fault with another for his man- 
ners.

A disastrous fire broke out on Wednes- 
day in Philadelphia in the coal oil works 
near Washington Street, First ward, by 
which two squares ou both sides of the 
street were burned, besides some contigu- 
ous buildings. It is reported five squares 
were on fire at one time. Two thousand 
barrels of oil were destroyed, and at least 
fifty families were burned out. A number 
of lives were lost. Six bodies have been 
recovered.

This burial place of the Patriarchs, 
or, at least, the mosque over the cave, 
has been visited again by a Christian, 
Mr. James Ferguson, author of a work 
on the architecture of the Holy Land. 
In a letter to the London Times he de- 
scribes the mosque at Hebron, over the 
site. It seems that he had less difficulty 
than the Prince of Wales had, and was 
treated as if no less a personage, much 
to his surprise and amusement. The 
cave was bought by Abraham for the 
first burial in his family. The mosque, 
Mr. Ferguson asserts, is a crusaders* 
church, built after the sixth crusade, 
A. D. 1228. The length from the door 
to the altar is '70 feet; the width across 
97 feet. It consists of a nave with a 
clerestory, supported by three irregular- 
ly placed pointed arches, and beyond 
the nave, on either hand, a low aisle, 
the outer wall of which is identical with 
the old Jewish walls of the harem. 
The roof is a pointed vault of intersect- 
ing arches, of the lorm universally 
prevalent in Italy in the 13th century. 
Speaking of Hebron, a contemporary 
remarks : 

"On many accounts it is the most in- 
teresting spot on earth in connection 
with the early history of the human 
race. The civibzation which is our 
boast dales its origin more directly to 
the neighborhood of Hebron than to any 
of the Grecian or Roman cities or states. 
In tracing the rise of that civilization 
which characterizes the Christian world, 
it seems unquestionably indebted to the 
Hebrew patriarchs and lawgivers for its 
birth and inherent principles of power 
and. growth. He is on the wrong track 
who, seeking the elements of strength 
in our modern systems, social and po- 
litical, turns his back on the Mosaic 
law and endeavors to find it in the ta- 
bles of Rome, or the codes of the Hel- 
lenic States. Nor is it possible to study 
history aright without acknowledging 
our indebtedness* to the old shepherd, 
dwelling under the oaks at Mamre, 
whose purchase of a burial-place is the 
first recorded money transaction in the 
history of our race. 

"The desire to search into the secrets 
hidden under the mosque at Hebron has 
long possessed the minds of Eastern 
travelers. But, as yet, no one has had 
any great success. The mosque stands 
at the foot of a hill, covering the lower 
portion of the slope. The belief seems 
to be that the cave is under the fiooi of 
the mosque. No one is permitted to ex- 
amine there. Mr. Ferguson's opinion 
as to the age. of the building itself is 
quite too carelessly expressed. The 
upper portions are very probably of 
modern times, and the interior architec- 
ture, above the floor, is doubtless what 
he supposes. But the lower portion of 
the exterior walls give unmistakable in- 
dications of Jewish or other early 
origin, and the building is unquestion- 
ably far more ancient than the period of 
the crusades. 

"Thus the most important fact in Mr. 
Ferguson's letter is the kind treatment 
which he experienced. It may be 
questioned whether he correctly inter- 
preted the temper of the people, and 
whether they were not entirely in- 
fluenced by the military display with 
which he was accompanied. If his re- 
ception be a correct indication of the 
present feelings of the inhabitants of 
Hebron toward Christian visitors, it is 
manifest that a great change has come 
over the temper of the most bigoted 
population in the East."

CHAPTER VII. 



There was bitter mourning in .Egypt 
when Israel flung off the oppressor's chain 
and left the land of so much wretchedness 
and woe ; mourning, because of the plague 
and the pestilence ; and mourning because 
of the blight which the dark-winged angel 
had left on so many hearts. And yet, that 
people, who had brought all this misery 
upon themselves by their unbelief and dis- 
obedience, were not content to let God's 
people go iu peace. They were preparing 
for themselves a mighty destruction, which 
all their gods and idols could uot avert from 
them. Not yet were they williug to con- 
fess that God was the Lord. Not yet were 
they willing to yield to His commands, who 
bad power not only to command, but to en- 
force obedience, as welL Scarcely were 
their oblations for tho dead ended, scarcely 
were tho fust-born of all Egypt, whose 
pale faces, cold and still in death, seemed to 
reproach them for their sinfulness, and their 
own untimely end, buried out of their sight, 
even before the wail of the mourners bad 
ceased to rend the air, the shrill notes of 
preparation were heard, and Pharaoh, with 
his chariots and horsemen, attended by a 
vast army, were moving in swift pursuit 
after the fugitive Israelites, who were jour- 
neying toward the promised inheritance, 
Suddenly surprised in their snug retreat, 
they found themselves hemmed in by tower- 
ing mountains, by raging waters, and a vast 
army of their enemies equipped for war, 
while they themselves were wholly without 
any warlike implements, and without any 
possible means of egress from their critical 
situation ; (for the mountain passes were all 
guarded by the Egyptian soldiery.) unless, 
indeed, they crossed the waters that stretched 
out before them, and this, too, impossible, 
for they had neither boat nor pontoon to 
bear them over the surging waves. The 
sun was fast sinking behind the western 
horizon, bathiug the earth with his gor- 
geous floods of light, and printing his last 
glory-beams upon mountain, water, and 
woodland, when Pharaoh's army came upon 
that now bewildered and terrified people. 
Deeming them entirely in their power, and 
fearing no resistance from a people wholly 



ous march, they encamped for the night ; 
leaving their (to them) certain capture for 
the coining day. And how was' it with the 
Israelites? Had they left the land of their 
cruel thralldom only to meet death iu a 
worse form, or to be driven back to wear 
again the yoke of Oppression, a thousand 
times more galling, since they had once 
tasted freedom ? This seemed to them their 
inevitable fate, and bitter were the re- 
proaches they heaped upon Moses for lead- 
ing them into such unsurmountable dangers. 
They forgot the past ; they remembered uot 
the merciful Hand that had led them 
through former difficulties and dangers ; they 
remembered not the Presence that had gone 
before them in a pillar of cloud by day, and 
of fire by night, and that even now hovered 
over them in their affliction, and waited but 
to bless. The night-shades deepened on 
the mountain, and shrouded the Egyptiun 
cump in darkness ; but a luster brighter 
than noonday light rested upon the Isra- 
elites, for the glory of God's loving presence, 
shoue down upon them. But not as hereto- 
fore, was the glory-cloud before them ; it 
had passed backward until it rested between 
the Egyptian soldiery and God's chosen 
people.

led. After such a wonderful display of 
Almighty Power and goodness would they 
ever doubt God's mercy ? Would they ever 
doubt His willingness, and readiness to 
succor, and to save, the children of S3 many 
promises ? Would they ever murmur'at His 
ways ? Would they ever rise in rebellion 
against His chosen servant ? At that mo- 
ment of their triumph, with such an abund- 
ant test of God's love toward them, they 
would have scorned tho thought of such in- 
gratitude and baseness. But little does man 
know of the workiugs of his own heart To- 
day sorrowing, to-morrow rejoicing ; to-day 
despairing, to-morrow, hoping ; to-day re- 
pining und murmuring against an All-Wise 
Providence, to-morrow lifted up above the 
trifling joys nod sorrows of this transitory 
world, and basking in the smiles and sun- 
shine of God's presence. And thus it was 
with this people. To-day they were re-

This refers to the 
principles of the believer's conduct j to his 
complete reception of the principles of his 
Master. See the whole passage. There is 
not any allusion to the nature of the disciple, 
but to the light aud principles which ought 
to guide him. We can admit of no example, 
but the perfect walk of Jesus Christ himself. 
But Christ, in his nature, was without sin, 
and we were shapen in iniquity. God's work 
in us does not consist in communicating a 
new life which, in process of time, extermi-

sition iu their behalf. Kadi moment their 
sufferings were becoming more and mOre 
intense, and doubt aud despair were fast 
gaining the ascendency over faith and hope ; 
and it needed but the slightest provocation, 
only the slightest breath, to fan the smolder- 
ing embers of rebellion into a blaze, and 
cause them to again rise up against Moses, 
who still relied with unshaken confidence on 
Him who had said, "Surely I will be with 
thee." And God kept that promise, for He 
brought them to Marah, and there when 
they murmured and complained, he changed 
the waters of bitterness and made them 
sweet to the taste. And there, God prom- 



his power is seen iu subduing the old man al- 
though it still exists ; in enabling us to put 
off the lusts of the old man in which we used 
to walk, and to put on the new man, the 
Lord Jesus Christ. We shall only be com- 
pletely conformed to the image of Christ 
when we see him as be is.

6: 19,) 
although the root of sin still remains iu us. 



confounding a feeling of joy iu God's love, 
with perfect holiness and the extinction of 
sin. Then on tho supposition of an inward 
power, which has no existence, a legal exac- 
tion of love toward God is made, and sad 
bondage ensues. But love toward God is 
otherwise brought about. A knowledge of 
God's perfect love through the Holy Ghost 
produces in us necessarily, a reciprocity of 
love, feeble, doubtless, but real and pure. 
We manifest the Divine nature. God dwells 
in us, and we, in him. The love with which 
he loved us, is shed abroad in our hearts, 
and the cousciousness we have of this, shows 
itself in love toward him; the brightness of 
his countenance beams on ours, and we re- 
flect the mild aud powerful rays. But as it 
is through the gift of the Holy Ghost that 
we know the love of God, so, by the same 
Spirit, the love of our hearts responds, with- 
out effort, to his love, so known. If I am 
told that God demands this love, that he re- 
quires it as indispensable, you place me un- 
der law, and do away with the very princi- 
ple of justification ; grace is set aside — the 
grand gospel principle that God justifies the 
ungodly. (Rom! 4 : 5.) The soul set at lib- 
erty, and having tasted of his love, filled, ab- 
sorbed with it, may suppose, (the capacity of 
the heart being limited,) that nothing else 
does, or ought to exist in it. But sin exists 
ever in our nature, and more, it germinates 
at times, precisely because we stop at the ef- 
fect of love, instead of being occupied with 
the source. No sooner do we turn in upon 
self, and the effect grace has produced in us, 
than communion with the spring is interrupt- 
ed, and the effects of grace become, through 
the deccitfulness of the heart, the incentive 
to sin, especially to falling into pride. 

Vain are our efforts to derive fresh strength 
from the effects of grace ; the conscience is 
never thus brought into exercise, (not even 
in the most elevated spiritual state.) but it 
always is when the soul has God before it, 
and, as liveliness of conscience in his pres- 
ence, is practically our safeguard, the mo- 
ment aqy one turns the eye inward, to con- 
template the grace that is in him, he is on 
the high road to a fall ; he is away from the 
source of spiritual strength. 

We must not confound conduct void of of- 
fence, with the absence of all sin, that is to 
say, with the extirpation of "the germ of sin" 
in our nature. Doubtless, the Christian 
ought to maintain a thoroughly blameless 
conduct; he cannot justify his having, even 
for a moment, walked "after the flesh." As 
to fact, "in many things we offend all ;" (Jas, 
3:2;) "but God is faithful, who will not 
suffer us to be tempted above what we are 
able." 1 Cor. 10: 13.) We can never ex- 
cuse ourselves by saying, "it is the flesh 
which is still in me that caused me to fall ;" 
that flesh ought to have been mortified. We 
must confess to our own want of watchful- 
ness and prayer. Possibly, we have not suf- 
ficiently got to the bottom of our heart ; and 
this has been permitted as with Job, for our 
instruction, to work in us a deepened appre- 
hension of the exceeding riches of tho grace 
of him who loved us, and can bring good 
out of evil, though he never justifies the 
evil. We are without excuse. The blood 
of Jesus Christ expiates the sin ; but we 
have failed. If we go on to plead, "I am 
but a child — lam yet so weak in the faith ;" 
this alters not the case ; for, had there been 
in us the fear and distrust of self which be- 
fit weakness, we should not have fallen. 
Sin, the principle of self-will, was at work. 



God, even though we may be conscious of 
much failure and sin ; it is Satan. It is al- 
ways the work of the enemy when distrust 
of God's love is the result of a sense of fail- 
ure ; the consciousness of sin may be of the 
Holy Ghost God shows us our failure, to 
lead us on ; but Satan seeks to spoil bis 
work, by throwing in distrust. Let us re- 
member that "if any man sin, we have an 
Advocate with the Father, Jesus Christ the 
righteous," (1 John 2: 1,) for the very pur- 
pose that our communion should not be in- 
terrupted. 

Heaven in prospect, — our being made like 
Jesus in glory, — our being with him, — the 
joy of his presence, — the absence of all evil, 
no more death, sorrow, nor crying, neither 
any more pain ; in a word, the presence* 
glory and heavenly rest of our God ; what 
incentives these to advance indefinitely in the 
career of holiness and piety ! whilst made to 
feel, by that which imparts fresh vigor, that 
we are still far from the goal, which, through 
grace, we shall assuredly attain. How dif- 
ferent this from the endeavor to make the 
whole revelation of the grace of God serve 
to set up afresh a species of Judaism ! Paul, 
who, perhaps, stood foremost in the ranks of 
the soldiers of faith, has said : "If in this life 
only we have hope iu Christ, we are of all 
men most miserable." (1 Cor. 15: 19.) It 
was because he had received the frst fruits. 
of the Spirit, that he groaned within himself ; 
(Rom. 8 : 23 ; ) that he ran, not as uncer- 
tainly ; that he fought not as one that beat- 
eth the air ; that he kept under his body and 
brought it into subjection lest he should be 
disapproved. (1 Cor. 9: 26, 27.) The rest 
that rcmaincth to the people of God (Heb. 
4 : 9) will never be found here. There will 
be conflicts, or, admitting that we had not to 
struggle with an enemy indomitable, and har- 
rassing us with all his might ; still, continued 
watchfulness would be needed to restrain 
one ready at any moment with malice and 
deceit unchanged, to break out and do us 
hurt. 

By the regenerating power of the life of 
Christ, we are renewed after the image of 
God, but we are renewed on the principle of 
an eternal gratitude which, alone, puts God 
in his right place with regard to the crea- 
ture; and which puts the creature, fallen 
and made alive anew, in his place, in relation 
to God. 

This gratitude calls for ceaseless service, 
which, as to faithfulness, will be judged of 
and acknowledged by our Lord and Master; 
but our service neither secures life nor glory, 
these are the favored portion of every be- 
liever in Christ ; the one already possessed, 
the other not to be possessed here.

yea, every moment of our existence, is it not 
just as unaccountably strange, that We should 
forget God? That we should forget from 
whose hand these mercies flow ? That we 
should forget who it is that has bestowed 
upon us so many blessed privileges ? And 
yet, strange as it appears, we do forget God. 



after it, or perhaps even, some who profess 
to have experienced it, we do well to consid- 
er bow we ought to regard any claims or 
hopes which may be thus brought before us. 

In forming a judgment, we must defend, 
to a great extent, on the opinions and feel- 
ings of the individuals themselves : but how 
would it accord with Scripture to do so ? 
Have they not hearts deceitful above all 
things ? "Not he that cqmmendeth himself, is 
approved, but whom the Lord commendeth." 

Do we find Paul turning back to rest upon 
his feelings ? His conscience bears him good 
witness, "I know nothing by myself, yet am 
I not hereby justified," but "he that judgeth 
me is the Lord." (1 Cor. 4: 4.) We clear- 
ly see in Scripture, that we are "children of 
God," "heirs of God," objects of his perfect 
love ; that in communion with him, we have 
the enjoyment of his love ; and that we glo- 
ry iu him. But as to this entire sanctifica- 
tion, we find it not at all ; it is a notion, 
which can in no way be made to record 
with the true "perfection," — that perfection 
which is ours by faith and is enjoyed in hope, 
but winch will be possessed only in the resur- 
rection. It is a false and misleading theory, 
destructive of some of the most precious 
truths and consolations of the gospel. 

One source of mistake is, doubtless, the 



tercourse one with another ! lightness of 
thought and lightness of speech, even about 
good things ! Wo must remember that, 
though the flesh is in us, the Holy Ghost is 

in us, too. It is our privilege, ami might be 
our experience, to know the flesh only in the 
presence of God — to know it, only as we 
learn it in communion with him ; and what 
it really is, is never so well known, nor so 
hated, as when so learnt. We shall be con- 
scious of the working of the flesh, but ought 
it ever to be allowed, so to work, as to defile 
the conscience, or to show itself before oth- 
ers t No ; it should be detected by abiding 
in the presence of God, and, then, we should 
not have the pain of learning its nature by 
its workings, but we should learn it through 
the Holy Spirit judging it. When so detect- 
ed, it neither troubles our conscience before 
God, nor dishonors our Master before men. 
God is able to keep us from falling, inwardly 
as well as outwardly. One who loves holi- 
ness, knows when ho gets into unholy 
thoughts, even for a moment ; and must feel 
that an unholy thought is a fall, as truly a 
fall as an open transgression, though not 
manifest to others. We should bear in mind, 
that even these inward falls are not necessa- 
ry; if the flesh were always thoroughly 
judged by us, in the presence of God, we 
should find that he would keep us from them. 
When we are in communion with him, living 
as in his presence, are not sin and temptation 
powerless ? Nor ueed these happy seasons 
be short ; the more our simplicity of heart 
and faith, the longer they will last. This is 
not said to discourage. Let us not mistrust 
God, or feel less certainty that we can go 
to him, (as though he did not love us,) be- 
cause our attainments are low. It is not the 
Holy Ghost, who would lead us away from 



and operations, meu were taught and hard- 
ened to become murderers, and capable of 
every cruel and perverse thing without re- 
morse. Let one instance suffice to illustrate 
this remark. "A candidate for reception into 
one of the higher orders of Illuminism, after 
having heard many threatenings denounced 
against all who should betray the secrets of 
the order, was conducted to a place, where 
he saw the dead bodies of several, who were 
said to have suffered for their treachery. He 
then saw his own brother, tied hand and foot, 
begging his mercy and intercession. He was 
informed that this person was about to suffer 
the puuishment due for this offence ; and 
that it Was reserved for him, the candidate, 
to be the instrument of this just vengeance ; 
and that this gave him opportunity of mani- 
festing that he was completely devoted to the 
order. It being observed that his counte- 
nance gave signs of inward horror, he was 
told, that iu order to spare h\s feelings, a 
bandage should be put over his eyes, A 
dagger was then put into his hand, and his 
left hand was laid upon the palpitating heart 
of the supposed criminal ; and he was or- 
dered to strike. He instantly obeyed. And 
when the bandage was taken from his eyes, 
he saw that it was a lamb he had stabbed." 
(Robinson's Proofs.) 

It was the scheme of Illuminism in Franco, 
which took the lead of their revolution. This 
was the origin of those events, which have 
deluged Europe with blood, aud filled a great 
part of the civilized world with terror ! The 
plan, which came into operation in the 
French Revolution, was previously matured ; 
and legions of Illuminees were at their re- 
spective posts, to manage the fatal operations. 
The subterranean fire, which had long been 
kindling in dark recesses, now burst like a 
volcano from its dire caverns, terrifying the 
nations with its portentous discharge. And 



in the terrible atheistical nation appeared the 
rise, instead of the fall of antichrist. It is 
to be confessed, that the French nation need- 
ed a redress of their grievances. For a long 
season they had been under the yoke of des- 
potic authority. And though Louis XVI. 
was u mild king, his ministers of finance had 
much oppressed the people. M. Neckar, who 
had almost retreived the miseries of their 
financial system, was, through the jealousy 
of interested courtiers, ejected from this de- 
partment ; and M . de Calonne appointed in 
his stead. This step proved fatal to the gov- 
ernment. For the king found his affairs so 
embarrassed, that he thought it advisable to 
convene his notables, in hopes of availing 
himself of their influence with the people in 
the imposition of such taxes as he thought 
his affairs now required. The notables, after 
using an unaccustomed freedom in examiuiug 
their financial concerns, shrunk from the task 
assigned them, of sanctioning an euormous 
stamp act, and proposed calling an assembly 
of the States. The States general had never 
been called but twice since the revolution, 
in the days of Louis XI., from a feudal aris- 
tocracy, to absolute monarchy. They met 
once in the reigu of Henry IV., and again 
iu the year 1617, but to very little purpose. 
But their next meeting, in 1789, was fol- 
lowed with scenes infinitely more interesting. 
Upon the abovo proposal, Louis XVI. dis- 
missed his notables, and established a coun- 
cil of finance. They complied with the royal 
order. But the Parliameut of Paris refused 
to register this order, and agreed with the 
opinion of the notables, that the states gen- 
eral ought to decide the point. Whether the 
Jacobinic club, (so called,^ the leaders of the 
Illuminati, were at the bottom of this propo- 
sal or not, it completely answered their pur- 
pose, and afforded a noble opportunity, in the 
event, for them to put in execution the 
scheme which they had long been concert- 
ing, and which was now just ready to burst 
into operation. After various manceuvers on 
the part of the king, the deputies of the states 
were convened. The "Jaoobiuic club" had 
previously been exceedingly busy iu their 
correspondence through the different parts of 
the nation, to give a direction to the public 
Opinion, and to form the people to that unity 
of sentiment, which afterward appeared iu 
their popular councils. 

The deputies of the people being convened, 
and finding themselves supported by public 
opinion, which had beeu formed, both by the 
real injuries inflicted by the government, and 
by the artful management for the purpose, 
proceeded on the 17th of June, 1789, to as- 
sume to themselves the legislative govern- 
ment, under the name of the National As- 
sembly. 

The nobility complained to the king of this 
usurpation, that "the deputies of the Third 
Estate had attempted to concentrate in their 
own persons the whole authority of the states 
general, without waiting for the concurrence 
of the other orders, or the sanction of his 
majesty ; that they had attempted to convert 
their secrets into laws, and had ordered them 
to be printed, published, and distributed to 
tho provinces ; had repealed and re-enacted 
laws relative to the taxes ; and that they 
seemed to attribute to themselves the united 
rights of the monarch and the three great or- 
ders, who compose the states general." The 
king sent his soldiers over night and took 
possession of their hall. But the assembly 
met in another place, aud proceeded to busi- 
ness. Upon this, the king convened the oth- 
er branches of the states geueral, the nobles 
and the clergy, aud held a royal session. In 
this, his keeper of the seals read a concession 
to his subjects of thirty-five articles, in which 
grievous points in his governmeut were given 
up : and the states general might evidently 
have had his consent to manage the affairs of 
the nation as they pleased.

PROPHETIC IDENTITY. 

Persons who manifest a prejudice agaiust 
the things written in the book ot Revelation, 
do not reflect that they thereby impugn an 
equal amount of* matter contained in the oth- 
er Scriptures. For I do not recollect a full 
thought or fact in the Apocalypse that is not 
the counterpart of something elsewhere re- 
vealed. The great design of the book seems 
to be to arrange chronologically and syste- 
matically, especially the latter day prophecies 
of the Old and New Testament. 

The candlesticks and priests of chapter 1st, 
are clearly the "substance" of those of Levit- 
icus ; besides the same august personage was 
seen long before by Daniel. Compare Rev. 
1: 13-15, with Dan. 10 : 5,6. The cher- 
ubims of this book are the same as Ezekiel, 
and the anti-type of those in the Tabernacle. 
The variegated horses of chapter seven, are 
certainly allied to those in Zechariah. The 
same beings cry "Holy, holy, holy," in Ezek- 
iel and Revelation. 

The "thousand thousands and ten thousand 
times ten thousand," (Dan. 7,) are clearly 
identical with the "ten thousand times ten 
thousand, and thousnuds of thousands" of Rev. 
4. The eating of the book and sealing of 
God's servants, occur alike in Ezekiel and 
Revelation. Thus throughout the eutire 
book, and of design. If when we find a clear 
coincidence of this sort, we would recognize 
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it, and realize that the one was intended to 
be a counterpart of the other, a flood of light 
would at once illume the Apocalypse. For 
instance, the scenery of chapter 1<>£<P 
clearly the counterpart of the ceremony of 
the 10th day of the seventh mouth, and the 
dedication of Solomon's Temple. When an 
object or event iu Revelation is the counter- 
part of something elsewhere, its elements, of- 
fice and design are similar. 

In chapter 10, the angel who lifts his hand 
to heaven and swears by the Almighty is 
clearly identical with the one who does the 
same thing Dan. 12. If then, that of Rev. 
10, is representative of a specific message, a 
class of teachers, so is that of Daniel. That 
of Revelation announces that time is near its 
end, fo the other must speak just before the 
end of time, but as when he speaks, the 
periods are yet future, they eannot begin but 
a very short time before the end, and there- 
fore cannot be years for the days. In truth, 
ns this angel lifts his hand to heaven and 
swears that certain events shall transpire in 
three and a half years, "he ought to be cred- 
ited without multiplying words." 

But if this angel swears before the periods 
begin, so does the same in Rev. 10, and as 
nobody locates this angel earlier than Lu- 
ther's day, the periods must begin later than 
Luther's day, and therefore they cannot be 
very long periods, and forty-two months are 
a short period, only three and a half years. 

That this period begins after this angel 
titters his oath-message, is certain. He 
"stood" and uttered his oath and still stood 
and gave St. John the book to eat and after 
all this he "stood" (11 : 1) and announced as 
yet future the treading down of the city and 
the prophecying of the witnesses for forty- 
two months or a thousand two hundred and 
three-score days. Oif.

KN O WXED OE OP THE FUTURE, AND 
ITS VALUE.

There are prudent and wise men of the 
ocean who can tell with the greatest accu- 
racy whether there is to be fair or foul 
weather at sea ; while to the unaccustomed 
eye, and the inexperienced there is no hftA- 
eation of change. The following thrilling 
occurence will illustrate this. 

M On the south-west coast of South America 
a vessel was becalmed. There was not a 
breeze to be felt. All were sweltering and 
suffering under the effect, and every passen- 
ger on board longed for a breeze to come 
from some quarter of the heavens. The 
captain was asleep below. Alt at ence 
he came out, and in a tone that thrilled ' 
every soul gave the word of command, *Up 
every man, bawl in your sails.' The men 
sprung to their work in earnest as thongh 
the lives of all on board were dependent 
upon their exertions. The passengers stood 
amazed ! What, take in the sails ? Why 
it seemed that the canvas should be spread 
instead of bawled in. The secret of this 
order was, the captain had hanging oVer his 
bed a Barometer, and as he awoke he saw 
that the mercury had fallen and indicated 
an immediate storm. And before the. sails 
could be hawled in there came up a ter" 
riffle hurricane that swept pig-pen, hen-coop, 
and everything from the deck over!>oanl, 
while the passengers had to cling to the 
rigging and sides of the vessel." 

A simple captain, who would carry no 
Barometer on board his vessel, and trust 
alone to his own judgment and feelings, 
would in such a case as this peril his own 
life and all those with him. 

So there are prudent and wise men in 
the church, seers who have the word of God 
with them, heaven's true Barometer, and 
Chart also, given us for the voyage of the 
sea of time, who foresee when there is both 
good and evil to come; while there are 
simple ones, unobservant of the signs of 
the times, and ignorant of the Word of God, 
know nothing of the future. Destitute of 
the Spirit and Word they are "like the 
heath of the desert, and shall not see when 
good cometh." Gen. 17:6. And equally 
ignorant are they of coming evil. "The stork 
in the heavens knoweth her appointed times ; 
and the turtle and the crane and the swal- 
low observe the time of their coming ; but 
they know not the judgment of the Lord." 
Yet they say, "we see," "we are wise, and 
the law of the Lord is with us." But in 
their blindness and ignorance '•rejecting the 
word of the Lord, what wisdom is in them — 
they are ashamed, dismayed, and taken" in 
the judgments they do not apprehend.

Holy men oi < lod in past ages 
who have giren heed to the Word of God as 
revealed to them in person, or in the sacred 
Scriptures, have seen and know and discerned 
coming events and been prepared for them, 
while they liave warned both the church 
aud the world of their approach. God has 
affirmed by His prophet; "Surely the 
Lord God will do nothiug, but he.revealeth 
his secret uuto his servants the prophets."

' Abraham was called of God to leave his 
native eduntry and his kiudred to sojourn 
in the land of Canaan which was promised 
him as an "everlasting inheritance." There 
away from earthly kingdoms rising into 
magnificence and splendor and power on the 
east in Chnldea and on the west and south 
in Egypt, he was taught the destruction of 
all earthly pomp aud power, and to look for 
a kingdom, inheritance, and city, unfading, 
and eternal in a final restitution of the 
earth to its Eden glories. And with this 
faith "he sojourned in the land of promise, 
as in a strange country dwelling in tents" 
merely, while his cotemporaries builded 
cities and dwellings of maguificence and 
pride as though this world was their eternal 
home aud they were to continue forever. 
He was informed what should take place 
respecting his posterity, in this remarkable 
prophecy which was fulfilled in after genera- 
tions. "Know of a surety, thy seed shall 
be a stranger in a land that is not theirs, 
and shall serve them, and they shall afflict 
them four hundred years; and also that 
nation, whom they shall serve will I judge ; 
and afterward they shall come out with 
great substance. And in the fourth genera- 
tion they shall come hither again : — unto 
thy seed have I given this land from the 
iiver of Egypt unto the great river, the 
river Euphrates." Gen. 15 : 13-18. God has 
faithfully fulfilled all this rince Abraham 
was buried in a good old age. 

Moses, called of God "forsook Egypt, 
not fearing the wrath of the king, for he 
endured as seeing him who is invisible." 
Heb. 1 1 : 27. "When the time of tjie 
promise drew nigh, which God had sworn 
to Abrham," Acts 7 : 17.

Dear tyro. LitcJi : — Through our Heavenly 
Father's watchful care and kiudness we 
live to see the elose of another month, with 
strength still to labor in His vineyard, and 
with a hopeful heart that the seed which 
we sow in weakness, will with aid of His 
Spirit bring forth fruit to His glory. We 
feel the magnitude of the trust committed 
to us, and are striving in the strength of 
Him who has promised all needed help to 
His children, to perform it faithfully. 
During the past month I have delivered 
tweuty-five public lectures and have preached 
very plainly upon the impoitance of becom- 
ing dead to sin, and the burial which the 
Scriptures teach us should follow this spirit- 
ual "death. But to the Vaudois of the 
present day, the plain Bible doctrine of 
believers' baptism by immersion is not pala- 
table ; they having entered the church iu 
infancy by christening. Furthermore none 
but those who have been subjects of this 
ordinance of man's device, have a right to 
burial in their cousecrated cemeteries. But 
though it will be very hard for them to leave 
their time-honored traditions for the doc- 
trines of the pure Gospel, yet deep in the 
hearts of many of them is a reverence for 
the Word of God which will, I trust, in 
many cases prove stronger than their ven- 
eration for their church, in which the doc- 
trines of men are in many respects sub- 
stituted for the faith of the Gospel. There 
are some who have already decided to bear 
the heavy cross, but though I consider it 
my duty to present the truth on this subject 
and leave it to their, consciences, 1 feel in 
no haste in regard to the matter. First of 
all, I desire to see those to whom I preach 
living, active Christians. Another subject 
I am trying to impress upon their minds 
is, the importance of improving upon the talents 
whichjjliod has entrusted them, of being faith- 
ful steward of God. You, my dear breth- 
ren and sisters, who are accustomed to use 
u part of your means for the support of the 
Gospel, and the spread of its gl&rious 
light among those who are in darkness, to 
respond to the many calls for money, for 
this and that object of benevolence, can 
hardly realize the state of things here, where 
societies for the spread of the Gospel. &c, 
are unknown. Rather this church, Which 
claims to be the oldest Christian church, 
looks abroad for help . instead of giving, it 
expects to receive. We ought, however^ Jo 
be as charitable as possible in our judgment of 
them, and consider that lor centuries they 
were ground down by the most cruel des- 
potism and persecution, and that God pre- 
served them from being exterminated by 
their persecutors by means of the protection 
and pecuniary aid of protestant Europe ; 
by this assistance their churches were re- 
built, schools established, their preachers 
supported, when this persecuted people we're 
sadly in need of such assistance. Thus it 
became a habit to receive, and habit we 
know is "second nature." Through this 
foreign assistance they have not only lost 
much of the simplicity of the Gospel, but 
have contracted the habit of mendicants. 
Still, there are many excellent people among 
them who seem to desire und aim to do the 
will of God, but they have been very badly 
conducted. Many of them have ability to 
do much for the spread of the Gospel, and 
I hope that by degrees their hearts will be 
enlarged, and that they will with willing 
hearts make the sacrifices that are required 
of them, and their feet will occupy a larger 
plape. The four young men whom I men- 
tioned in my last report who are preparing 
to become Evangelists are making good 
progress in knowledge of Bible truth, and 
seem to be cousecrated iu heart to the great 
work in which they purpose to spend their 
lives. I hope soon to have some assistance 
from them in this extensive field of labor- 
My time is so entirely occupied m mission- 
ary labors that I have no time at present 
to do anything for the support of my large 
family. For two months past we have been 
under the neccsity of living mostly on credit, 



and our rents are due for two mouths also"

OHRONOLOGY BASED ON ASTRON- 
OMY. 

In the dissuasion between (Stevenson 8nd Thurman, 
the (jucstion of the reliability of astronomical calcula- 
tions in reference to histories eclipses in ancient times, 
came up for consideration, when Mr. Stevenson pre- 
sented the difficulty of arriving at exact information 
in reference to them. The concurrent testimony of 
ancient historians as to'tbo tinid of the occurrence 
of certain events is more to be relied upon (ban the 
calculation of an eclipse. The following quotations 
from astronomical writers will illustrate this difficulty. 

Ferguson, in hia "Astronomy," p. 249, paragraph 
S25,!says: I llO • • 

"In any year, the number of Eclipses of 
both Lumiuaries cannot be less than two, 
nor more than seven; the most usual num- 
ber is four, and it is very rare to have more 
than six.) Eor the Sun passes by both the 
Nodes but once a year, utdess he passes by 
one of them in the beginning of the year ; 
and if he does, ho will pass by the same 
Node again a little before the year be iiu- 
ished ; because, as these points move 19£ 
degrees backward every year, the Sun will 
come to either of them 173 days after the 
other, § 319. And when either Node is 
within 17 degrees of the Sun at the time of 
New Moon, the Sun will be eclipsed. At 
the subsequent opposition, the Moon will be 
eclipsed in the other Node ; and come round 
to the next conjunction again ere the for- 
mer Node be 17 degrees past the Sun, and 
will therefore eclipse him again. When 
three Eclipses fall about either Node, the 
like number generally falls about the op- 
posite ; as the Sun comes to it in 173 days 
afterwards : and fix Lunations contain but 
four days more. Thus there may be two 
Eclipses of the Sun and one of the Moon 
about each of her Nodes. But when the 
Moon changes iu either of the Nodes, she 
cannot be near enough the other Node at 
the next Full to be eclipsed ; and iu six 
lunar months afterward she will change 
near the other Node : iu these cases there 
can be but two Eclipses in a year, and they 
are both of the Sun." 

The same author, in paragraph 350 says : 
"It is difficult to observe exactly either the 
beginning or ending of a lunar Eclipse, even 
with a good Telescope ; because the Earth's 
shadow is so faint and ill-defined about the 
edges, that when the Moon is either just 
touching or leaving it, the obscuration of her 
limb is scarce sensible ; and therefore the 
nicest observers can hardly be certain to 
four or five seconds of time. But both the 
beginning and ending of solar Eclipses are 
visibly instantaneous ; for the moment that 
the edge of the Moon's Disc touches the 
Sun's, his roundness seems a little broke on 
that part ; and the moment she leaves it, 
he appears perfectly round again. 

And again, paragraph 322, he observes as follows :

"Now. this difference of 3 hours, 56 min- 
utes, is equal to 14,1 60 seconds, which, being 
divided by 2433 years, the length of the cy- 
cle, gives 5 1995-2483 seconds, as the amount 
which the lunations of Mayer, are less than 
the true length of the lunar periods, for each 
year of the above period, being not half <> 
second iu each lunation, or lunar month of 
29 r>. 12 ii." 

The following from a work entitled, "Sa- 
cred and Profane Chronology," by J. W. 
Bosanquet, London, 1853, gives additional 
testimony to the uncertainty of astronomic ta- 
bles of any kind, at present in use with the 
most skilfull professors, when applied to an- 
cient eclipses. 

He says, "In my letter which appeared iu 
your paper of the 20th of Sept., I called at- 
tention to the calculations of Oltmann and 
Baily, with regard to the date of the famous 
eclipse of Tliales, determined, by both those 
astronomers, to be that of the year B. C. 
610. And I ventured to surmise, partly from 
some remarks made by Mr. Baily, partly 
from the obvious necessity of lowering the 
latitude of the generally assumed locality of 
the battle between the Lydians and Medes, 
during which the eclipse took place, that the 
historical date of that event B. C. 585, would 
ultimately prove to be the true one* 

I am since informed, by the kindness of 
Professor Airy, the' Astronomer Royal, that 
the reduction of the Greenwich lunar obser- 
vations from 1750 to 1830, made under his 
cure, "show, ns a fact of observation, that the 
tabular motion of the moon's node is errone- 
ous by more than a minute of arc in a cen- 
tury ; and, that probably, in the time of 
Thales, the place of the moon's node differed 
twenty-seven minutes from that used by Bai- 
ly, which would make a difference of 200 
miles or more, according to the tables used 
by that astronomer, in the line of the shadow's 
path, sometimes throwing it to the north, 
sometimes to the south, according as the 
eclipse happened in the ascending or descend- 
I ing node." 

From the previous observations of astron- 
omers, it may be proved, that the total shadow 
of the eclipse of B. C 610, will, by Mr. 
Airy's discoveries, be thrown farther north, 
and therefore out of Asia Minor. 

Mr. Airy's valuable tables of corrections of 
the elements of the moon's orbit, published in 
1848, will, I trust, ere long, lead to a decision 
of the important question in chronology, viz., 
Whieh is the true date of the eclipse predicted 
by the Grecian philosopher? 

The following from the Memoirs of the 
Royal Astronomical Society, of London, 
En"., shews still farther, the deficiency of the 
best modern tables when applied to ancient 
eclipses. 

It is a part of various papers, on the present 
state of the controversy, respecting the 
amount of the acceleration of the moon's mean 
motion by the Rev. R. Main, President of the 
Royal Astronomic Society of London, June 
10th, 1859. 

The next paper of importance, as proving 
the fact, and with tolerable approximation, 
determining the amount of the acceleration, 



served at Babylon, B. C. 721, March 19, as 
related by Ptolemy, conlirms the acceleration, 
as for this eclipse, the true place of the moon, 
preceeds the Compared place by a quantity 
equivalent to fifty minutes of time. From 
a careful discussion of those eclipses, Mr. 
Dauthoru thinks that the coefficient of the 
acceleration is not greatly different from 10 
seconds. . . . The paper of Mr. Danthom 
here quoted is at the present time, valuable, 
only as showing, that the lunar tables, even 
so long ago as the middle of the preceding 
century, were sufficiently precise to put in 
evidence the fact of the acceleration, and to 
enable its amount to be assigned with tolera- 
ble accuracy. • ' l' J • I> TW 

Recently, Mr. Airy has had occasion to dfs- 
ctif s three of the most remakable eclipses of 
antiquity, namely the eclipse of Agathocles, 
the eclipse of Larissa, and the eclipse of 
Thales, with the advantage of the use of 

VKKY MUCH BETTER SOLAR AND LUNAR TA- 
BLES than any which were previously em- 
ployed, namely the solar tables of Hansen 
aud Olufseu, and the lunar tables of Hansen. 
This paper is so well known, that any re- 
marks upon it are at preseut superfluous, 
and we are ordy concerned with the results, 
as bearing on the amount of the lunar accel- 
eration. These results the Astronomer Royal 
states as follows : ^ ^. . 

1. The eclipse at Larissa, 556, May 19, is 
established as a real eclipse at a well defined 
point, and may be adopted for critical refer- 
ence in deciding on the value of lunar ta- 
bles, as applicable to distant places of the 

2. Professor Hansen's tables, very well 
represent the phenomena of the three eclipses 
of Agathocles, Larissa and Thales. 

3. If any change is permitted in the two 
elements of secular acceleration of longitude, 
and change of the argument of latitude, it 
must be of the nature of increasing the ac- 
celeration and increasing the argument of 
latitude in distant ages. 

In an addendum to this paper it is au- 
nounced that the eclipse of Stiklastad con- 
firms the preceding result, namely, that if any 
correction is made to the coefficient of the 
acceleration, it must be by way of increase, 
AND NOT OF DECREASE. 

It may, then, be taken for granted, that 
the coefficient ot the acceleration must be at 
least as great, as that used by Professor 
Hansen, in his tables, namely, 12 seconds, 12 
signs. 

Mr. Stevenson then went on to show that inasmuoh 
as the best astronomers, with their best tables could 
not s\tisfy themselves, there was no u«o in trying to go 
ahead of them. Hence those eclipses which had oome 
down to us as historic, must rest on that proof, until 
astronomy perfects itself stilt more, when the probabil- 
ity may bo, an astronomic verification of these histdrio 
eclipses, and hence tho dates in connection with them. 



THE MUSKRAT IN THE CANAL. 

The muskrat had his home in the great 
canal. lie might travel a hundred miles 
either way, and find the same still waters. 
He lived in a wild place far from any house 
or city, and nothing disturbed him except 
the boats that came along day and night, 
continually. But as ho came out of his 

hole in the night, and as the path for the 
-horses that drew the boats was on the other 
side of the canal, and as every boat had a 
!io-ht at her bow, which he could see afar 
off, the boats did not trouble him much, 
lie swam in the canal, or ho crept down its 
bank, and went to the fields for food, and 
was as well off as any muskrat ought to 
desire. But like other folks who have a 
fulness, he began to be lazy. 

"Now," said he. as he sat perched upon 
the bank of the canal one pleasant night, 
"now this canal was evidently built for us 
muskrats. But what a shame to make the 
banks so high and so steep ! How I have 
to tug my grass , and clover up this high 
bank, and how it puts me out of breath and 
makes me pant! Those stupid things called 
men do, to be sure, use the canal to move 
boats on, but it's perfectly plain that it was 
made for us, noble and wise muskrats ! 
Now I have a thought come iuto my head — 
a very wise thought ! Instead of creeping 
up and down this high bank, I will dig a 
hole through it down at the bottom, and 
then I can' run in and out when I please. 
Won't that be worth while ! Who but a 
muskrrt would ever have thought of that!" 

Plunge ! and down he goes, and begins 
to dig. All night, and all the next day, ho 
toiled, when he opened a little hole through 
the bank. The water followed him, which 
in vain he tried to kick back with his feet. 
Dig, dig, a little more. There pop he goes 
through, and rush, rush comes the water, 
tearing, ripping foaming after him. It 
whirls, and surges, and rushes, and sweeps 
the poor muskrat away, jams him between 
tr/o rails of the fence, where he lies dead ! 
Rush, rush, the bank gives away, the water 
all runs out, and hundreds of boats are left 
in the mud at the bottom of the canal ! All 
in a few hours ! 

Now for some of the results. The wise, 
lazy and vain rat lost his life, which is hardly 
worth mentioning. Then there was a loss 
of property in consequence of the delay to 
repair the breach, which is known to be 
all of fifty thousand dollars ! There were 
hundreds of barrels of apples aud fruit lost 
by decay. There were ships at the wharves 
waiting for flour, mills waijjng for the grain, 
carpenters waiting for the lumber, soldiers 
waiting for the horses, and the hay and oats ; 



to blame. He knew no better. He bad no 
thought of the mischief he was doing, or 
that he could do any hurt. 

But what shall we say of those who do 
wrong ; knowing that it is wrong ! A very 
small hole may ruin the canal till repaired ; 
a single spark of fire may burn up a city ; 
the starting of a single bolt may sink a ship. 
So a single wrong deed may draw a great 
train of evil after it. A single wicked word 
may poison a little child ; a single wicked 
thought may be like opening the hole in the 
bunk, through which a world of sin will 
follow. A single unholy feeling admitted 
into the soul may do untold hurt. It is as 
important what we do not do, as what we do. 

Laziness does not belong to muskrats 
more than human beings. To save labor 
the little animal may destroy- property. To 
save labor the minister of Christ, and the 
parent, and the teacher may do, or neglect 
to do, that which will result in wide-spread 
ruin. If we have laziness in tho heart, out 
out with it ! We have too much respon- 
sibility resting on us to permit of our being 
lazy. If we feel that we are too small to 
do good or hurt, remember that one muskrat 
may do untold hurt, though" he himself is 
a very insignificant fellow.— John Todd, D.

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THE ANTJAL MEETING OF THE 
CHRISTIAN COMMISSION, 



Was held in the Hall of the House of 
Representatives in Washington. One of 
of the largest audiences ever convened in 
that citv and Hall assembled on that mem- 
orable occasion. It was one ever to be 
remembered. The thousands who listened 
to the words of our Christian heroes who 
have devoted themselves to minister to the 



the simple "God bless you" of the American 
soldier and sailor, and he, Mr. Stuart, and 
these delegates with him, would not ex- 
change this benediction for all the coin ever 
coined in Uncle Sam's mints, — was 2,217, 
and the number now in the field was 276, 
averaging during the year 217 constantly at 
work in their ministrations of love and mer- 
cy. The aggregate days served by these 
delegates is 78,869. They distributed over 
47,000 boxes of stores and publications re- 
ceived, directly into the hands and hearts of 
the men for whom they were intended. 
Nearly 570,000 copies of the Bible and por- 
tions of the Bible have been sent to the 
army, furnished gratuitously by that noble, 
national, catholic, institution, the American 
Bible Society, — making the total distribu- 
tion by the Commission of the Word of God, 
1,137,000 copies since its organization. 
Then, they had helped the soldiers to sing 
of Jesus and of heaven, of home and of coun- 
try, by the good old songs of Zion, and the 
songs of patriotism, which they had scattered 
among them in the shape of 490,000 copies 
of the soldier's hymn and psalm books, so 
that the camps and fields and hospitals were 
sounding aloud the praises of God. They 
had given them during the year 4,326,090 
copies of little books, neatly prepared, full 
of wholesome, hopeful reading, intended to 
bring them to Jesus, and to confirm their 
faith, and to counsel, warn, and encourage 
them. Some of these had the daer old flag 
on them,- some the badges of the various 
corps — and all were gotten up to attract the 
soldier and the sailor, to make him feel that 
they were prepared ^foi him. Then they 
had circulated nearly eight millions of the 
religious newspapers of all the evangelical 
denomination* of Christians, fresh and full 
of the warm life of the Christian heart as it 
beats at home in sympathy with the soldiers 
in the field, and urges their claims upon the 
churches of the laud, and merges love of 
country with the love of God. And, oh, 
how these weekly messengers are received I 
Verily the speaker believed that if they 
were to scatter gold dollars in camp the ex- 



wnnts, sufferings and souls, of our fallen 
soldiers, will ever have a higher estimate c itemeut would not be greater than when 



of this great work. The churches of Wash- 
ington most of them were closed, and the 
congregations united to participate in this 
great anniversary, to hear of the great 
work of God in our army, hospitals, and 
camps. The President, Cabinet Officers, 
Generals, Senators, Representatives, Admi- 
rals, Governers of states and Bishops and 
ministers with noble-hearted laymen, con- 
gregated on common ground on the 29th 
of Jan. 1865. Hon Wm. H. Seward, Sec- 
retary of State for the United States was 
called to the chair and made the opening 
address. 

The Handle and Hayden Society of 
Washington conducted the singiug services ; 
Rev. E. H. Gray read the Scriptures, and 
Rev. Dr. Cox of New York offered the 
opening prayer. 

We have not room for the thrilling speeches 
delivered, but must content ourselves with 
presenting a summary of the work of the 
Commission as given by Geo. H. Stuart, 
Esq., of Philadelphia, the master-spirit of 
the whole movement. The full report will 
bo found in the Sunday School Times of 
Feb. 11. 

STATE M KXT BY GEO. IT. STUART. 

"Sir. President, Ladies, and Gentlemen : — 
The United States Christian Commission 
stands before the Government of the United 
States this evening to render an account of 
its stewardship for the past year. And in 
doing so we cannot refrain from asking the 
President, his Cabinet, and the members of 
both Houses of Congress, and all the de- 
partments of the government, with this large 
audience, to unite with us in giving praise 
and thanksgiving to God for the recent vic- 
tories which have attended the efforts of our 
Government to crush this wicked rebellion. 
Wc desire here, fully, to recognize the hand 
of God from the very moment that our flag 
on Sumter was fired at, down to the taking 
of Fort Fisher. We are not here to make 
a speech, to night, but simply to say to those 
who may not be familiar with us as an organ- 
ization, that we are representatives of all 
the loyal churches in the land who are 
loyal to Jesus Christ as the King of kings 
and the Lord of lords ; and are endeavoring 
to follow his blessed example and walk in 
his footsteps in the track of war, to mitigate, 
as far as human aid and human sympathy 
can, the fearful evils which accompany it in 
its march onward to victory. Thus orga- 
nized, we aim to distribute, personally, the 
supplies that are put into our hands by a 
generous public, to distribute, personally, 
hospital stores aud reading matter, and to 
administer personally to the men who so 
gallantly fight the battles of Liberty." 

The speaker then made a brief exhibit of 
the woik that the Commission luid done the 
past year, remarking that he believed it to 
be right and proper for those who were en- 
trusted with such funds, to give a full ex- 
hibit of every dollar and of every cent that 
had been placed in their hands. This ex- 
hibit, in its details, had been made at the 
convention of members of the Commission 
assembled from the loyal States from Main 
to California, which had for days been in 
session in their city, to confer over the vast 
and growing interests of their work. These 
figures would be given in full in the annual 
report soon to be published. The great to- 
tals should, however, be known, that the 
audience might feel the impress of the vast- 
ness of the work, and be cheered by the 
exhibit they gave of the noble liberality of 
the church of Christ in the land. And 
these sums were reached not by extraordi- 
nary efforts, but by the statement of the 



these religious papers arrive and are dis- 
tributed to the hungry men. Then for the 
sick and wounded on beds of pain, in the 
hospitals especially, they had furnished 3,691 
"Silent Comforters," upon which, without 
weariness of the flesh, they might turn their 
eyes and drink in the water of life — the 
texts of Scripture that were printed in bold 
type and hung up before them. The speak- 
er then alluded to the touching significance 
of many of the gifts received by the Com- 
mission. From all quarters of the globe 
representative gifts had come. From the 
mountains of Syria, a box from a native 
convert, with pieces of the cedars of Leba- 
nou, and a crown of plaited thorns — and 
$180 as a religious, and patriotic thank of- 
fering. The miners of the silver mountains 
of Nevada had sent a silver brick, valued at 
many hundred dollars, the evidence of their 
love, and a confirmation of our faith in tho 
gi eat resources of our land, "for, Mr. Presi- 
dent, so long as the mines of California and 
the mountains of Nevada stand, your 'green- 
backs' will continue to be good." The im- 
mense amount of hospital stores distributed 
— over $1,700,000 worth, — and other items, 
were alluded to, together with the feature 
of chapels for the army, of which 205 had 
been built, and upon which God had poured 
out his Spirit, manifested his power, and 
magnified his grace, in the conversion and 
upbuilding of many souls. The speaker 
closed with a word of tribute to the noble 
unselfishness of many of the business men 
of the land, who had given their time, their 
money, themselves, to this work of God 
among our soldiers. He introduced Mr. A. 
E. Chamberlain, of Cincinnati, as one such.

Charleston, the cradle of the rebellion, 
has fallen. About four o'clock on the 
morning of Feb. 18th the rebels retreated 
from their strong hold, having set on fire 
the warehouses containing supplies and 
cotton ; and early in the day our forces en- 
tered, when the city was formally surren- 
dered to them by the Mayor.

"Wilmington, N. C, is also ours. Our 
forces having captured Fort Anderson, the 
main defence of Wilmington, the city soon 
fell into our hands. This event occurred 
on Wednesday, the 22d of Feb., Washington's 
hirth day. 

Mobile, Ala., is expected to follow in a 
very few days, which will exclude the rebels 
from the seaboard except in Texas, and will 
relieve a large proportion of our naval force 
to turn their attention to that state. 

Sherman contiuues his triumphant march 
through the Carolinas, subsisting his army 
on the country through which he passes, 
pressing steadily ou toward Richmond. 
And this devoted city cannot long stand out 
against the odds with which she contends. 

Richmond papers report that Beauregard 
is outgeneraled by Sherman, and has gone 
crazy under the reverses and wear and tear 
of body aud mind to which he has been 
subjected since Sherman started from 
Atlanta.

ly, and resting a little from a six week's toil 
in Pike, Muscatine Co., from which I had 
just returned. Well, I made it rrly home 
with Bro. K. some two weeks longer, during 
which I visited several isolated Advent fam- 
ilies in that section. By sister K.'s sugges- 
tion I went to Edeu, some fifteen miles west, 
to visit an English family by the name of 
Cope ; found Mrs. C. a decided Adveutist 
and patronizer of the Advent Herald, by 
means of which she claimed to be well ac- 
quainted with "Bro. S. Chapman." She is 
manifestly a Christian ; ardently "loves the 
appearing of her Lord," and is waiting with 
joyful hope for the "crown in reserve for all 
such." 2 Tim. 4 : 8 ; but burdened in soul 
for the salvation of her kind husband, and 
their tender-hearted and affectionate chil- 
dren. I spent two days there, conversing 
freely on the subject of our faith through the 
day, and iu the evening when the children 
were home from school, and the family all 
together, improved the time to a late hour, in 
preaching the Word in a humble way ; show- 
ing by the Scriptures and signs of the times, 
that the "coming of the Lord was even at 
the door." Matt. 24 : 33. All listened with 
solemn attention, and a favorable impression 
was manifestly produced. Sister C. was re- 
vived, and very much comforted by the 
Word.

the forsaken chapel, Sunday morning; and 
if ever the Lord helped me to "preach the 
word," to "reprove, rebuke and exhort with 
all long suffering and doctrine," 2 Tim. 4 : 2, 
it was on that occasion, and it being written, 
"By their fruits shill ye know them," I 
called their attention to the peaceful and 
promising state in which I left them a few 
years since, and compared it with their pres- 
ent condition, that they might see "the fruits" 
resulting from the labors of these modern 
teachers. Several of them received the ad- 
monition kindly, the same as it was delivered, 
and seemed to profit by it.

on Sunday. Being glad to see him and anx- 
ious to see his interesting family, (with whom 
I made it my home while preaching at W. 
R., 1853,) I went home with him, and 
spent two days there very profitably. Bro. 
C. te-subscribed for the Advent Herald, 
and erected the family altar, (I think for life,) 
which had been neglected for several years. 
We were mutually blest, and I left those dear 
friends all in a revived state. 

Bro. Wm. Howe, at "Jefferson Grove," 
having recently lost a son in the army, I re- 
turned there by request, and gave a discourse 
on the occasion iu that forsaken chapel. It 
was a solemn and interesting day to each of 
us. Brother and sister Howe patronize the 
Herald, and are among the revived ones, 
having from the first maintained the pure 
Advent doctrine. From there, "Bro. H." 
kindly conveyed me to Lane Station, where 
I spent a few days very pleasanly with Doc- 
tor Reed and family, several of whom are 
my children in the gospel, and received bap- 
tism at my hands some ten years since. 
Preached to an attentive congregation Sun- 
day morning, two miles from the village, and 
in the evening at the doctor's house. "Brother 
and sister Howe" came six miles to meet and 
mingle with us ; tarried to a late hour, and 
returned richly refreshed. It was an inter- 
esting day and evening with us, and sister 
R. was especially blest. On the 3d of Jan. 
the doctor took horse and buggy, and cheer- 
fully conveyed me to Shabbona grove, (20 
miles east,) where 1 was received joyfully. 
Speut two weeks with the church there ; 
preached on the Sabbath and several eveuings 
during the week, and the brethren aud sisters 
acted their part nobly. Visited from house to 
house, and talked much. This was one of the 
largest churches I had the pleasure of estab- 
lishing when on my former mission West ; 
and it was truly refreshing to meet and mingle 
with so many of my own children in the gos- 
pel. But as they had stated preaching by Bro. 
McCttlloch, and were occasionally supplied 
by Bro. Spencer, it did not seem requisite 
that I should tarry longer with them, but de- 
vote my time and labors to the more desti- 
tute portions of the "flock." While there, I 
received a respectful call to visit this place, 
six miles north of the grove, where the peo- 
ple had never heard much Advent preach- 
ing ; nor were there to exeeed three or four 
Adventists here. I came and preached to 
small, but attentive congregations two even- 
ings; then left to meet my engagements with 
the little church at Sumonauk, eight miles 
east of "Shabbona Grove." Spent a week 
only with that people, and preached to deep- 
ly interested congregations on the Sabbath, 
and every evening during the week, with one 
exception ; and seldom have I seen the Word 
more readily received. Most of the mem- 
bers and other Christian friends spoke freely 
after preaching, aud were richly revived. 
Several of the congregation who had not 
been accustomed to hear Advent preaching, 
frankly acknowledged the truthfulness of the 
doctrines we taught. 

Our personal visits there were also mutual- 
ly refreshing to all. This, together with the 
Word, was just what the church there abso- 
lutely needed, and it was received with true 
gratitude to God, and to his servant, which 
was clearly manifested, not in word only, aud 
it was hard parting with such beloved 
friends. But the hope of soon meeting again 
in the "chambers," Isa. 26: 20, served great- 
ly to cheer our hearts as we gave each other 
the parting hand. Returned to the "Grove," 
expecting to spend a few days there; preach 
to them on (he Sabbath, and then take my 
leave of those friends, and enter upon my re- 
turn home. But when I arrived there, was 
informed that the friends from this place had 
been down and left special request for me to 
visit them again before I go East. Accord- 
ingly, I sent on an appointment for Tuesday 
evening, Jnn, 31st. Took an affectionate 
leave of tho friends at the "Grove," expect- 
ing to see them no more, as my stay here 
would probably be very brief. I was here 
in time to meet my appointment. And with 
one exception, (when a severe storm prevent- 
ed,) I have preached every evening and each 
Sunday until now. Our congregations have 
gradually increased both in numbers and in- 
terest, till our school-house is full, and we 
are enjoying a precious outpouring of the 
Spirit of God. Quite a number of the most 
prominent men and women in the communi- 
ty have confessed faith in the doctrines we 
teach. Backsliders are reclaimed, and some 
half-dozen or more give evidence of true con- 
version to God, and of course to the "blessed 
hope."

And for the 
fhtercst of the Herald office, as well as for 
their in itructiou, I am happy to send enclosed 
their nine dollars. Plow long I shall remain 
here is uncertain, probably a week or ten 
days ; shall then go to Dekalb Centre, and 
speud a little time. Until recently, I expect- 
ed my next Post Office address would be 
Middlebury, Ohio, care of Bro. Matthewson, 
but I fail to get an answer to my last letter, 
inquiring of him at what station I should 
stop. And it may all be for the best in the 
providence of God. I wish however to hear 
from Bro. M. on receipt of this. So I will 
say to the friends, until I write again, my 
address will be Dekalb Centre, Dekalb Co., 
111., care of Eld. H. G. McCulloch. Write 
often, and ofteu remember me at the throne 
of grace.

for some time to drop you a word concern- 
ing a visit to the Freedmen's village near 
the Arlington House or former residence of 
Gen. R. Lee. Bro. Hay den and I having 
procured our passes, soon found ourselves in 
the village, and being too late for Church 
service w called on Mr. Simmons, the su- 
perintendiyt, whose kindness and hospitality 
as well as that of his amiable wife will not 
soon be forgotten. Ho informed us that the 
number of attendants at the day school were 
about 350 ; night, 175,. adults who have to 
"work while the day lasts ;" Sabbath, 400 ; 
making in all about 500 who are constantly 
under instruction. He has four assistants 
(Ladies) and truly theirs is a labor of love, 
^and should be well remembered. We at- 
tended Sabbath school iu the P. M., where 
we found the Rev. Mr Aiken, who admin- 
istered to this people the bread of life. 

The house was soon filled with the little 
sable-faced, curly-headed boys aud girls, 
presenting quite a contrast to our northern 
white schools, but I soon found that their • 
inteligence and knowledge of Scripture 
subjects would do credit to some of our 
schools, although they have been but just 
snatched from a state of semi-barbarism. 
There were just 400 scholars present, and it 
would do you good to see the interest mani- 
fested in their studies during the session, and 
Mr. S. informs us that their desire for 
knowledge was ever on the increase. There 
are between three and four thousand, old 
and young in the village ; they are furnished 
with rations by the government, and many 
are employed in the work-shop, making 
clothes for the army, &c. 

Many other interesting facts might be 
stated, but I will defer a recital. Enough 
has already been said and known of this 
people to enlist the sympathy and aid of all 
true Christians. Fearing that I have al- 
ready trespassed on your space, I will close, 
and when "Uncle Sam" is pleased to pay 
his boys, I hope to give you a more fran- 
gible proof of my interest in the Freedmen's 
Mission.

Fell asleep in Jesus, in Compton, C. E., 
Nov. 26th, 1864, Bro. Delanson Libby, son 
of Joseph G. and Zelia Libby, aged seven- 
teen years and four days.

Died at Lisbon, N. IT. Feb. 6, 1865, in 
the 73d year of his age, Bro. Levi Parker. 

Seldom has it been our lot to record the 
death of a more useful and lamented citizen 
and brother in Christ. He has left a wife, 
six children, and a large circle of friends 
aud relatives to regret and mourn his loss. 
He embraced the religion of Christ in early 
life, and has served the cause of God faith- 
fully and liberally for many years. He 
loved the doctrine of Christ's second coining, 
and looked forward to that event with much 
interest. 

The following record of houor which I 
cut from the Boston Journal shows the 
estimation in which he was held. 

Hon. Levi Parker of New Hampshire 
died at his home on "Sugar Hill" in Lisbon, 
on Monday last, in the 73d year of his age. 
He was a native of Richmond, N. H. but 
early removed to lJsbon, where he resided 
until his death. He was one of tr.e Select- 
men of Lisbon from 1823 to 1856, was two 
years town clerk, and a member of the State 
Legislature 1886, '39, '40, '51, and '52. 
In March, 1863, Mr Parker was elected a 
member of the Executive Council, and 
served during the first year of Gov. Gil- 
more's administration. Last year his im- 
paired health induced him to decline a re- 
nomination. Mr. Parker was a Democrat, 
but his uprightness, integrity and courtesy 
secured him many friends iu both parties. 
The deceased leaves a wife and six children." 

In the death of Bro. Parker the poor 
have lost a true friend, one that never 
turned them empty away from his door, and 
they will remember him with respect while 
memory lasts. He has been my special 
friend and counsellor for twenty years, and 
his loss to me can better be imagined than 
expressed. May God bless all that are 
left to mourn his loss and prepare them to 
meet him in the resurrection of the just.

And now, with one foot as it were on the 
deck of an English vessel, let me presume 
with all deference to offer you a single word 
of advice, in case occasion should ever arise, 
in regard to your mode of dealing in con- 
troverted matters with the English nation. 
Englishmen, unfortunately, have some quali- 
ties which are not calculated to make them 
popular among other nations, and perhaps 
their popularity among their European rivals 
has not been increased by that which sel- 
dom does increase popularity — a somewhat 
disproportionate amount of success. But as 
a nation they are not regardless, perhaps 
they are more regardful than most other 
nations, of justice and of honor. 

If England has done you, if ever one 
should hereafter do you a wrong, approach 
another by whom he felt that he had been 
aggrieved, with a frank, manly and courte- 
ous request for reparation, but without 
acrimony or petulence or angry imputation 
of motives which can lead to no practical 
result, and which after all, may be unde- 
served. Depend upon it your *application 
made in this spirit will meet with no un- 
generous response, even though compliance 
with it should be difficult and onerous ; and 
there will be many iu England who will 
esteem it their highest duty to their country 
to second a fair claim courteously preferred 
to the extent of their power. Aud O ! per- 
suade your government, if you can, to ex- 
ercise due control over the language of its 
subordinates, and not to suffer questions, a 
wrong solution of which may entail untold 



calamities on the two rtaft?6h?, antf on the 
world, to be prejudiced by any one Who has 1 
not to bear the full responsibility of the result'. 

One word wore. Tou know that no syl- 
lable, even of hypothetical hostility, much 
less of menace to Americans, would ever 
pass my lips ; but I ought not to permit any 
American to be misled by anything that has 
fallen from me, or from more influential 
writers or speakers, as to the divisions of 
sentiment which prevail among Englishmen 
with regard to tho American question, and 
which it is necessary to explain lest you 
should suppose that the whole body of 
the English people is animated by the 
hostility towards America expressed by 
such organs of mere class feeling as the Times. 
If any dominant class or party in England 
were to attempt to use the power of the 
state for the purpose of doing you a wrong, 
we should be divided, and you would have a 
zealous, and, as I think, not an insignificant 
party, on your side. But let the honor of 
England be touched, aud we are a united 
nation. 

The Berlin journals relate the following 
incident which has just taken place in Prus- 
sia : "A pointsman was at the junction of 
two lines of railway, his lever in hand, for 
a train was signalled. The engine was 
within a few seconds of reaching the em- 
bankment, when the man, on turning his 
head, perceived his little boy playing on the 
rails of the line the train was to pass over. 
"Lie down !" he shouted out to the child, 
but as to himself he remained at his posL 
The train passed along on its way, and the 
lives of a hundred passengers were perhaps 
saved. But the poor child ! The father 
rushed forward expecting to take up only a 
corpse, but what was his joy ou finding that 
the boy had at once obeyed his order — he 
had lain down, and the whole train had 
passed over him without injury. The next 
day the king sent for the man, and attached 
to his breast the medal for civil courage." 

Be Short. — Observation and considera-

i)/! .Ami. 10. Mr. Smith, the Agent of the 
Christian Commission ti-ere, has told Bro. 
Guild I hu( the diet kitchen, which the 
Commission has been sustaining at the Con- 
traband camp, is to be given up, and we 
have been thinking to-day that perhaps it 
might be an advantage to us to take the place 
of the Commission there, and not only be able 1 
to do good to the souls of the poor freed 
women and children, but also to the bodies 
of those sick. and perishing for the want ofi 
uusiug uiul a better diet than government 
kitchen and medical staff provide. This was 
the object of the Commission in establishing 
the diet kitchen. Another object with us 
in taking the kitchen is, that it will give us 
a home, as the building will accommodate 
U* with lodgings, a tiling almost impossible 
to be obtained in or out of the city. We j 
find that the Sanitary Commission will fur- ! 
nisi) what the government fails to supply, 
ana so far as cost to us, there will be none, 
except for a cook ; as Mrs. C. will come on | 
to superintend the kitchen. We shall draw 
rations from government, and so our living 
will cost the mission nothing. Bro. C. | 
thinks that a lady friend of his wife would I 
be pleased to come on and assist, both in the 
kitchen and teaching. We are hopeful, and 
are looking to the Lord for direction. 

J'Oi. 1.). Have seen the officer who has 
military control of the camp, and he ex- 
presses himself as pleased with the proposed 
arrangements in relation to the kitchen, 
Bro. C. has telegraphed to West bo ro' for 
bis wife and friend to come on. The Com- 
mission has concluded to retain the kitchen 
until they arrive, and the Agent has given 
us in a week of our time now due to the 
Commission, in order that we may go di- 
rectly to the camp and become acquainted 
with the manner of carrying on the kitchen 
before the ladies employed there should 
leave. Besides this, the call for help at 
the camp is urgent, and much ought to be 
done immediately for the comfort of the sick 
and destitute. To-day closes our labors with 
the Commission, and to-morrow we leave for 
the camp. The week past has been one 
of severe toil. It being our last week with 
the Commission, we felt anxious to do all 
we could in the hospitals, and so through 
the deep mud each day we have traveled 
to the Cumberland Hospital. This is the 
largest hospital at Nashville, and is one 
mile and a half west of the city. We have 
had this as our field of labor since we came ; 
and being unassisted we were obliged to la- 
bor hard in order that all the work expected 
and necessay to be done should be accom- 
plished. The hospital, however, is not now 
full, many having been transfered to Louis- 
ville, in expectation of a large number of 
sick and wounded being brought up here 
from Chattanooga. All those here are very 
sick, or dreadfully wounded. Many die 
daily, and no more is seen of them. Like 
the flower of the field they drop away and 
are hidden in the earth. Will they not come 
again? Our labor to-day (the •Sabbath) dif- 
fers from our daily routine through the 
wards. During the week, daily, we distrib- 
ute religious papers and tracts, together with 
stationery, including envelopes ; also postage 
stamps when the soldiers have none, nor 
money to purchase with. We never sell 
anything. We make it a point to converse 
with all who are able to bear conversation. 
We write many letters for those who . are 
unable to write themselves. I have written as 
many as five lengthy letters in one ward, the 
same day. This is one of the most trying du- 
ties we are called to discharge. No matter 
how fetid" the breath or the wound of the poor 
man may be. you must sit closely to him, and oft- 
en lean your head over him to catch his words, 
to be sent to his dear wife, child, mother, or 
some other near and dear friend. Loving and 
parting words, many of them are; and tears 
flow often unrestrained. With those who 
desire it, we pray and try to direct them to 
God and the promises of his grace. So we 
from ward to ward, day after day through 
the week. Occasionally, however, we hold 
a short service in some of those wards vVhere 
there are not many very sick. 



On the Sabbath we distribute nothing but 
tracts, Testaments, and hymn books, and 
endeavor to hold as many services in the 
several wards as tin. time will permit ; some- 
times speaking as many as six or seven 
times during the day. This we have done 
to-day, but yet feel that we have hardly be- 
gun the work before us. There are 20 
wards, containing nearly a hundred beds 
'each. Besides these' there are other build- 
1 itiga and tents which are used as hospitals 
' now. 

Jan. 16. Packed our trunks and started 
for camp. It is nearly two miles west of 
the city, and the direction of Hood's siege- 
works and the battle-ground of Nashville. 
Just beyond the camp, and extending away 
North and South ia, our line of fortifications 
and breastworks. Some of the them are 
high and commanding, giving one an idea 
of the labors of war, and how much may 
be done by man. even in a short space of 
time. A United States colored regiment is 
stationed here to guard the camp, command- 
ed by a white officers. The Colonel has 
just left for Washington, and a first Lieu- 
tenant is in command of the camp- Both he 
and the second Lieutenant are pleasant 
young men, evidently living well and intend- 
ing to enjoy themselves. They take their 
, meals at the diet kilchen, and are on good 
terms with the ladies there. There being 
no room for us in the diet kitchen lemse, we 
: must seek lodging* elsewhere. Happily, by 
the kindness of the Agent of the Peun. 
Freedinen's Relief Society we are provided 
with space enough in his storeroom to put 
up a cot bed, borrowing of him a part of the 
bed clothing. Here we shall lodge until 
Mrs. Child arrives, and the kitchen passes 
: into our hands. We are surrounded on all 
sides by the military, and at night the sen- 
j tinel paces back and forth under our window. 
| We are truly inside the lines. 
! Jim. 17. This morning we were awoke 
by the reveille. This sounds too warlike 
for me; I chafe under military calls and 
exactions. I confess there is no martial spirit 
in me. A peaceful, quiet citizen's life I 
would choose, far away from the scenes of 
war ; and I have my doubts whether I can 
do my whole duty to these poor crushed 
souls under military dictation. If the offi- 
cers were truly Christian men, and regarded 
these shivering, perishing ones as we do, 
then my duty might by fully discharged 
tward them ; but I already see that what 1 
I might do for their comfort and life-keeping 
! "red tape" prevents. We can preach, but 
we might as well do it to blocks of wood as 
to these half naked, trembling, hungry 
women and children, whose minds are fixed 
upon their suffering, woful condition, and 
who are ever asking for something to eat, 
drink or wear. Cau the mind be reached 
when all its powers are concentrated upon 
the condition of the body? Take an illustra- 
tion : Meeting a mulatto woman, I inquired 
if she would not like to come to the Sunday 
School. Without heeding my question, she 
anxiously asked, "Can you give me a pair of 
shoes?" She was bare-loot ; and the ground 
frozen and rough. I confess I felt ashamed 
of the impropriety of asking her such a 
question under such circumstances. I ob- 
tained for her a pair of socks and shoes, 
what she needed before a Sunday School. 
1 qugilt have told her all about the grace of 
God, but her mind would have still been 
upon her aching feet. But as fast as these 
poor beings are made comfortable they can 
be taught all that others aro taught. They 
are not now comfortable, and will not be 
made so except through the benevolence of 
the people of the North. This camp con- 
tains about thirteen hundred Women ami 
children, (the men being away in the gov- 
ernment service.) Most of these are field 
hands, from the rice plantations of Alabama ; 
consequently they know nothing of domestic 
life or its labor. They are now totally un- 
fitted for anything but digging in the field, 
and the Lieutenants tell me that as soou as 
the spring opens, most of them will be sent 
to the field by the Colonel ! The mortality 
in the camp, since flic cold ami dump weather 
commenced, has been fearful. The surgeon 
in charge says that as many as twenty have 
died in a day, and the average is about ten ! 
It will at once be seen that at this rate, 
without constant accessions, the camp would 
soon become extinct. But the coustant ar- 
rivals from below makes the number good of 
those who die. It is sad to me to see be- 
ings in the likeness of God thrvwn into the 
earth like animals, without even a rough 
box to enclose them ; carted away as so 
many dead dogs, without a prayer or word 
said to those who may look after the Cart, 
but are not allowed to follow it. But this 
is the "red tape" of the camp, from which I 
pray to be delivered. This morning a lad 
fourteen years of age died with the typhoid 
fever. I was told by one of the ladies of 
the kitchen, that he was the orderly of the 
Lieutenant, and' one of the finest boys she 
ever saw ; and that the Lieutenant thought 
a great deal of him. Learning this, I went to 
the first Lieutenant and suggested that a 
prayer be offered at the burial of the lad, 
but I was shuffled off with a significant, but 
evasive reply ; and so the poor boy was 
put into a horse cart and drawn away alone, 
the Lieutenant himself uflH even going to the 



grave. He however did have the carpenter 
make a coffin, for which I felt grateful. 

But the cam]) proper is not the only point 
around this city where destitution and death 
are doing their sad work. Outside of this 
camp for miles around, there are thousands 
more suffering all the horrors of want and 
poverty. Unless one goes to their miserable 
abodes, he might ever be ignorant of their 
condition. You see their low huts and hovels 
in vale, on hill and hillside everywhere here, 
but the outside is the sunny side, and he 
who troubles not himself to look within, sees 
not the shadows of death gathered around 
nearly every hearth. I. I. Leslie.

Christ is "the way, the truth and the life," 
indeed ; yet "the truth as it in Jesus," in- 
volves and evinces an accordant and attend- 
ant "life" in the believing and obedient of 
this world.

What "voice" on the white wings of com- 
merce, has doubled "the Horn," and lighted 
on the islands of every ocean ? What "voice" 
has confronted the wildest and widest delu- 
sion of Christendom (as to their affirmed 
subjugation of the world to Christ,) with 
"the Word" of "the Corning One !" 

Answer. "Every tongue must confess" 
that the living man of that time with a liv- 
ing faith in this "present truth, that liveth 
and abideth forever," was William Miller, 
sustained by kindred souls in the "like pre- 
cious faith."

THE POWER OP PREJUDICE,

And how, 
then, can one be sanctified who does not 
know about an important portion of truth, 
and who, especially shuts his eyes and ears 
to it altogether ? Have not we a right, and 
should we not suspect the professed sanctifica- 
tion of such a person to be defective who thus 
rejects from his creed a very large portion 
and an important doctrine of revelation ?" 

"But I don't think it essential to sancti- 
fication," was the reply. 

"What right have you to say that one por- 
tion of revealed truth does not sanctify, or 
is not essential thereto, as well as another, 
according to its kind ? Did not the Saviour, 
in the prayer alluded to, include tdl truth em- 
braced in the 'Word ;' and does he not es- 
pecially call our attention to this fact, when 
he says 'thy word is truth T And is not all 
Scripture profitable, &c., that the man of 
God may be perfect ? &c " 

"But I don't think the truths you refer to, 
are essential," was the repetitinr.nl response. 

We entered the house, and the conversa- 
tion ceased for the time. But soon after, 
finding thyself at liberty, I determined that 
the good brother should not escape me thus ;

and establish those that love him in the 
possession of the world. The wicked in the 
world will be left standing on their feet 
gazing on the grand and stunning brightness, 
hardly comprehending what is the matter, 
and hardly realizing that the blessed Master 
has come, that the righteous have entered in 
and the door to them is shut. But realizing 
this after a while, they will call all the na- 
tions of the wicked together, two hundred 
millions strong to oppose him with such 
means as they possess. This will bring on the 
great battle 'if the world, the grand tragedy 
of earth's ways, when God will destroy them 
all, then shall the kiugly power of Jesus our 
church and state be established for ever and 
ever. 

With the change of light which will in 
time wear out the remaining wicked left 
upon earth, there will come a change in the 
vegetation of the earth.

had in it many good things. They continued 
their sessions two years and four months, and 
on the 30th of September, 1791, the Assem- 
bly dissolved itself. A new Assembly soon 
met, under the name of the National Con- 
vention. Under their government, the de- 
signs of the leading men in the revolution 
appeared. 

War having broken out between France 
and Austria, the Convention issLed a decree 
of which the following is an extract : "The 
National Convention, faithful to the princi- 
ples of the sovereignty of the people, which 
will not permit them to acknowledge any of 
the institutions against it, and, willing to fix 
the regulations to be observed by the gen- 
erals of the armies of the republic, in those 
countries, to which they may carry their 
arms, decree : that in those countries, which 
shall be occupied by the armies of the French 
republic, the generals shall immediately pro- 
claim the abolition of all the existing cus- 
toms and rights, of all nobility, and general- 
ly all privileges ; they shall declare to the 
people, that they bring them peace, succor, 
fraternity, liberty and equality. The French 
nation declare, that it will treat as enemies 
the people who, refusmg or renouncing lib- 
erty nnd equality, are desirous of preserving 
their prince and privileged casts, or of enter- 
ing into an accommodation with them. The 
nation promises and engages not to lay down 
its arms until the sovereignty and liberty of 
the i eople, on whose territory the French 
armies shall have centered, shall be estab- 
lished." Here the real origin of the French 
Revelotution is clearly ascertained. Or, it is 
hero clearly evident, that, how many soever 
forwarded that revolution from better views, 
the Jacobins took the whole direction of it, 
and found in it the very opportunity which 



they had long wished and desired, to give 
their plan its full effect. Some moderation, 
at first, appeared under the National Assem- 
bly. But their scheme now, under the con- 
vcqgjon, was soon unfolded. Even the 
French nation were not prepared to behold 
IUuminism in all its extent, at first view. 
For some time, therefore, the French Revo- 
lution was pleasing to many of the friends of 
virtuous liberty. But after the meetiug of 
the National Convention, their views were 
rapidly unfolded. On the midnight preced- 
ing the 10th of August, 1792, all the bells 
of Paris rang an alarm ; the drum beat ; the 
citizens flew to arms ; the old palace, where 
the members of the royal family were, was 
attacked. The Swiss guard fired upon the 
populace. But they, with the national 
guards, were cut to pieces by bodies of sol- 
diers, brought by the Jacobins from Brest to 
Marseilles. The gates of the palace were 
broken, after about 800 men had been 
killed. The king some time after was 
brought totiial before the convention, and 
was beheaded Jan. 21, 1793. The queen 
was beheaded on the 16tb of Oct. ensuing. 
Royalty was abolished by the convention ; 
and a new Constitution was by them formed 
nnd published ; aud it was accepted by the 
people, in the stead of the first, formed by 
the National Assembly. The moderate prin- 
ciples of the first Constitution were aban- 
doned. No further toleration was given to 
religion nor conscience. On the 26th of Au- 
gust, 1792, "an open profession of atheism 
was made by a whole nation, once zealously 
devoted to the Papal superstition. Corres- 
ponding societies and atheistical clubs were 
everywhere held, fearless and undisguised." 
( Faber, Vol. II, p. 203.) Massacres and the 
reign of terror succeeded ; to hint the partic- 
ulars of which would fill a volume. Some- 
thing of the feats of the French arms abroad, 
soon alter their revolution, may be learned 
from the following report of Dubois Crauce, 
to the convention, Jan. 30, 1795. He says : 
"Last year you maintained nearly eleven 
hundred thousand fighting men. France 
stood armed on one side, Europe on the oth- 
er ; and victory constantly followed the three- 
colored standard. Holland is conquered, 
and England trembles. Twenty-three regu- 
lar sieges terminated ; six pitched battles 
gained ; 2000 cannon taken ; 200 towns 
submitted. Such is the glorious result of 
the last campaign. The next campaign 
promises, if possible, still more surprising 
successes." 

The loss of men sustained by the armies 
of France from 1791 to 1796, was calculated 
at twelve hundred thousand. And besides 
this loss, the number of murdered citizens, 
including men, women, and children, during 
the reign of terror, is said to have been two 
millions. 

Such a series of events could not have 
been without some deep and most mischiev- 
ous plot. And such a plot the history of II- 
ltiminism unfolds. 

Thousands became leagued in secret con- 
cert, to enlighten mankind with the wonder- 
ful doctrines of liberty and equality ; liberty 
from all the restraints of religion ; and equal- 
ity from all the subordination of civil gov- 
ernment. Their highest secret was, that 
there is no God, and no future state ; and 
that every restraint on the appetites and pas- 
sions of man, is an abridgement of his rights ; 
and ought to be abolished. These sentiments 
it was the business of the adepts of their or- 
der to instill into the minds of mankind, and 
especially of the rising generation ; and to 
do it without giving alarm. Their methods 
of effecting this, were systematic and subtile 
almost beyond description, or detection. 
They allured their young candidates, whom 
they had marked out for their prey, with 
seemingly accidental hints of the amazing 
power and great benefits of Becret societies ; 
that there were such societies, embracing the 
greatest of characters, who were all to gov- 
ern the world. These youths were seduced 
into the most positive engagements of obe- 
dience to unknown leaders in those societies, 
of whom they were led to form the most ex- 
alted opinion, as being great and wise men, 
devoted to the reformation of mankind, and 
to the good of the world. The attention of 
these pupils was allured with the idea of 
there being various grades in these secret so- 
cieties ; and of new and wonderful discover- 
ies to be made, or secret things to be re- 
vealed, at each advance. 

Thus all the principles of ignorant ambi- 
tion, and the love of novelty, were addressed 
and seized fatally ; while the agents were iu- 
siduously engaged in erasing from the mind 
of the candidate every impression of any 
past religious instructions; and in preparing 
him for a higher grade of infidelity. To this 
higher grade he was admitted, with various 
ceremonies, so soon as it was discovered by 
his instructor that he was prepared to re- 
ceive it without alarm. In this gradual pro- 
cess thousands were led on to their highest 
secrets, of atheism, anarchy and licentious- 
ness. Books were written by the most sub- 
tile of their order, calculated to unhinge the 
mind from the truths of revelation, and to 
bring the gospel into contempt. A learned 
encyclopaedia was devised and written for . 
this very purpose, that the poison of infideli- 
ty might be imperceptibly diffused. And 
other books innumerable, even down to the 
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lowest tracts, teeming with the most artful 
suggestions of infidelity, were profusely scat- 
tered through the whole mass of society. 
Printers and booksellers were artfully enlist- 
ed into the same cause. And funds were 
raised to indemnify them in suppressing every 
evangelical publication. So that few or uo 
good books could circulate in society, or even 
be found. Heading societies were formed by 
the agents of this fatal scheme, in order that 
their impious publications might be read, and 
thus take the more sure effect. The direc- 
tion of schools, the leaders of Illnmiuism 
found means to get into their own hands ; 
and to furnish them with instructors of their 
own order. Said the chief of the Illumina- 
ti : "AH the German schools, and the benev- 
olent society, are at last Under our direction. 
Lately we have got possession of the Bar- 
tholomew Institution tor young clergymen, 
having secured all their supporters. Through 
this we shall be able to supply Bavaria with 
fit priests. We must acquire the direction 
of edudation, of church management, of the 
professional chair, and of the pulpit. We 
must preach the warmest concern f# hu- 
manity, and make people indifferent to all 
other relations. Wo must gain the review- 
ers and journalists, and the booksellers." 
See an instance of their impious hypocrisy. 
A president of their society, in an initiatory 
discourse, said, "Jesus Christ, our grand and 
ever celebrated Master, appeai-ed in an age 
when corruption wn9 universal. He support- 
ed his doctrines by an innocent life, and 
sealed them with his blood." Yet Christ 
was the wretch, whom their order had sworn 
to crush ! and the following sentiments we 
read in their own language. "All ideas of 
justice and injustice, of virtue and vice, of 
glory and infamy, are purely arbitrary, and 
dependent on custom. The man who is above 
law, cannot commit without remorse the dis- 
honest act, that may serve his purpose. The 
fear of God, so far from being the beginning 
of wisdom, would be the beginning of folly. 
Modesty is only an invention of refined vo- 
luptuousness. Virtue and honesty are no 
more than the habit of actions personally ad- 
vantageous." "The supreme king," (says 
their code,) the God of philosophers, Jews, 
and Christians, is but a chimera, a phantom. 
Jesus Christ is tin impostor." 

It was one of the hidden maxims of their 
philosophy first to gain a firm footing by 
fraud, and afterwards to propagate their 
scheme by force ; adopting the words reason, 
toleration and humanity, as a quietus, till 
they could call to arms. The following in- 
structions jvere accordingly given to their hk 
itiated brethren, by the hierophant of their* 
order. "Serve, assist, and mutually supporfl 
each other; augment our numbers ; rendei* 
yourselves at least independent ; and leavu 
to time and posterity the care of doing thd 
rest. When your numbers shall be adg' 
meuted to a certain degree, and you shall 
have acquired strength by your union, hesi- 
tate no longer, but begin to render your' 
selves powerful and formidable to th-l 
wicked," i. e., (all your opposers.) "Yoif 
vvi II soon acquire sufficient force to bind tlnl 
hands of your opponents, and subjugate themj 
Extend and multiply the children of lightj 
till force and numbers shall throw power in. 
to our hands." "Nations must be brough! 
hack — by whatever means — peaceably, if i' 
can bo done ; if not ; then by force. Fo ; 
all subordination must be made to vanisM 
liom the earth." (Barreul.) 

One who loves and seeks for truth and Ugh' 
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KNOWLEDGE OF THE FUTURE ANi I 
ITS VALUE.

Jehovah kept Moses eonatautly apprise 
of all his intentions respecting that natioi 
all during their journeyings in the wilderness 
and all God's dealings of good aud evil wen 
recorded by this prophet for the admonitioi 
of that nation to the end of time. Th< 
prophets from Samuel to Malachi foresaw 
and proclaimed and wrote prediction '< 
respecting nations and cities of their owi 
time then in prosperity, which prediction 
declared their downfall and irrevocabl 
doom, and which have been fulfilled to th 
very letter so that Jehovah now says to . 
gainsaying and scoffing world : "Seek ye oul 
of the book of the Lord, and read : uo on' 
of these shall fail ; for my mouth it hatl 
commanded." And these prophets of Goi 
for their fidelity to his Word and the peopl • 
were shut up in prisons, loathsome, dark an 
damp ; sawn asunder, and wandered »' 
wildernesses, desolate dens and caves of th< 
earth ! Some of their predictions they wer 
permitted to see fulfilled in their own day 
and others in the way of fulfillment befor: 
they departed this life. 

Jeans added his testimony to Moses au< 
the prophets respecting the final overthrov. 
of Jerusalem, and the dispersion of th' 
nation of the Jews among all people t« 
the ends of the earth. He forewarned th ■ 
generation that rejected aud crucified hiii 
that, "all these things should come upon tin 
generation." Beholding the city He "wepl 
over it, saying, if thou hadst known, ever 
thou, at least in this thy day, the thing' 
which belong unto thy peace ! but now the} 
are hid from thine eyes. For the days will 
come upon thee, that thine enemies shall 
cast a trench about thee, and compass the<< 
round, and keep thee in on every side, am! 
shall lay thee even with the gouud, and thy 
children within thee ; and they shall not 
leave in thee one stone upon another, be 
cause thou knewest not the time of thy vis- 
itation'.'' 

This destruction of Jerusalem, together 
with the time for its overthrow was revealed 
in Dan. 9 : 24-27. "Seventy weeks are de- 
termined upon thy people and upon thy holy 
city, to finish the transgression, and to make 
an end of sins, and to make reconciliation 
for iniquity, and to bring in everlasting 
righteousness, and to seal up the vision and 
prophecy, and to anoint the Most Holy. 
Know, therefore, and understand, tha' 
from the going forth of the conunandmeu; 
to restore and to build Jerusalem unto tin 
Messiah the Prince shall be seven weeks, 
and threescore aud two weeks : the stree 
shall be built again, and the wall, even in 



troublous times. And after threescore and 
two weeks shall Messiah be cut off, but not 
for himself: and the people of the prince 
jthat Bhall come shall destroy the city and 
the sanctuary ; and the end thereof shall 
be with a flood, and unto the end of the 
war desolations are determined. And he 
shall confirm the covenant with many for 
one week ; and in the midst of the week he 
shall cause the sacrifice and the oblation to 
cease, and for the overspreading of abomin- 
ations, he shall make it desolate, even until 
the consummation and that determined shall 
be poured upon the desolate." 

To his chosen disciples and Church, Je9us 
gave the sign which was to. betoken the 
destruction of that city nigh, and which was 
heeded by them aud they fled in safety : — . 
i 4 When, ye shall see Jerusalem compassed 
with armies, then know that the desolation 
thereof is nigh. Then let them which are 
in Judea flee to the mountains ; and let them 
which are in the midst of it depart out ; and 
let not them that are in the countries enter 
thereinto. For these be the days of ven- 
geance, that all things which are written may 
be fulfilled." Luke 21st. The church 
heeding this sign given by the Saviour 
escaped the terrors of that dreadful siege, 
while the blinded, and unbelieving, and 
simple Jew rushed into danger. Those Jews 
without the city rushed within it for protec- 
tion, and those within tarried therein taking 
shelter first in the temple until it was burned 
over their heads, and then to Mt. Zion till 
they were slaughtered by the sword or 
carried captive. 

The Christian Church was early apprised 
by the apostles of the coming and revelation 
of Antichrist, that wicked, persecuting power 
into whose hands "the saints of the Most 
High" should be given for many centuries. 
As the church drew near the epoch of his 
revelation, and knowing that he could not be 
revealed until Pagan Rome ceased to exist, 
according to Paul, 2 Thes. 2d, Christians 
actually prayed for the continuance of that 
empire, dreading the manifestation of that 
more wicked persecuiiig power that was to 
succeed. In Tertullian's Apology to the 
Roman Emperor he says: "Christians are 
under a particular necessity of praying for 
the emperors, and for the continued state of 
the empire ; because we know that dreadful 
power which hangs over the world, aud the 
conclusion of the age, which threatens the 
most horrible evils, is restrained by the con- 
tinuance of the time appointed for the 
Roman Empire. This is what we would 
not experience ; and while we pray that it 
may be deferred, we hereby show our good 
will to the perpetuity of the Roman State." 

As the Christian Church was to be pro- 
vided with a secure home in the wilderness 
during the thousand years of Antichrist's 
reign. Rev. 12th; in the days of Constan- 
tino and his immediate successors, when 
dissensions rent the church — when secular 
power began to crush the vitality of the 
Christian faith, the pious and devout Chris- 
tians fled into obscurity in mountain fast- 
nesses. The Waldenses claim that their 
seclusion took place soon after Christianity 
had been nationalized by Constautine. 
John Huss, in the fourteenth century, fore- 
saw the coming reformation, together with 
other faithful Christian meu and martyrs, 
that wa9 to succeed the dark night of Papal 
tyranny over the world. In D'Aubigne's Hist. 
Ref. p. 36 we have this statement. "John 
Huss when driven from Prague and com- 
pelled to wander in the fields of Bohemia, 
where he was followed by an immense crowd 
eager to catch his words said, — "The wicked 
have begun by laying treacherous snares 
for the goose ;" (The word Huss in Bohe- 
mia signifies goose) "But if even the goose, 
which ia only a domestic fowl, a tame 
creature, and unable to rise high in the air, 
has yet broken their snares, other birds, 
whose flight carries them boldly toward 
heaven, will break them with much more 
power. Instead of a feeble goose, the truth 
will send forth eagles and sharp, keen-eyed fal- 
cons." The Reformers fulfilled this prediction. 

From the depth of his dungeon he fore- 
saw the Reformation of the church at hand. 
He had a dream, which he said was not, 
however, a dream. One night he saw the 
pictures of Christ which were painted on the 
walls of his chapel effaced by the Pope and 
his bishops. The dream distressed him. 
Next night he saw several painters engaged 
in restoring the figures in greater numbers 
and more vivid coloring. The work done, 
the painters were surrounded by an immense 
multitude, who exclaimed : "Now let the 
Popes and Bishops come when they will. 
They will never again be able to efface 
them." "I rejoiced, and many other persons,' 
he says, "and I hold it certain that the image 
of Christ will never be effaced. They at- 
tempted to destroy it; but it will be im- 
! printed anew on the hearts of men by much 
better preachers than myself; and I awak- 
ing from the dead, and rising from the grave 
shall leap for joy." 

Thus he clearly foresaw the Protestant 
Reformation which shook the world, and 
which was to continue until the end of time, 

and the resurrection of the just.

QUARTERLY MEETING OP STANDING 
COMMITTEE OF A. M. A. 

Pursuant to the call of the President, the 
Standing Committee of the A. M. A., assem- 
bled at the Rooms of the Advent Herald, 46$ 
Kneeland Street, on the 25th day of January 
1865 ; the Presideut, Elder Litch, in the 
Chair. After prayer by Elder Osier, the 
Secretary being abaeut, J. H. Van ' Derzee 
was chosen Secretary pro tern. 

The Report of the Treasurer was here 
read, and on motion accepted. 

A discussion then followed as to the pub- 
lication of tracts, more especially as to the 
better method of publishing. At the close 
of the discussion it was determined that the 
whole matter be left with Elder Litch aud 
Bro. R. R. Kuowles, and that they have 
power to act in the matter, in the employ- 
ment of extra help, for the printing aud pub- 
lication of the tracts, or the hiring of the 
printing &c, at other establishments, as tbey 
should deem best for the interests of the as- 
sociation.

These words, as they stand in the book of 
Jeremiah, were probably meant to set forth 
the sin of Israel. The prophet's heart is 
very full of sadness ; he can hear the cries 
of the people in the streets of Jerusalem. 
They are moaning for sot row, because of the 
oppression of the Chaldeans — the nation that 
dwelt afar off; and in the midst of their 
bitterness and woe, they remember the God 
whom they had forgotten in their prosperity : 
but this remembrance is not a gracious one ; 
they do not remember him to humble them- 
selves before him, but to briDg accusations 
against him. They inquire, "Is not the 
Lord in Zion ? is not her king in her ?" 
As if they felt, "The people of the Lord, the 
people of the Lord are we, and therefore he 
is bound to seud us a deliverance." They 
accuse the faithfulness of Jehovah, because 
he justly suffers them to be downtrodden for 
their sins. Then the Lord, speaking by the 
prophet, tells them the reason why, although 
present among them, he did not help them : 
''Why have they provoked me to anger with 
their graven images, and with strange van- 
ities ?" If they believed him to be present, 
why did they set up false gods ? If they 
considered him to be their God, why did 
they turn aside to the vanities of the heath- 
en ? His presence among them had been the 
occasion of greater provocation, since they 
had mocked him in his face and set up idols 
in his own temple. In the twentieth verse 
he represents the people as breaking forth 
into another dolorous and lamentable cry, 
"We thought that God would help us in the 
days of harvest ; but the harvest is past. 
We dreamed that he would chase away our 
enemies when the summer months had 
come ; but the summer is ended, and stil 
Chaldea has her foot upon Judea'sneck, still 
we drink the wormwood and the gall, and 
our enemies open their mouths at us. The 
harvest is past, and the summer is ended, 
and we are not saved." 

We find in the New Testament, that some- 
times the apostles used the language of 
the prophets in other than the original 
sense. Finding the prophetic words to be 
expressive of a sense which they themselves 
wished to couvey to the people, they did, as 
it were, take the horses and chariot of the 
prophet, aud drive them in another direction. 
So I intend to do this morning. It strikes 
me that there is no text in Scripture more 
applicable to our present condition than this. 
"Behold the voice of the cry of the daughter 
of my people because of them that dwell in 
a far country." We have been crying and 
pleading with God for the multitude of far- 
off sinners who know nothing of him. 

We will begin, therefore, by dwelling 
upon the crt/ ; then comes a question, a ques- 
tion much requiring earnest thought at pres- 
ent — "I« not the Lord in Zion ? is not her 
kin" in her ?" — then we have another ques- 
tion, which may cause searching of heart 
both amongst saints and sinners — "Why 
have they provoked me to anger with their 
graven images and strange vanities ?" — and 
our text concludes with another cry, not the 
cry of gracious souls for others, but the cry 
of graceless sinners for themselves, "The 
harvest is past the summer is ended, and we 
are not saved. 

L At the outset we have in our text A 

fftt- hi. ; lo nifHtfifi ban «»•**!!* -HIT .uoit 
Observe the word ''Behold." I have told 
you many times that wherever the word 
"behold" occurs in Scripture, it is a sort of 
sign-post to show that there is good enter- 
tainment within. God puts this "N. B." in 
the margin, that we may observe well what 



it is that he is saying to us. Tl 8 ? "behold" 
here is the mark of a8tonLshme ,ir . We are 
to "Behold the voice of the cry c the daugh- 
ter of my people" as an unusual thing. So 
seldom does Israel cry unto the Lord, she is 
so negligent of prayer, she is so silent when 
she ought to be incessant in her petitions, 
that when at last she does cry, her .voice is 
a wonder in God's ears. I have felt this 
week in the state of mind which ia indicated 
by that interjection, "Behold !" When I 
sat on this platform on Monday night, and 
marked your sobs, and tears, and heard the 
suppressed sighs aud groans of the great 
multitude then assembled, I could not but 
say, "Behold !" And yet it ought not to be 
a wonder, it ought not to be a strange thing 
for God's people to be in earnest, or for 
sinners to feel brokenness of heart. If 
prayer be the Christian's breath, why then, 
to see a multitude breathing, should never 
be a spectacle. If to pray unto God be the 
Christian's daily privilege, then to approach 
the throne of God with prevalent earnest- 
ness, should never be looked upon with 
astonishment. Yet, brethren, we must frank- 
ly confess that it is so. True prayer is an 
astonishing thing ! prevalent intercourse is 
an amazing thing : and if you want to see 
something that will really thrill you with a 
holy wonder, attend a prayer meeting where 
the Holy Ghost is present in the ful- 
ness of his power, and where the brethren 
pray, not as a mere matter of form, but as 
if filled with the fulness of God. Such 
meetings as we have had during the past 
week are things to marvel at. Behold : it 
has become a wonder for God's people real- 
ly to cry. Ah ! there are some of you to 
whom weeping over sinners would be a 
uove Ity ; some of you professors to whom 
agonizing for souls would be a new thing : 
you do pray for sinners in your usual prayers, 
but you do not know what it is to travail 
in birth for souls ; you never feel as if your 
heart would break if souls be not saved. 
You do not feel the burden of the Lord laid 
upon you till you are crushed in the du6t 
and made to groan out, "God have mercy 
upon these poor perishing souls." With 
some of you it wonld be a great wonder to 
be really on a blaze ; and if we heard you 
cry, we should be compelled to say, "Behold 
the voice of the cry of my people." 

Notice how this prayer is described. It 
is a cry; "Behold the cry." A cry is the 
most natural form of utterance. It is a natur- 
al expression made up of pain and desire 
for relief. A cry is the first sign of human 
life ; as if to indicate that we are most alive 
when most we cry ; as if 'a cry were the 
way to life and the path to higher life ever 
afterwards. A cry I There is something 
cutting and piercing in it ; it cleaves its way 
up to the throne of God. A spiritual cry ! 
It is born in the heart, down deep in the.ro- 
cesses of regenerate nature. It is not a 
mere lip-worship, it is not a thing of the 
tongue and of the jaw. A cry ! it conies 
from the very soul, and hence it reaches to 
God's ear and God's heart. A cry I it is a 
plaintive, bitter, painful thing : and, mark 
ye; God's people seldom get a blessing in 
the conversion of souls till their prayer 
turns into a cry mingled with weeping ; 
and if there be sobbing and groaning, it is 
none the worse. You know, dear friends, 
the difference between the prayers which 
are not cries, and those which are. When 
a brother merely prays what we call prayer, 
he stands up and utters- very proper words, 
very edifying, very suitable no doubt, and 
then he has done. Another brother comes 
forward ; he wants a blessing, he tells the 
Lord what he desires ; he takes the prom- 
ises, he wrestles with God and then he seems 
to say, "I will not let thee go except thou 
bless me." He cannot be satisfied till, with 
the cry of "Abba, Father," he has come be- 
fore the throne and really obtained au au- 
dience with the Most High. 

Note again, for every word of our text is 
suggestive, it is "Behold the voice of the cry 
of the daughter of my people." It is not enough 
to bo earnest, you must know what you are 
earnest about ; the cry must have a voice 
which is as far as possible understood by 
yourself, and a voice which has a meaning 
in it before God. I am afraid there have 
been some meetings against which the 
charge of fanaticism might be very fairly 
brought, because, while there was an admir- 
able earnestness which it were well for colder 
Christians to copy, there was a lack of un- 
derstanding, a want of really knowing what 
they were at. Behold, we must be clear 
when we come before God that we really 
are asking for something. Our soul must 
prepare itself by meditation upou its owu 
needs, and upon the need of the people, to 
express an intelligent desire before God. 
Cry ! cry aloud as much as you will ; but 
remember, when "the voice said cry," the 
prophet said, "What shall I cry ?" And so 
when I come before God in prayer, I must 
ask him "What I shall cry ?" and I must 
get a clear sense of what it is at which I am 
driving. For if an archer takes no aim, he 
may pull his bow with all his might, but he 



Church, now work mightily, and get to thy 
name great renown iu the midst of the dense 
crowd among whom we dwell." O God, 
this is the voice of the cry of thy people. 
• Further, study the matter of the voice — it 
was "for them that dwell in a far country." 
In what a far country does every sinner 
dwell ! "He took his journey into a far coun- 
try, and there wasted his substance with 
riotous living." The sinner who is nearest 
to God is still in a far country. You moral- 
ists, how far off you are from God. Dear 
Mr. Offord sakl, the other night, "Can any 
of you tell how far off God is from the un- 
pardoned sinner? Remember, you are on 
this side of sin, and God is on the other 
eide of it, but can any one tell how far God 
is lrom the other side of sin ! His pure and 
holy eyes cannot even look on it. Then, 
how far must he -be from it ! You are just 
so far off from God as God i3 from siu. ad- 
ded to the breadth and length of sin itself. 
See your siu towering like a stupendous 
Alp ; you cannot cross that barrier, and 
God is far away on the other side of that 
mountain. This is your wretched position, 
afar off from God " Now, the prayers, I 
hope, of God's people have been going up 
for all the far-off ones that infinite mercy 
would make them nigh by the blood of 
Christ. There are certain special far-off 
ones whom we ought to mention in our 
prayers, and whom we ought to labor after 
in our Christum efforts. Do not forget the 
harlot when thou prayest : illustrious tro- 
phies of divine grace have been snatched 
from the kennel and the pavement. Do not 
forget the poorest of the poor, the vilest of 
the vile, and those who dwell in haunts 
where theft, ignorance, and crime do fester. 
Pray for these most ; they most need your 
entreaties : and let your prayer be a cry — a 
cry like that of Jesus when he wept over 
Jerusalem. It would be one of the healthi- 
est things in all the world for you Christian 
people, if you were to spend a day with City 
Missionaries and Bible Woman, in the very 
worst of our back slums. If your cry did 
not come up then for those who dwell in a 
far country, I despair of your knowing what 
true religion means. The fact is, we do not 
face the sin of London. We, like the os- 
trich, bury our heads and shut our eyes, so 
as to avoid seeing the evil. We can so 
easily get to our places of worship along the 
front streets, in which there is a fringe of 
respectability aud order, and so on, that we 
forget the dark lanes, the blind alleys, the 
dingy courts, the places where poverty, suf- 
fering, sin, and ignorance abound. O dear 
friends, if we do not go further, if we do 
not thiuk of foreigu lands, we have still 
reason enough for putting up the voice of 
our cry for those who are "in a far country," 
and yet dwell at home in England. 

Still, I must have you remark another 
word in the text — for "those that dwell in a 
far country :" there are some of you who 
make a long abode in a far county. You 
were afar off from God eleven years ago ; 
I preached at you then. Yon were afar off 
from God five or six years ago, when re- 
vivals were fequent. When this Tabernacle 
was opened, you came here and took your seat, 
and you were afar off from God then, and 
you are afar off now. The fact is, you have 
taken up your dwellings ; you have made a 
settlement iu one of the parishes of the City 
of Destruction ; you are making out a claim 
to be enrolled in the devil's register ; you 
dwell in the far-off land. If you were uneasy 
and felt yourselves to be strangers and for- 
eigners in the land of destruction, how 
would I clap my hands for joy ; for you 
would soon be rid of your old master if you 
once felt sick of him. But no ! you dwell 
in that country, and I suppose will do so, 
till you are taken from it to make your lodg- 
ing-place in the flames of bell for ever. O, 
may God prevent it ! but I fear it of some 
of you. There are some who listen to my 
words, who are made to feel under them. I 
heard but the other day of one who was seta 
trembling and shivering under the gospel ; 
he could not but come and hear though it 
was ajways like a great hammer to him. 
His friends and companions by much per- 
severing effort laughed him out of coming 
here ; they could not bear that he should 
come to hear the despised preacher ; though 
he had been a dreadful drunkard and swear- 
er before, and was then sober, yet they pre- 
ferred his drunkenness to his coming here. 
Bitterly have they had to rue it ; for he 
went back to his sins and became as gross 
a sinner as before ; and then when he was 
killing himself with sin, they began to wish 
him to come here again, but it was to late, 
he would not come agaiu ; perhaps he dare 
not. A dreadful remorse settled upon him, 
and under its influence he put an end to his 
own existence. Take care any of you who 
hate the gospel, that ye do not laugh at 
other men's convictions ; and when the gos- 
pel does come home with power to any, do 
not be the devil's advocate and stand up aud 
plead against God. God forgive those who 
do this, aud may none of us be guilty of it !

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STEVENSON AND THDRMAN ON 
CHRONOLOGY. 



In our last, we showed from the highest 
astronomical authorities, that the motions of 
the moon are irregular, and that therefore 
ancient eclipses cannot be calculated with 
exactness. Hence, Mr. Stevenson argued, 
we must accept the records of history that 
they occurred at the time specified, although 
we mny not be able at this day to fiud the 
eclipses precisely as recorded.

But 
we mean that the chronology -of Ptolemy's 
canon in its great ontliue is sustained by the 
most indubitable evidence ; the concurrent 
testimony of ancient historians, the Olympi- 
ads, the era of Nabonassa, monumental rec- 
ords, and in many cases astronomical evi- 
dence. 

We now proceed to notice Mr. Stevenson's 
monumental evidence, founded on the rec- 
ords of the Parian marbles, called the Pari- 
an Cnronicle, or Arundel Marbles. 

The history of these marbles, as given in 
Dr. Hale's Chonology, is briefly this : 

"These celebrated marbles, with many 
other relics of antiquity, were purchased in 
Asia Minor, in Greece, or in the islands of 
the Archipelago, by Mr. William Petty, a 
skillful and indefatigable antiquary, employed 
bj Thomas, Earl of Arundel, in the year 
1 624, for the purpose of making such collec- 
tions for him in the East. They were brought 
into England about the beginning of the year 
1627, and placed in the gardens belonging to 
Arundel House, in the Strand, London. 

"On their arrival, they excited a lively cu- 
riosity, and were viewed by many inquisi- 
tive and learned men ; among others, by Sir 
Robert Cotton, who went immediately to 
that profound scholar and antiquary, Selden, 
and entreated him to undertake the explana- 
tion of the Greek inscriptions engraved on 
the marbles. Selden readily complied with

1775. "Can't help that, my tables are exact, 
and they say the eclipse was in 1805." Yes, 
but here is the Lexington monument which 
says the same thing. "My tables are correct," 
says Mr. Thurman, "aud give the eclipse in 
1805; and therefore the battle was in Dec. 
1799." But Mr. Thfirinah, does the histori- 
au say there was an eclipse at that time 
"No," he answers, "but the stars shone and 
the darkness could only have been produced 
by an eclipse." 

Which shall we accept, the concurrent 
history, or Mr. Thurman's eclipse?

"Of these marbles, the most curious and 
valuable is unquestionably that which con- 
tained the precious fragment of the Parian 
Chronicle, which, in its perfect state, exhibit- 
ed a chronological detail of the principal 
events of Greece, and the neighboring states, 
beginning with the accession of Cecrops, B- 
C. 1582, and ending with the archonship of 
Diognetus, at Athens, B. C. 264. But the 
Chronicle of the last 90 years was lost, so 
that the part now remaining ends at the 
archonship of Diotimus, B. C 354. In this

In 
the centre of the place was a large silver 
vessel, intended to receive the blood of the 
victims. 

When the hour had come the King ad- 
vanced, took a very thin steel sabre, and 
depressed the heads of the two prisoners he 
was about to immolate. These poor wretch- 
es, on the order given to them, were placed 
at the edge o f the vessel which was about 
to catch their blood. At the conclusion of 
the first execution, the crowd uttered en- 
thusiastic shouts of applause for full five 
minutes, after which the King resumed his 
seat on the throne. The other ten prisoners 
were executed by the great fetish man, or 
high priest, who picked up each victim's 
head and showed it to the people, whilst 
they uttered ferocious yells. When all was 
over the populace fell upon the bodies of 
the unfortunate victims, they cut them into 
pieces and then drank their blood. The 
King retired iu great pomp, and caused the 
twelve heads to be fixed on the walls of his 
palace. These monstrous scenes occur three 
or four tiroes a year, and this iu the nine- 
teenth century ! Unfortunately, human 
sacrifices are not confined to the kingdom 
of Dahomey. They take place also very 
frequently in the kingdoms of Abbeokuta, 
Ashantee and Benin, also situated in Africa, 
and in the same region is Dahomey.

HUMAN SACRIFICES AT DAHOMEY. 

The Paris Monileur publishes a letter 
fiom Whydah, which supplies details re- 
specting the festival of human sacrifices re- 
cently held at Abomey, the capital of Daho- 
mey, before the king, and in presence of all 
his great dignitaries of State. The letter 
says : ',, .. ,'•„■ *.f |.;>.' . .>• i 

The king announced to the people that in 
a short time, to honor the names of Agougo- 
or, his ancestor, and King Gezo, his father, 
forty prisoners belonging to the rebel tribe 
of Akaukas would be immolated in the mar- 
ket place at Abomey, with the nsual cere- 
mony. Three days afterward he decided 
that this barbarous deed should be accom- 
plished one hour before sunrise. Many 
Europeans who were in town had an audi- 
ence of the monarch, and implored hiin to 
give up the horrible sacrifice. The king 
declared that he could not suppress the na- 
tional festival, but that in consideration for 
the foreigners he consented to reduce the 
number of the victims to twelve. On the 
eve of the sacrifice he went to a great shed, 
under which the forty prisoners were se- 
cured to posts. 

He gave an order that twenty-eight should 
be released, and that they should be taken 
back to their prisons, and then addressed 
himself to the twelve others, iu order to an- 
nounce to them that the next morning, in 
expiation of the crimes committed by the

VAGABOND LANGUAGE.

STRIKING INCIDENT. 

The following incident is related in a re- 
cently published biography, entitled, "The 
Earnest Life ; or, Memorials of the Rev. 
Thomas Owen Keysell," un English Wes- 
leyan preacher: 

In connection with one of Mr. KeyselPs 
Sunday night sermons at St. Peter's a re- 
markable incident occurred. While preach- 
ing with great impressiveness, he suddenly 
paused in the midst of his discourse, and 
then remarked in a tone peculiarly solemn : 
"I have not often particular impressions iu 
the pulpit, and when I have, I am slow to 
give utterance to them. But to-night I feel 
compelled to express what weighs upon my 
mind. I believe there are persons in this 
chapel who, if they reject the offer of salva- 
tion, will never have another opportunity of 
beiug saved ! This is the last !" It so hap- 
pened that there was in the congregation a 
man and wife given to habits of inebriety, 
who, from some unaccountable motive, turned 
into the chapel that evening. Their atten- 
tion had been arrested by the intense ear- 
nestness of the preacher, and their fears 
alarmed by the sermon ; but when they heard 
the words. quoted, they immediately inter- 
changed looks of deep concern. "He means 
thee P* whispered the man ; to which the 
woman replied, "He means thee!" They 
went home, re tolved to seek salvation ; but 
before retiring to rest, the new-made resolu- 
tion was drowned in strong drink. Next 
day, while standing at his stall, the man was 
kuocked down by a conveyance, and died 
from the effects. The woman was taken ill, 
and before the same minister occupied St. 
Peter's pulpit again, she was a corpse. 

Spirit Drinking. — The London Times 
is preaching temperance.

At present there is a soldier at the Chest- 
nut Hill Military Hospital, Philadelphia, 
who has not slept for a single momeut for 
fourteen years and six months. This may 
seem incredible, but, nevertheless, it is true, 
and can be verified by uumbers of persons. 
The individual is an intelligent man, natural- 
ly, and has had the benefit of a moderate ed- 
ucation. His name is C. D. Saunders, Or- 
derly Sergeant ot Company G, Thirteenth 
Virginia Volunteers. He entered the service 
of the United States on December 28, 1863. 
He is in the forty-fifth year of his age. His 
health has been generally excellent during 
his life. 

In 1849 he was attacked with cholera, aud 
since that period with lung fever on two oc- 
casions. In the summer of 1850 sleep for- 
sook him, and since that time he has never 
felt the least drowsy. He has always led a 
temperate life. His wife and children reside 
in Putnam county. West Virginia. Since 
he entered the Union army he has been on 
seven raids and four charges, during which 
time he informs us that he never felt tired or 
sleepy. He was in the four charges • made 
beyond Harper's Ferry, Va., on the 17th, 
18th, 19th and 20th of last August, and yet 
did not feel the least sleepy. Why is it that 
he cannot or does not sleep, is as much a 
mystery to him as it is to man}' scientific 
gentlemen, who, having had their attention 
called to him, have beeu astounded in their 
attempts to investigate the cause. 

Upou one occasion, at his request, a num- 
ber of curiously-inclined gentleman watched 
him for forty-two days and nights consecu- 
tively, in order, if possible, to arrive at the 
cause of the wonderful phenomenon. These 
gentlemen took turns with each other in the 
progress of watching, so that if he should 
chance to sleep it would-be observed. Some 
of the watchers became drowsy, and it was 
as much as he could do to awaken them. 

This singular man was sent to Philadel- 
phia by order of the field surgeon. He was 
admitted into the hospital at Chestnut Hill, 
on the 17th of November last, suffering from 
chronic cliurrhea and rheumatism. He has 
nearly recovered from physical disability; 
his appetite is good, but yet he does not 
sleep. He retires to bed, the same as other 
soldiers, but he cannot sleep. He simply re- 
ceives physical rest. This brief narrative of 
a most wonderful phenemenon may seem 
fabulous, but the reader is assured that it is 
the truth.

A Timelt Sermon on the Shore. —

Effects op Petroleum on the Ner- 
vous System. — Dr. Georges has observed 
that the emanations of petroleum have a 
weakening effect on the muscular system, 
and cause headache, especially in the case 
of nervous people and those who live in a 
confined atmosphere, exposed to these emana- 
tions. He states that the latter contain a 
peculiar principle which may be eliminated^ 
and is found to act principally on the heart 
and brain. Ether of petroleum may, he 
adds, be used to cool the integuments dur- 
ing surgical operations, because it causes no 
paiu on the bleeding parts. — Medical and 
Surgical Reporter. 

A Bad Practice. — Many persons who 
use kerosene lamps are in the habit, when 
going to bed or when leaving a room for a 
short time, of turning the wick down low in 
order to save the consumption of oil. The 
consequence is that the air of the room soon 
becomes vitiated by the uncousuraed oil 
vapors, by the gas produced by particles of 
smoke and soot which are thrown off. Air 
thus poisoned is deadly in its effects, and the 
wonder is that more persons arc not immedi- 
ately aud fatally injured by breathing it. Ir- 
ritation aud inflammation of the throat aud 
lungs, headache, dizziness and nausea are 
among its effects. — Boston Journal.

Twelve years after this occurrence, the 
girl had grown to a woman. One bright 
afternoon she was walking with her hus- 
band in the garden, when she observed a 
young man in workman's chess, leaning 
over the fence, and looking attentively 
at her and at the flowers. Turning lo 
her husband she said; "It does me good 
to see people admiring the garden; I'll 
give that young man some of the flow- 
ers;" and approaching bim she said.

LIGHTING PAPER AT A LAMP. 

If the end of a piece of ordinary pa- 
per is inserted in the blaze of a candle, 
it will take fire instantaneously, but if a 
similar piece of paper be passed down 
the chimney of a kerosene lamp, it will 
not ignite. If a piece of light wood be 
thrown upon an anthracite fire in a 
grale at the back side next the chimney, 
it will smoulder away without . any 
blaze, but if it be drawn forward to the 
front edge of the fire it will flash in- 
stantly into flame. 

These facts would have been unfath- 
omable mysteries to the ancient authors 
ol classic literature, who believed that 
fire was one of the four elemenis, but 
they are very simple to the modern 
school boy, who knows that combustion 
is the chemical combition of two sub- 
stances. As the burning of paper is the 
act of combining its carbon and hydro- 
gen with oxygen, the presence of oxy- 
gen is just as essential to combustion 
as the presence of the paper. 

Oxygen, forming one fifth of the vol- 
ume of atmospheric air, and being min- 
gled in it mechanically, is met with in a 
free state wherever the atmosphere ex- 
ists. Cold oxygen might lie by the side 
of cold paper forever without any combi- 
nation taking place, but if they are 
heated lo about 1000 degrees they im- 
mediately enter into combination. In 
lighting paper, the office of blaze is to 
heat the paper to the temperature at 
which it will combine with oxygen, and 
if this is done in the atmosphere where 
the oxygen is always present, the ele- 
ments enter into that rapid combination 
which is combustion. 

The air in the interior of a lamp 
chimney has been deprived of its oxy- 
gen by burning the oil. If a careful 
analysis were made of this air it would 
be found to consist of nitrogen, steam, 
carbonic acid; the nitrogen being left 
from the air after the oxygen is con-

sumed, the steam being formed by the 
combination of oxygen wilhT/ie hydro- 
gen of the oil, and the carbi^.ic acid by 
the combination of oxygen vath the car- 
bon of the oil. 

The wood on the back side of a grate 
fire is decomposed by the action of heat, 
its hydrogen being driven off as a gas, 
and floating up the chimney, but this 
hydrogen does not burn because the air 
that rises through the fire has been de- 
prived of its oxygen in burning the coal. 
But if the stiek be daawn to the front 
edge of the grate, the hydrogen as it es- 
capes encounters the the free oxygen of 
the atmosphere, and will flash into flame. 
— Scientific American. 

THE HUNTER EAGLE. 

"We shall not want for fine game 
this season said a peasant to his son. 
" There is a fine eagle's nest on the 
south cliffs. We will build us a little 
hut beneath it, and have our scaling- 
ladders and grappling-irons ready by 
the time the young are hatched.

MISSION JOURNAL. 



A week since I spent a night with the 
Rev. J. G. McKee, Missionary here from 
, the United Presbyterian Church. During 
the evening he said he would like to have 
me accompany him to one of the cabins a 
short distance. I readily complied with his 



I would. We went to the barrack desig- 
nated, found it empty, but in a most filthy 
condition. After some hard scrubiug aud 
sweeping, he pronounced it ready for the 
"bunks," which he said the carpenter was 
making. Sending out for them, they were 
brought in — sixteen •of them, of sufficient 
width to hold two children each. They 
were about 15 inches high, made of rough, 
wet, old boards ; the bottom, iustead of be- 
ing slatted, or intended to be at all elastic 
was a solid one. But I comforted myself 
that if a good mattrass was placed upon it 
it might be the little friendless ones could 
be kept free from dampness and made com- 
forable. But when the bedding was brought, 
I made up my mind that in that cold, un- 
finished building, with hardly any fuel or a 
scant fire, that asylum would become a 
hospital. Two coarse shabby blankets were 
allotted each bunk ; one for the children to 
lie on, and the other to lie over them. I 
inquired if that was all that the asylum was 
to be furnished with, and got as a reply, 
that it was all that this class of people need- 
ed. I pointed out the effect which the wet 
lumber of the bunks would have upon the 
occupants, by imparting its dampness to the 
blanket, and, that lying cold and damp, the 
little forsaken ones would soon go to the 
"dead tent." After placing eight bunks on 
each side of the room, with their foot toward 
the center, they were made up as above 
indicated, and all was ready for the gather- 
ing in of the poor orphans.

Her 
daughter was nearly gone too, she said, and 
phe was old and uearly frozen herself! 
Farther inquiries revealed the following 
fact : The daughter had a husband who 



miles away, but came home once a week to 
bring v, hut he could to supply the necessi- 
ties of his sick wife and her aged mother, 
lie had not been home this week as usual, 
and Mi their extreme destitute condition. 
The three children died from exposure to 
t lie cold before a shelter could be obtained 
after their arrival here. The old lady said 
that they all lay in the open field three days 
and two nights after they got hero, and the 
children all died, they were so nearly frozen ; 
and, she added, my daughter is dying from 
the same cause. 

"Mr. M. now arriving with a light and 
some fuel, wo built a fire in the fireplace ; 
but the smoke was worse to us than the 
cold. The chimney begun with stones and 
mud, had been carried but five feet towards 
the roof of the cabin^ anil although a large 
hole was cut in the roof for the smoke to 
escape through, much o( it with the ciuders 
fell all around, and the atmosphere in a few 
minutes was such that one could hardly see 
in or breathe. The condition of the poor 
woman on the fh Or was the first thing to be 
considered. She was nearly speechless ; her 
hands and feet cold, and life fast ebbing 
away. We threw some stones into the fire, 
anil when they were heated, wrapped them 
in cloths and had the old lady put them to 
the sick woman's feet and hands. I gave 
her some medicine, and after commeuding 
them both to God for the night, we went 
home. The mother was a mulatto, but the 
daughter was uearly white, and both were 
as intelligent, as the average of white people 
here at the south. 

Jan. 17. This morning Mr. Mitchel, 
Agent here of the Penn. Freedmen's Relief 
Society, came to me and said that there 
were a good many fatherless and motherless 
children in the camp, and he had obtained 
the consent of the Colonel to clear and clean 
out one of tbo barracks for an orphan 
asylum. He asked me if I would assist him 
in carrying out this design?! replied that 



Jan. 18. My first visit this morning was 
to the asylum. All the little ones were up 
and mostly dressed. A few coals were in 
the box stove in the center of the room, and 
around it crowded the entire number, trem- 
bling with cold. The wood received the 
night before as enough for to-day nlso, had 
been burnt during the night, by the woman 
in charge, in a vain attempt to keep the bar- 
rack warm so that the children might sleep. 
At this sight my heart sank within me. I 
had helped put these children here to sicken 
and die. The asylum' would be one of siek- 
ness and death. The fuel that was to last 
a night and day had all been consumed, and 
none for the day was to be had, except 
through the humanity of the officers. I 
accordingly went to the first officer of the 
camp and stated the case and condition of 
the asylum. lie said that the asylum had 
its allotment or ration of wood the night be- 
fore, and if it had been used prudently, there 
would have been enough to last the day. 
Me however Baid te would send some around 
during the forenoon. I left him, and find- 
ing a pail, went in search of chips with 
which to make a fire in the asylum. With 
the help of two colored lads I obtained 
enough to get the barrack quite comfortable. 
Examining the blankets, I found them so 
damp and frosty, that I determined to hang 
them up during the day to air and dry. 
Accordingly I obtained some ropes, stretched 
them through the upper part of the build- 
ing, and upon them hu?ig the blankets. The 
colored woman in charge of the children re- 
ports that,two are sick, and will not eat their 
bread and meat. On examination I find 
my worst fears confirmed ; that dreadful 
scourge pneumonia is here. At 12 o'clock 
five were on their backs, two of them very 
sick. The wood came before noon, and the 
weather moderating a little the barrack was 
made quite comfortable during the remain- 
der of the day. Iu the evening Bro. Child 
came in, and we had a season of conversa- 



tion and prayer with the orphans, one of 
which we found had committed the Lord's 
Prayer to memory, and so recited it to the 
the rest of the children aud us. We heard 
them sing some of their southern refrains, 
and then putting them in their bunks 
bade them good night, and came away. 

Jan. 19. The reville this morning did 
uot awake me, for I had been waiting for 
the ; 'lap and roll" some time. Before me 
all night have been those little suffering, 
sickening orphans in yonder barrack, and I 
almost shrink from the sad sight that will 
meet me there this morning. But I will go 
and do for them to-day what I can, for it 
now looks as if our stay in camp would be 
short. Found two more sick with fever, 
while three or four more had been attacked 
with diarrhea. Went to the diet kitchen 
and ordered sdnie gruel made for the sick ; 
and although it was against military rule 
and regulation for any one except the regu- 
lar surgeon to prescribe and administer 
medicine in the camp, I nevertheless did it, 
and through all that day reg ained in the 
barrack watching the progress of disease, 
vainly attempting to check it. Mr. M. the 
founder of this asylum has not yet visited 
the camp, and how and why this whole re- 
sponsibility rests upon me I know not. 
Surely I cannot bear. it. They who found 
charitable institutions should found them 
rightly or take the full responsibility of their 
result. I can do nothing to stop the progress 
of these diseases under these circumstances. 
The causes which produced the diseases 
must be removed or the maladies will con- 
tinue and progress, in spite of all medicine. 
What physician can cure pneumonia and 
diarrhea, while the patient lies ou a damp 
cot, in a chilled condition ? And this is 
just the condition of these poor defenceless 
orphans. The night air here is damp and 
piercing, and one requires nearly as much 
clothing as when at the north the thermome- 
ter is at zero. While I have thus been con- 
fined to the asylum, Bro. Child has been en- 
gaged in visiting through the camp, labor- 
ing with all his might to render the condi- 
tion of the sufferers less dreadful. But his 
success like mine has been very small when 
compared with his efforts and the amount 
to be done. But we have done our duty 
while here, and if by God's direction we 
leave, we shall feel that there Avas no more 
for us to do here. 

Jan. 19. It is dicided this morning that 
we leave the camp and return to the Com- 
mission Rooms, and from there survey the 
field which lies east of the city. A large 
field lies there wholly unoccupied, and I 
am fully convinced that God has designed 
it for us. The reasons in favor of our go- 
ing to the camp have been stated, but all 
the reasons and causes of our leaving may 
not be given here. I will say, however, iu 
general tei ms, that we were not wanted by 
those in command, and our contemplated 
work to a great extent, was withheld from 
us. We are sure th-.it in our coming away 
God directed and blessed. Having now de- 
cided to leave, I must find Mr. M. and in- 
form him in regard to the asylum, and have 
him relieve me of all responsibility there. 
I must also see the surgeon and let him 
know the condition in which the children 
are. I accordingly have been a mile to Mr. 
M's. house and found him ; gave him a de- 
scription of things at the barrack, and told 
him I was about to leave, and must not be 
held responsible longer for the condition of 
the asylum. He manifested little or no in- 
terest in the matter, simply saying the sick 
must be taken to the hospital, (which, by the 
way, was only yet in contemplation.) 1 
then went to the surgeon and stated the 
condition of the asylum, and urged an im- 
mediate change for the better. I next went 
and took leave of my little charge. I felt 
attached to them, and when I went around 
among them, bidding them -a silent good bye, 
I could hardly refrain from tears. They 
looked upou me as their best friend, but I 
thought how little under present circurn- 
stauces could I do for them. I was power- 
less. All the power lay in other hands. 
Good bye little ones ; many of you will in a 
few days be put away to rest until the day 
of resurrection, when I hope to meet you 
where war comes opt, nor slavery in any of 
its forms exist. Giving the nurse some di- 
rections in regard to the diet of the sick 
uutil Mr. M. or the Surgeon should arrive, 
I left the barrack, and iu company with Bro- 
C. started for the city. We now turn our 
faceB toward the east, and pray that there 
the Sun of righteousness may arise on many 
hearts now unillumiiiated aud in darkness. 
Up to the present time my health has been 
exceedingly good, but the scenes of the last 
week have so wrought upon my nervous sys- 
tem, and I have labored so hard, that I am 
nearly prostrated ; but hope to rally soon 
lor the work before us. 

If I had au interest in this work when I 
decided to enter upon it, that interest has 
increased at least ten fold since I came here. 
No one at the north who has not been here 
can estimate the necessity and demand for 
labors like ours. The condition in which 
both whites and blacks are, is the most de- 
plorable, and calls forth all the sympathy 
and pity which the heart can possess ; and 
he who i3 not stirred to activity here, must 
indeed be misanthropic and sluggish. If the 



love of Christ constrains Christians in this 
age to do one thing more than another, it is 
to send light aud knowledge to these be- 
nighted ones ; giving them a knowledge of 
God's word iustead of these miserable no- 
tions and fancies of men who have pretend- 
ed here to preach the Gospel to the people- 
The black people are almost a perfect coun- 
part of about two-thirds of the white popula- 
tion. Their language is as good, and their 
living aud maimers as high in the scale of 
civilized life. Nothing has surprised me 
more than the low condition of the greater 
portion of the white population here, and 
the superiority in many respects, of the col- 
ored people. But more in regard to this 
hereafter. 

Jan. 25. We have decided to locate on 
the east side of the city just across the Cum- 
berland river. A large field is here opened 
to us ; and still trusting in God we shall 
enter upon it. I. I. Leslii:.

KNOWLEDGE OP THE FUTURE AND 
ITS VALUE.

Luther and the Reformers knew the time 
and the work demanded of them in their age. 
Early in Luther's contest with Rome he 
writes to Spalatiu thus : 

"I am reading the decretals ot the Pontiffs, 
and, let me whisper it in your ears, I know 
not whether the Pope is antichrist himself, 
or whether he is his apcstle ; so misrepresent- 
ed, and even crucified, does Christ appear in 
them." But he grew in knowledge and iu 
faith and afterward said: "I will rouse tRe 
cholnr of that Italian beast." 

"lie kept his word," says his historian. 
"In his answer to a Roman theologian, he 
proved by the Revelations of Daniel and St. 
John, by the epistles of Paul, St. Peter, and 
St. Jude, that the kingdom of antichrist, pre- 
dicted and described in the Bible, was no 
other than the Papacy." 

"I know for certain," said he, "that our 
Lord Jesus Christ liveth and reigneth. In 
the strength of that assurance I could face 
ten thousand Popes, and never shrink. May 
God visit us at length according to his infi- 
nite power, and hasten the day of the glori- 
ous coming of his eon, in which he shall de- 
stroy that man of sin. And let all the psc- 
ple say, Amen." 

He nfterwards declared that this day could 
not be far in the future : he says, "What 
matters it to me if the Pope should sentence 
and put me to death ; he cannot summon me 
from the grave, and take my life a second 
time. That great day is nigh when the king- 
dom of abominations shall be overthrown." 

The great political earthquake mentioned 
in Rev. 11th chapter, which occurred at the 
close of the 18fh century ; and which shook 
and overturned the thrones of Europe; and 
in which France, one of "the ten king- 
doms" was to act such a leading part, and to 
be so terribly visited with judgment, was 
foreseen by the students of prophecy in the 
Christian Church long before the French 
Revolution occurred. France was marked 
and designated as the kingdom especially to 
be visited in fulfillment of that prophecy. 
The prudent foresaw the impending judg- 
ment and prepared for the emergency. The 
simple passed on and were punished. 

The wise and the prudent now know and 
foresee the epoch and age in which they are 
living ; and the events now hastening their 
accomplishment in fulfillment of the sure 
prophetic Word. And God's messengers are 
everywhere proclaiming the day of judgmeut, 
and the kingdom of our God at hand. Matt. 
24:14, 45-51. Rev. 14: 6,7. Joel 2 : 
1, 2; 10, 11. 

1. From the light of prophecy and the 
signs of the times, we know we are iu the 
period designated as "the time of the end." 
"But thou, O Daniel, shut up the words, and 
seal the book to the time of the end ; many 
shall run to and fro, and knowledge shall be 
increased." Dan. 12:4. "The time of the 
end is designated by the unsealing of the 
visions of the book of Daniel, and the in- 
crease of knowledge. Who with a knowl- 
edge of these times can possibly dispute the 
facts now fulfilled. Again, by the end, or 
ceasation of the martyrdom of the Church. 
"They shall fall by the sword, and by flame, 
by captivity, and by spoil, &c. &c, &c. Even 
to the time of the end." Dan. 11 : 83-35. 



Bas not the long age of martyrdom closed ? 

2. We know we are at the close of the 
last of the four predicted monarchies of earth 
revealed in Dan. second and seventh chap- 
ters. In the divided aud broken condition 
of Rome, in which God is to destroy all the 
kingdoms of this world, and upou their ruins 
set up a kingdom which is everlasting and 
immortal ; of which his son is to be the eter- 
nal king, and his saints the everlasting sub- 
jects. 

3. We know that the New Testament 
Church has passed through her wilderness 
state, once "black, but comely ; but since, 
"she looketh forth as the morning, fair as the 
moon, clear as the sun, and terrible as au ar- 
my with banners." She must therefore be on 
the borders of the heavenly Can ami. 

4. We know that the prophetic numbers 
are now terminating, which bring the end, 
the coming of the Lord, and the kingdom of 
God. The world has fulfilled its great week 
of probation, and we are now in its Saturday 
evening, and near the great Sabbath of rest 
— the seventh millenary, which introduces 
the immortal age ; as there is no eighth day, 
and from the fact that when that age is once 
introduced to it there is no end. 

"The times of the Gentiles" mentioned by 
our Lord, Luke 21st chapter, are now termi- 
nating. All chronologers of the present day, 
the world over, agree to this. Upon this 
fact there is, and cau be no dispute. This 
remarkable fact should startle the world, and 
arouse the Church from her slumbers. 

5. The celestial and terrestrial — the moral 
and political signs spoken of by Christ and 
his Apostles, are now being fulfilled, and 
have been during the present century to the 
wonder of the world. Though unbelief re- 
gards them not as precursers of the advent 
of Jesus Christ in the clouds of heaven, and 
the final restitution, yet the faithful and 
watching bride looks up in hope, knowing 
that her redemption draweth uigh. Thus, 
"The path of the just is as the shining light, 
that shineth more and more unto the perfect 
day." Prov. 4: 18. 

"The prudent man foreseeth the evil, and 
hideth himself." In reference to "the eud of 
all things." Knowledge shall be increased" 
and "The wise shall understand ;" so that 
they will not be overtaken unawares, or as a 
thief; but be prepared for translation, and 
to stand before the Son of Man when he 
cometh in his glory. "But the simple pass 
on and are punished." 

"The wicked shall do wickedly ; and none 
of the wicked shall understand." This is as 
true as any part of the Bible, and should be 
believed and acted upon as a warning to all. 

'"As a snare shall it come ou all them that 
dwell ou the face of the earth." The wic\ed 
and simple will pass on heedless, and unob- 
servant amid all the proofs of the end near, 
till the very moment the dread calamatics 
of the last day falls upon them like a thun- 
derbolt in a clear sky. They might have 
known the things which belonged to their 
peace, but now are they hid from their eyes, 
aud their destruction follows. Hear the ad- 
monition of our coming Judge. "Beho d, I 
corneas a thief. Blessed is he that wa f, -h- 
eth, and keepeth his garments, lest he walk 
naked, and they see his shame." Rev. 16 : 15. 

As a faithful watchman, I would say in 
words that would thrill through your soul : 
"U{ every man, haul in your sails." "The 
awful whirlwinds of that time of trouble, 
such as never was since there was a nat : on." 
at which time the people of God "shall be 
delivered, every one that shall "be found 
^written in tbe book" Dan. 12 : 1, is at hand ! 
They are gathering up in threatening clouds, 
to be uuloosed in a fearful tempest upo.i the 
ungodly, and a wicked world. 



EIGHT AND TRUTH SOLICITED CON- 
CERNING ANTICHRIST. 



CHAPTER II, SECTION V. 

The re-establishment of Popery by Bona- 
parte, not inconsistent with atheism* being 
the characteristic of the French Empire. 

The first Freuch emperor has evinced, 
by his proclamation in Egypt, and by other 
documents, that, in point of sentiment, he 
was not unprepared to become a prime lead- 
der of the autichristian empire. Bonaparte's 
re-establishment of popery forms no objec- 
tion to his being an atheist, nor to atheism 
being the characteristic of the French em- 
pire. For this characteristic the French na- 
tion clearly and officially assumed, and for 
years retained. And they have not since 
taken a single step to change this national 
characteristic, nor to evince that atheism is 
not their real sentiment as a nation. 

It has been ascertained, that the French, 
as a nation, are atheists. In support of this, 
let Dr. Priestly testify. Aud no one will 
suspect the doctor to have been greatly prej- 
udiced against them ! He relates the folio w- 
lowing : "When I was myself in France, in 
1774, 1 saw sufficient reason to believe that 
hardly any person of eminence in church or 
state, and especially in a great degree of em- 
inence in philosophy or literature, (whose 
opinions in all countries are sooner or later 
adopted by others,) were believers in Chris- 
tianity. And no person will suppose, that 
there has been any change in favor of Chris- 



gravely, that (paying me a compliment,) I 
was the first person he had ever met with, of 
whose undei standing he had any opinion, 
who pretended to believe in Christianity. To 
this all the company assented. And not only 
were the philosophers, and other leading men 
in France at that time, unbelievers in Chis- 
tianity, or deists ; but they were atheists, de- 
nying the being of God." (Priestley's Fast 
Sermon, 1794.) 

The French are to be denominated, (in the 
language of prophecy,) from the characteris- 
tic of atheism, which they did, in their revolu- 
tion, by national authority and undisguisedly 
assume. The remarks of authors, relative to 
the ancient ten horns of the Roman beast, 
(whether they were correct in their applica- 
tions of those horns, or not,) illustrate my 
present idea. They tell us, it is sufficient to 
answer to the prophetic characteristic of the 
beast's having ten horns, if we can find pre- 
cisely ten kingdoms, at any ono time, into 
which the old empire was divided. For it is 
not supposed, that the precise number ten 
continued. 

New conquests, sub-divisions, or unions, 
soon deranged and altered their number from 
being precisely ten. But it is sufficient, that 
it once was precisely ten. So in the present 
case. It is enough to affix to antichrist the 
characteristic of atheism, and that he official- 
ly assumed this characteristic and maintained 
it for years ; and has never discovered the 
least real disapprobation of atheism ! His 
character then is atheism, notwithstanding 
that political views, and a kind of necessity, 
have induced the tyrant of Franco to re-es- 
tablish Popery as his nominal form of godli- 
ness. The nation derives its characteristic, 
in the language of prophecy, not from this 
circumstance, but from its antecedent, undis- 
guised profession of atheism. Popery is re- 
established by the French emperor merely as 
a tool of ambitious policy. 

After the French nation had been torn for 
years by factions, and drenched in the blood 
of two millions of its murdered citizens, be- 
sides the sens of blood shed in war, it was 
there clearly ascertained by woeful experi- 
ence, that subordination and civil government 
could never be maintained without adopting 
some kind of religion. The Papal system, 
the tyrant of France found most subservient 
to his views. This he therefore nominally 
adopted, instead of Moharomedism, as when 
in Egypt. But this manoeuver did by no 
means obliterate the national feature of athe- 
ism, which they had officially assumed. They 
bad adopted, and in the language of prophe- 
cy, still possess, this essential characteristic 
of antichrist. The following is the finishing 
of a description, given by Mr. York, who 
was present at the celebration of the re-es- 
tablishment of Popery by Bonaparte : 

"These are the principal incidents which 
occurred at Notre Dame. I leave you to 
form a just idea of the emotions of those 
present, whether they be considered as Chris- 
tians or not. The far greater part of the 
Senate, the Legislative body, the Tribunal, 
and the generals, being avowed atheists, and 
notorious for the murders, thefts, and atroci- 
ties, which they had perpetrated ; with their 
Chief Magistrate, who had worshipped at the 
altar of atheism, some years before in Paris ; 
who afterwards knelt down before the Pope 
at Rome, and embraced the religion of Mo- 
hammed in Africa ; assembled together in 
one place to adore a God in whom they had 
no faith ; and to profess a religion which 
they despised ; merely that they might be 
enabled to preserve their usurped authority 
over the people, and to retain their places, 
this is an occurrence in the history of pious 
fraud, not to be met with, since the days of 
Judas Iscariot. I may Safely venture to af- 
firm, that with the exception of the Bishops, 
(if they may be excepted,) there was not a 
single person in the cathedral who quitted 
this religious mockery with a sentiment of 
piety excited iu his breast ; nor one who did 
not perfectly eee through the whole subject 
of the ceremony.*' The re-establishment of 
Popery in France is so far from furnishing 
an argument against the nation bearing the 
character of antichrist, as it has been stated, 
that it furnishes the decisive argument in fa- 
vor of it. The beast from the bottomless 
pit, (Rev. 17, is bearing the Papal beast to 
her execution, as has been shown. This im- 
plies that the Power symbolized by the beast, 
has, for some sinister purpose, taken the Pa- 
pal power into his arms. This same beast is 
presented in Rev. 16: 13, and 19: 20, in 
this very connection with Popery ; which is 
now (since its subjection to the antichristian 
beast,) denominated the false prophet. The 
beast and the false prophet are there found 
unitedly instigating tbe coalition for the bat- 
tle of the great day ; and in that battle go- 
ing together into perdition. The beast and 
the false prophet, who wrought wouders be- 
fore him, were taken and cast into the lake 
of fire burning with brimstone. In chapter 
20: 19, after the devil is loosed from his 
confinement, where he had been during the 
millennium, and is again taken, he is said to 
be now cast iuto the lake of fire and brim- 
stone, where the beast and the false prophet, 
(or antichrist and the Papal power) are. 
Here is the third passage in the Revelation 
where the two Powers are spoken of in this 
very couuectiou ; the beast and the false

In 
all these passages, antichrist and popery are 
found in this very connection.

THE JUBILEES. 

Bro. Litch : — 1 have read your article in 
the Herald of Feb. 14, giving the views of 
Mr. Stevenson on the year of the jubilee. 

It is the first that I have seen that throws 
any light upon that subject. I cannot see 
wherein any one can raise an argnmeut 
against it, for it does seem to correspond not 
only to the law, but to seed time and harvest 
in Judea. Now this harmony seems to be 
brought about simply by computing time by 
the civil year, instead of the ecclesiastical, or 
a part of both according to some. 

Touching this matter, Josephus says : 
"Moses appointed that Mian . . . should be 
the first month of their festivals, because h 
brought thera out of Egypt in that raont 
So that this month began the year as to all 
the solemnities they observed to the honor of 
God, although ho preserved the original or- 
der ot the months as to selling and buying, 
and other ordinary affairs." Ant. B. 1. c. 3, 
s. 3. 

Now the question arises, shall we com- 
mence the Sabbatic and jubilee, with the 
ecclesiastical or civil year ? Nr. Stevenson 
has shown that they do not belong to the 
former from the fact that six consecutive 
crops cannot be gathered in before the Sab- 
bath. 

Again, the law determines the end of the 
harvest to be the end of the civil year, which 
corresponds to the end of the sixth month of 
the ecclesiastical year. "And the feast of 
harvest, the first fruits of thy labors, which 
thou hast sown in the fieldi (in the fall,Aiid 
gathered in the spring or summer,) and the 
feast of ingathering, which is in the end ot 
the year." Exodus 23 : 16. 

"And thou shall, observe the feast of weeks, 
of the first fruits of wheat harvest, and the 
feast of ingathering at the year's end." Exo- 
dus. 34 : 22. 

Now compare this with the law of the 
Sabbath, or jubilee year. "Six years thou 
shalt sow thy field, and six years thou shalt 
prune thy vineyard and gather in the fruit 
thereof." And this ingathering is said to be 
the end of the year. 

"But in the seventh year, (which com- 
mences about the autumnal equinox, or 
about the first of the seventh month, ecclesi- 
astical year,) shall be a Sabbath of rest unto 
the land, a Sabbath for the Lord," &c. Lev. 
25: 4. 

And when the children of Israel should 
number unto them seven of these Sabbatic 
years, then the next after the seventh, which 
is the fiftieth, should be a jubilee unto them, 
a year of release, in which every man should 
return unto his possession, a final adjustment 
and settlement of all accounts, a pAssing of 
receipts in full one with another. 

The Sabbatic year was a partial year of 
release ; ©very Hebrew servant was to be 
set at liberty, while the land rested. 

Now then according to Josephus, the Sab- 
bath and jubilee years both belong to the 
civil year or year of "selling and buying, 
and other ordinary affairs." 

So that the Bible, Josephus, and the seed 
time and harvest of Judea all agree in reck- 
oning the Sabbatic and jubilee year as oivil 
years.

MORTALITY AMONG CHILDREN. 



The fearful ravages of death among chil- 
dren for the past three or four years, is ead 
to contemplate. In some towns in this State 
that awful scourge, diptheria, has broken up 
large and flourishing schools by its terrible 
inroads. It continues to baffle the skill of 
the most eminent physicians. Families of 
from one to six have died of the disease in 
Northern Vermont. The disease has been 
mostly confined to children. And I have 
thought at times, that notwithstanding the 
sadness occasioned by this fearful mortality, 
yet there was really occasion for thankful- 
ness — not that our little ones have been 
taken trom our fond embrace — but that 
Christ has made atonement for original sin, 
and purchased their final redemption trom 
the grave. O, what a world of sorrow this 
would be, were it not that Christ had giveu 
us the most unmistakable evidence of his 
love for children, and of his purpose to 
gather them from the land of the enemy, and 
place them in their own land. 

Bereaved aud heart-stricken parent, listen 
to his blessed words : "Suffer the little chil- 
dren and forbid them uot to come unto me ; 
for of such is tbe kingdom of God." Matt. 
19: 14. When the cruel Herod caused to 
be put to death all the children of Bethle- 
hem from two years old and under, those 
mothers were consoled by the following 
words: "Thus saith the Lord, Refrain thy 
voice from weeping, and thine eyes from 
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tears ; for thy work shall be rewarded, saith 
the Lord ; and they (the children) shall 
come again from the land ot the enemy." 
Jer.31: 16. 

Blessed hope, indeed ! Our dear little ones 
we parted with in sorrow, we shall meet, if 
faithful, on the tearless shore. 

"Where the saints robed in white, 
Cleansed in life's flowing fountain, 

Shining beauteous and bright, 
They inhabit the mountain." 
The above thoughts were suggested to me 
while in attendance at a funeral in Crafts- 
bury last week. Three little children of Nel- 
son Hoyt — the oldest but six years — had 
died of diptheria in less than three weeks.

One very consoling thought is in the text. 
I must only hint at it. The cry is "The cru 
of the daughter of my people" O beloved, it 
is so sweet to think that our prayers, poor as 
they are, are the prayers of God's people, 
and therefore they must be heard. You 
will say, "Is that a right argument ?" Oh ! 
Jfes it is. "If ye being evil know how to 
give good gifts unto your children." Re- 
member that is how Christ puts it. You 
are the Lord's children, therefore he will 
hear you. If you were stangers it might be 
a differeut thing. Our prayers might very 
readily be pulled to pieces by critics, but our 
Father will not criticise them, because thev 
are the cries of his own children. I do not 
think we set such store by believer's prayers 
as we ought to do. Would you let your 
child constantly cry to you and not answer 
him ? I know you would not. Put it dif- 
ferently : would you lot your brother plead 
with you and not grant him his desire if you 
could grant it ? You have not a brother's 
heart if you would. Or I will touch you 
more closely. We love our wives — if your 
wife should ask for anything that would be 
for her good, and you could give it, would 
you refuse it ? Husband, would you refuse 
it ? You are no husband if you did. Look 
at Christ, the husband of the Church, do 
you thiuk ho will refuse the cry of his own 
spouse ? What, shall his own dear bride 
come before him, and embrace his feet, and 
Bay, "I will not let thee go except thou bless 
me ;" and shall he who has espoused her 
unto himself in faithfulness, say to her, "I 
have bidden thee seek me, but I will not be 
found of thee ; I have commanded thee to 
knock, but the door shall not be opened ; 
I have told thee to ask, but thou shaft not 
receive?" O, Blander not my loving Lord 
at this rate — 

'•He feels at heart all our sighs and our groans. 
Fur we are most near him, his flesh ami his bones." 

Let us rejoice together in the spirit of prayer 
which God has given us.

I will answer that question at once in the 

affirmative: "The Lord is in Zion: her 
kiug is in the midst of her." Having an- 
swered this question, it suggests many more. 
Let me put them to you. If the Lord be 
indeed iu Zion, and the kiug be in the midst 
of her, why do we pray as if he were not f 
I find no fault with the prayers of my breth- 
ren when they ask For an outpouring of lhe 
Spirit — what they mean by their prayers is 
a very proper thing, but I am not certain 
that the expression is altogether the best 
that might be used. The Spirit of God is 
with his people. I could not, last Monday 
night, ask to have the Spirit of God poured 
out, for it was there. If at any time the 
Holy Spirit was with any men on earth, 
even at Pentecost, he was here last Monday 
night, as those present must have felt. We 
had not so much to ask for it as to be thank- 
ful for it. When two or three of you meet 
together in Christ's name, do not meet un- 
believing. Remember that he has said, 
"There am I in the midst of you." Bo con- 
tent with that assurance ; you have not, . as 
it were to mount up to heaven, that is, to 
bring Christ down ; nor to descend into the 
earth, that is, to bring him up from the 
depths: he is with you ! "Know ye not that 
your bodies are the temples of the Holy 
Ghost?" "God dwelleth in you." The 
Holy Spirit is given to the Church as a per- 
petual and abiding Comforter ; and in the 
Church the Spirit of God always dwells. 
Do not pray, therefore, dear friends, as if 
God were not with you. "Is not the Lord 
in Zion ? is not her king in the midst of her ?" 
Do not pray, therefore, like the priests of 
Baal, as though your God were on a jour- 
ney, or needed to be awakened out of sleep. 
He is with you, ready to auswer by fire, if, 
like Elias, you have but faith with which to 
challenge his promise and his power. 

Is not the Lord with you. Then in the next 



place, let me ask yon this question, Why do 
you despond because of your own weakness t 
"We have not a sufficient number of minis- 
ters ; we have little wealth ; we have few 
places of public worship ; we have few 
gifted members," and so on. So some un- 
believing talk. "Is not the Lord in Zion ? 
is not her king in her ?" What more do 
you want ? "Oh ! we would like to be 
strong ?" Why would you be strong ? 
That you must be disqualified to be used 
by God ? "No," say you. Well, but you 
would be- What did the Lord say by the 
mouth of his servant Gideon ? "The people 
ar too many for me." I never heanl that 
the Lord said, "The people are too few" — 
never ! "The people are too many." If Sam- 
sou had the choice of weapons with which 
to rout his enemies, if he wished to do it in 
such a way as to make the feat illustrious, 
if there were before him a cannon, a fifty- 
pounder, and the jawbone of an ass, which 
would he take ? Why, any fool can kill 
the enemy with a cannon, but it takes a 
Samson to smite them with the jawbone of 
an ass. And so, when God has the choice 
of weapons, and he always has, he chooses 
the weaker weapon, that he may get to him- 
self the greater renown. My brother, glory 
In the your infirmities — thank God for your 
weakness. There is room for God when 
you are empty, but when you are so full and 
sq strong, and have such excellent ma- 
chinery, and can do the work so well, why 
then you will attempt to do without your 
God, aud a failure will be the result. But, 
O beloved — 

"When I am weak, then am I strung, 
Grace is my shield and Christ my song." 

Let this silence for ever all your cavillings 
about weakness in Christian duty, "Is not 
the Lord in Zion ? is not her king in the 
midst of her 7* Did I hear you say, "I am 
a feeble woman, and I have too much work 
to do for God. I had better, perhaps, cur- 
tail it, or give it up?" My sister, now that 
you are weaker, try to do more, for now 
there is more room for your God. "Oh ! I 
am a trembling, humble, unknown man, with 
but little talent, and what I have has been 
about as much as I can do — I am afraid to 
venture, more." My brother, venture more ; 
get on to the ground of u l cannot, but God 
can ; n that is safe grouud. "I can" is like 
the ice on which the boy tries to slide, and 
it lets him in ; but "I cannot, but God can," 
is terra firma — stand there, and you stand 
safely. There can never come a shock to 
the man who rests on the Eternal ltock — 
God all-sufficient. Rest you on that, and be 
glad. 

Again, this question provokes another one. 
If God be with us, why these great feats 
about the prosperity of the Church ? "Dr. 
Colenso becomes an infidel ; Stanley be- 
comes something very suspicious ; multitudes 
of ministers, so called, become Puseyites — 
what will become of the Church of Christ ?" 
What will become of her ? She will nestle 
where she always did nestle, beneath the 
eternal wings ; and the more she gets rid of 
all her carnal confidences the better for her. 

"O ! what will become of true religion 7" 
Beloved, become of true religion ! it will go 
on winning and conquering, and with Christ 
upon the whito horse of victory, riding in 
her fbre-fronf, truth shall march on conquer- 
ing and to conquer till he shall come whose 
right it is to reign. Be not discouraged, 
"Is uot her king in the midst of her?" 

Every uow and then, when we try a new 
scheme, certain prudent brethren come and 
pull our ears a bit, aud they say, "It is more 
than you can do ; you must be prudeut." 
Yes, we are prudent, we claim to be pru- 
rient, we claim to have the highest prudence ; 
for we reckon it always prudent to believe 
God, and always prudent to act upon God's 
promise, nod not according to carual policy, 
nor the judgments of our proud, self-con- 
ceited, ignorant flesh. Brethren, if the king 
is in the midst of her, let us go on and con- 
quer. You think you will never see such 
days as Pentecost ; why not ? "Is not the 
Lord in Zion ? is not her king iu her ?" You 
fear you will never see such wonders as 
were wrought by Whitfield and Wesley: 
"Is not the Lord iu Zion ? is not her king in 
her?" You fancy that Ireland will never 
receive the gospel ; you think that heathen 
nations will never lay aside idolatry. "Is 
not the Lord in Zion ?" You conceive that 
this is not the age of miracles, and you con- 
demn us to go on in the everlasting jog-trot 
of propriety, in the do-nothing style of pre- 
scription, keeping iu the perpetual cart-rut 
of conventionality, aud never daring to blaze 
out a path for ourselves ; "Is not the Lord 
in Zion ? is not her king in the midst of 
her ?" You do not believe there will be a 
thousand souls converted under one sermon ; 
you do not think it is likely that the. Church 
will be increased by hundreds in a day, or 
in a mouth : "Is not the Lord in Zion? is 
not her king iu the midst of her ?" But, 
dear brethren, the God of Zion is here. I 
grant you, we do not sufficiently recognize 
his presence ; we are not, as we should be, 
obedient to his commands ; but I charge 
you, O ye soldiers of the cross, believe in 
the presence of your captain, and press 
where ye see his helmet amidst the din of 
war. His cross is the great emblazoned 
banner which leads you on to glory. Press 
forward ! to suffer, to deny yourselves, to 
bear witness for Christ; for the battle is 
the Lord's, and the kiug himself fights in the 
van. "Her king is in the midst of her." 
I want to see you trying deeds of daring, 
noble deeds of consccratiou, generous gifts of 
liberality. I want you to be more earnest 
in prayer, more iucessant in supplication, 
but, at the same time, more venturesome in 
your actions, more daring in your devoted- 
ness to Christ. The king is in the midst of 
her, the Lord is in Zion still. 

Sinner, I must leave this point, but there 
is one word of encouragement for you : 

f'Jesus sits on Zion's hill, 
He receives poor sinners .still." 

He is in Zion, not on Sinai. Come to him, 

just as you are, come to him, for he is ready 

to accept you. The kiug with the silver 

sceptre in his hand holds it out to every 

broken-hearted sinner. Come and touch it : 

he will give you perfect pardon in an instant, 

if your soul does but touch the silver sceptre 



of his grace presented to you in Christ Jesus. 

III. Time, however, will not stop for me, 
and therefore let us go on to the third point. 
That is, another question. "Why have 
they provoked me to anger with their graven 
images and with strange vanities-?" Here is 
a question for the Lord's people. 

It becomes a very solemn thing when 
God is in his Church how that Church be- 
haves herself. Suppose that Church to set 
up false principles : if her king were not 
there she might take the kings of the earth 
to be her head. But dare she do that when 
her king himself is there ? She might be- 
gin to lean upon the civil arm if her God 
were not in her ; but if her God be iu her 
will she venture to do that in the face of 
the presence, of God ? Will she build up 
with untempered mortar the wall of human 
confidence, and rest upon an arm of flesh 
when Jehovah is looking on ? In the mat- 
ter of gospel ordinances it is a very impor- 
tant thing that we keep these ordinances as 
they were delivered. If the king were not 
in Zion it would not matter whether I prac- 
tised believers' baptism or unbelievers' bap- 
tism ; but if he has commanded" believers' 
baptism how dare I baptize unbelievers in 
the presence of the king in Zion ? How 
dare I profane his own ordinance to what it 
was never intended ? It becomes a solemn 
question, therefore. If the king be in Zion, 
I must mind what doctrines I preach ; the 
king is there to hear me ; God is there to 
observe me. If God be in Zion. again, we 
must take care no wrong principles be let in. 
What ! shall I allow the king's enemies to 
eat and drink before the king's own throne ? 
Shall I wait upon the king's foes and treat 
them as my friends when he is looking upon 
me with eyes of love ? Let me take heed 
lest I prove a hypocrite and receive anger 
instead of lovt ! Certainly he will look 
upon my sins with increased wrath if I in- 
dulge them in his presence. Is God in Zion ? 
Beloved Christian brother, how dare you 
set up that idol in your heart ? Is it your 
child? Your wife? What is it? Can you 
worship idols when the king is in Zion, and 
God is in the midst of her ? My dear friend, 
haw can you be so worldly, so money-grasp- 
ing? How is it that you can make wealth 
the main object of life when the king is in 
Zion ? If he did not know your worldli- 
ness, if he did not know about your coldness 
of heart, if he did not mark your inconsis- 
tency, if he could not see you in the path of 
sin, then I might not plead with you ; but O 
Christian men and women, when God is 
present, how careful should we be. And he 
is present in his Church. Judas, where art 
thou this morning, for the Lord Jehovah is 
here in Zion ; he has come to search Jerusa- 
lem with candles, and to punish the men 
who are settled upon their lees ? What will 
he do with you ? You thiuk it a good 
thing to have God in Zion, but ye have de- 
sired in this, as far as you are concerned, a 
day of darkness and not of light, for when 
he cometh, he shall be as a consuming fire, 
and as fullers' soap. The Lord's special 
presence in his Church always involves a 
season of purification. A Church may go 
on with dead members for twenty years, but 
when the Lord comes, as soon as < the wind 
sweeps through the forest, the dead branches 
crack and fall from the tree. A visitation 
from God to this Church will try you : it is 
all a blessing, but partly a trial. I believe 
that in every society and every Church 



powers of astronomy, Ptolemy's Canon is 
overthrown, let us have the same tests ap- 
plied to "The Sealed Book of Daniel 
Opened," by Win. C. Thnrman. 

I know that we are ?iow told that the chro- 
nology can be settled without astronomy, by 
the Bible, if we will only admit that Christ 
was born about the year B. C. 5. But there 
is the rub — the Bible says no such thing, and 
it has to be proved by history, astronomy, in- 
terpretation) etc., and chronologers, many of 
them, deny that he was born B. C. 5, and 
disagree as to the date of his birth. In such 
an argument as this, we cannot for a moment 
allow any such begging of the question. If 
it is true, prove it ; aud if you cannot, do 
not ask candid men to believe it. 

In view of all these facts, and also of the 
importance of this subject, I would like to 
be informed by those who know, as to sever- 
al matters, such as these : 

1. What proof have we thai Wm.TI lurmnn 
is a competent astronomer? What books 
has he studied ? What observations has he 
made? What acquaintance has he with lo- 
garithms and those higher forms of mathe- 
matical computation commonly used in pros- 
ecuting astronomical inquiries ? 

2. By what authority he has altered Fer- 
guson's astronomical tables, which he has 
used in making his calculations, and whether 

. those tables were correct enough either be- 
fore or since his alterations, to accurately 
compute eclipses, occurring at such remote 
periods, that an error of a minute in a cen- 
tury would overturn the whole arrangement ? 

3. Whether Ferguson's little tables, (of 
which I believe I have a copy,) made more 
than a century ago, iu the days of pod au- 
gurs and wooden plows, are not entirely su- 
perseded by other tables more accurate, more 
reliable, and more than an hundred times 
larger than those of Ferguson ? And whether 
any competent astronomer would, for a mo- 
ment, think of using those tables, made long 
before a large portion of our own solar sys- 
tem was over discovered, to guide him 
through the vast and intricate researches 
needful to estimate eclipses occurring so 
many hundred years ago ? 

4. Whether astronomical tables of twenty- 
five or thirty pages, which can be published 
in the columns of a weekly newspaper, and 
understood by studious boys in the common 
schools, would answer for data upon which 
to fix a matter of so much importance as 
that day which God hath appointed, in which 
he will judge the world iu righteousness by 
Jesus Christ our Lord ? 

5. Whether all the eclipses mentioned by 
Mr. Thurman can be fouud by other astrono- 
mers, using these newer and an hundred 
times larger tables, made by men whose 
lives have been given to this science ; or 
whether it requires Ferguson's old tables, 
with Thurman's alterations, to find the eclip- 
ses mentioned in history, aud then they prove 
to be at a distance of six months from the 
time when the historian quoted says the 
eclipse occurred ? Or in other words, whether 
it is necessary to use old tables altered, and 
then to alter the history by six mouths to 
make the altered tables and altered history 
agree, and thus produce a "beautiful harmo- 
ny," unsealing the book of Daniel, overturn- 
ing Ptolemy's Canon, and establishing the 
new theory of prophetic interpretation "by 
the truth-testing powers of astronomy." 

I have no theory to serve in this matter. 
I .care not a copper for Ptolemy's Canon, or

It means 
that he does not set himself as a ruler, to 
drive his purpose straight through, but that 
consciously wise and right, abiding in his 
purposes with majestic confidence, and ex- 
pecting to reign with a finally established su- 
premacy, he is only too great to fly at his 
adversary, and force him to the wall, if he 



Ministers are called for who have wholly 
consecrated themselves to their work. The de- 
mand is for men who, iu full view of the dif- 
ficulties which will beset their way, have un- 
dertaken the work with all its privations and 
responsibilities — men whose loye to God and 
to their race shall overtop all discourage- 
ments, and bear them right on through man- 
ifold trials to the accomplishment of their 
mission. 

Such consecration would be needed, were 
it to secure no other result than to keep one 
in the ministry. Never were there stronger 
inducements than now, not only to deter 
young men from the clerical profession, brrt 
also to entice them away after they have en- 
tered it. Almost every secular department 
of labor invites with large rewards. Com- 
petence and ease await the industrious and 
frugal, and one who should bring to temporal 
pursuits the talents and application which 
would make him an acceptable minister, 
would rarely fail to obtain ample emoluments. 
But the ministry has, at best, few of these 
worldly attractions. He who enters it, al- 
most surely enters poverty and privations. 
He must bid farewell to the hope of wealth 
and leisure, and welcome poverty and toil, 
while life shall last. He must be content to 
remain poor, while those for whose spiritual 
good he labors, are becoming rich. He must 
"not be weary in well doing," though he sees 
numbers of his people reposing on their 
gains. 

And these privations — the common heri- 
tage of ministers — are now multiplying. 
While the most of the churches supplied 
with faithful men give to them a scanty sub- 
sistence, the vast majority of the churches 
now needing pastors, and of those that are 
to need them in the future just before us, 
will be able to furnish them only with the 
bare means of living. Though the fields 
white for the harvest, in the West and the 
opening South, imploringly call for laborers, 
those who enter them must expect hard 
work aud poor pay. Whoever, then, enter- 
ing the ministry, does not "count the cost," 
and, in full view of all its sacrifices and pri- 
vations, fully consecrate himself to the work, 
feeling that necessity is laid upon him to 
preach the gospel, will, when these trials 
come, be very apt to lose heart, waver in 
purpose, aud seek relief by abandoning the 
ministry for a more attractive and remunera- 
tive secular employment. 

And such consecration of self is needed, 
not merely to keep one iu the ministry, but 
also to make him happy iu it. No one can 
be happy in any occupation into which he 
does not put his whole heart. It will be- 
come irksome to him, and his indifference 
will grow into dislike as its difficulties in- 
crease, until he will heartily wish himself 
out of it. Real difficulties will become mag- 
nified, imaginary ones will spring into being, 
and he will fret and worry over them. 

Thus will it be with one who enters the 
sacred calling with a heart not wholly given 
to the work. Its trials, as they come thick 
upon him, will rather sour than sweeten his 
temper, and these hardships will appear to 
multiply exceedingly, until his lot seems 
hard indeed. He is constantly contrasting 
his sad condition with what it might have 
been, had he only engaged in some other 
business, and this state of mind makes him 
miserable. Let now this man have given his 
whole heart to his work, and its very trials 
and crosses, as they thicken, only make him 
love and enjoy it the more. The greater 
sacrifices he makes, the happier he becomes. 
A world of noble enjoyment opens before 
hiin. He rejoices with exceeding joy that 
he is counted worthy to be put in trust with 
the ministry of the word, and thus to have 
fellowship with the sufferings of Christ, and 
nothing but disability will draw him away 
from his delightful employment. 

This hearty devotion of a41 one's powers 
to the ministry is also no less necessary to 
make one successful in it than happy. In 
any secular vocation, it is the man who 
throws himself into it with whole-hearted 
earnestness that succeeds. Before his ener- 
gy and enthusiasm obstacles disappear, diffi- 
culties vanish, and the rugged path to suc- 
cess becomes smooth. It is wonderful how 
the very act of giving one's self to any call- 
ing, clarifies the mind so that it sees more 
clearly the relations of things, and the means 
by which it is to attain its end. It sees every- 
thing pertaining to its vocation fiom a cen- 
tral position, and light from every part floods 
it. And this law of success holds as well in 
the ministry as in temporal employments. 
The assistance of the Divine Spirit is not 
given to do away with the necessity of hu- 
man endeavor. No man in the sacred office 
ever yet achieved great results who did not 
apply himself to his work with an energy 
that fed on toil, and rejoiced in labors abund- 
ant. Such consecration of all one's powers 
to the ministry of the word has ever been 



be "in demonstration of the Spirit and of 
power." 

Now much as the churches and the world 
need ministers, they want only those who 
have such a heart for the work as- will make 
them not only stay in the ministry, but also 
happy and successful in it. The demand is 
for men who are willing to go wherever the 
Master calls, and to make whatever sacri- 
fices, and endure whatever trials he may ap- 
point. These are the men whom the multi- 
tude of destitute churches and places need, 
and the "Lord ot the harvest" will approve.

A GREAT PBA¥ER-MEETING. 



Glory be to God, everything bespeaks a 
coming Pentecost ! There was nothing but 
obdurate fallow ground, and the Great Hus- 
bandman, wonderful in counsel aud excel- 
lent in working has seen the need of these 
years of breaking up. Blessed be his name, 
He is a slow and sure worker ! Wisely 
and lovingly He rebukes our silly haste — 
"Thou visitest the earth, and waterest it :

There is a manifest conviction pervading 
the Christian world, that the foretold aposta- 
cy from the faith, which should come in the 
last days, is upon us.

Washington, March 10. A transport from 
"Wilmington, March 7, arrived here to-night, 
.bringing a note from an officer at General

"With malice toward none, with charity for 
all, with firmness in the right as God gives 
us to see the right, let us strive to finish the 
work we are in ; to bind up the nation's 
wounds ; to care for him who shall have 
borne the battle, and for bis widow and or- 
phans; to do all which may achieve and 
cherish a just and lasting peace among our- 
selves and with all nations."

In Hindostau, English capital and in- 
dustry have built thousands of miles of rail- 
way, and Siam and China will soon be, if 
rumor be believed, invaded by squads of en- 
gineers and surveyors. The Turkish gov- 
ernment has just decided on granting a con- 
cession for a railway from Jaffa to Jerusalem, 
and a religious enthusiast of Germany — one 
Dr. Zimfrel — means to build the road. He 
expects to raise the necessary funds — about 
two millions five hundred thousand dollars, 
at gold f par standard ) by an appeal to the 
religious sentiment of Jews and Christians 
throughout Europe.

He 
disputed the ground obstinately and took up 
a new line three miles from his first. We 
captured three pieces of artillery and fifteen 
hundred prisoners. The uumber of the ene- 
my's dead and wounded left on the field was 
large ; ours comparatively small. The troops 
behaved most handsomely, and Major Geu- 
Shilleshoke exhibited his usual zeal and en- 
ergy. (Signed) P*. E. LEE. 

Philadelphia, March 11. The Bulletin's 
Washington dispatch says a letter dated Wil- 
mintou, March 16th, was received here to- 
day, in which it is stated, in positive terms, 
that a scout from Sherman's army had 
reached General Terry's headquarters, who 
left our forces in occupation of Cheraw, S. 
C, the terminus of the Cheraw and Darling- 
ton Railroad, and but a very few miles from 
North Carolina. Nothing but cavalry skir- 
mishes had taken place. 

The army rested for some days, and found 
very fair subsistence along the route. The 
advance into North Carolina was a certainty. 
The scout started March 1st for Newbern, 
but learning of the occupation of Wilmington 
he reached that place much sooner.

His 
Highness wrote letters of felicitation to sev- 
eral of the bishops upon their zeal, and to 
aggravate the offence allowed these letters to- 
be published. The greatest dissatisfaction 
exists in the imperial court at this step, which 
will probably lead to the dismissal of the 
Papal ambassador from his post. In this 
case it appears that if Mgr. Chigi had been 
accredited as legate, he would have had full 
power to aid and abet the bishops in their 
rebellious attitude — a legate representing the 
Pope in person, while a nuncio is merely an 
ambassador sent by the Papal government. 
As a weapon against M. Guizot in the ap- 
proaching election for the Presbyterial Coun- 
cil, it is asserted that M. G. has expressed 
his satisfactson at the step taken by the Nuu- 
cio. It is also whispered that M. G. has 
united himself as an Orleauist with the par- 
ty opposed to the empire. This is mere news- 
paper rumor, but indicates a certain fermen- 
tation against the government in more quar- 
ters than one. 



A VOICE FROM CHINA. 



Dear Bro. Litch : — I have been engaged 
in meetings most of the time since Dec. 10th. 
Have held meetings at Hick's Run, Cooper's, 
Bushe's, and Washington Furnace. At 
Hick's Run Bro. Hollen was with us a few 
days. The cause there is low, and but little 
was effected. A few love Jesus and his ap- 
pearing, whom we trust will hold fast the 
befrinnins of their confidence unto the end. 
At Cooper's Brn. Swart z and Moyer were 
with us and assisted in the meetings. The 
brethren and friends to a great extent were 
overcharged with logs and timber — the meet- 
ings lacked in interest, and closed without 
any visible results. Christ and religion 
should be given the first place in our time, 
engage our best energies, and ever be first in 
our thoughts and our affections. 

At Bushe's there was some interest — sev- 
eral cases of conversion, which greatly 
cheered the hearts of the little church which 
have been holding fast during years of con- 
flict and trials severe. At this place Bro. 
Samuel Shearer rendered efficient service in 
singing, prayer, and the ministry of the 
Word. We think, and we are not alone in 
the conviction that Bro. S. ought to be de- 
voted to the work of" the ministry.

There are Christian hearts in 
China that sympathize with this meeting ; 
there are Christians in China who maintain 
a daily prayer meeting. The Fulton Street 
meeting is not the first. Long before this 
was established, the Chinese converts at 
Amoy and every out-station maintained a 
daily prayer-meeting. We have often told 
them of what God is doing among you, and 
they are eneouiaged. I translated into the 
language ^f China the story of Scovell 
Haines McCollum, aud there I read it to the 
little children of China. Much that you do 
here moves thousands of Christian hearts on 
the other side of the globe. The live coals 
which are kindled on- altars here, set on fire 
the coals on altars thousands of miles away. 
When men and women are converted in 
China, they pray as you pray, feel as you 
feel, and rejoice in God as you rejoice. The 
very same experience of grace they testify to 
as you testify to here. They speak the very 
same language of Canaan ns you speak, and 
it awakens just such emotions as you feel 
here. It is a blessed thing to pray. It is a 
blessed thing to trust iu God with all our 
hearts, as hearing and answering prayer. 
We shall remember you wheu we get back 
to China, and wish that you would remem- 
ber us. I have been in here many times, al- 
most always as a listener, to get my own 
soul refreshed, rarely taking any public part 
in the meeting. I have never come in vain."

CHILDREN IN JAPAN. 

During more than half a year's residence 
in Japan, I have never seen a quarrel among 
young or jold. I have never seen a blow 
struck ; scarcely an angry face. I have 
seen the children at their sports, flying their 
kites on the hills, and no amount ofintangled 
strings, or kites lodged in the trees, provoked 
angry words or impatience. I have seen 
them intent on their games of Jackstones 
and marbles, under the shady gateways of 
the temples, but have seen no approach to a 
quarrel among them. They are taught im- 
plicit obedience to their parents, but I have 
never seen one of them chastised. Respect 
and reverence for the aged is universal. A 
crying child is a rarity seldom heard or 
seen. We have nothing to teach them in 
this respect out of our abundant civilization. 
I speak from what I know of the little folks 
of Japan, for more than any foreigner have 
1 been among them. Of all that Japan 
holds, there is nothing I like half so well as 
the happy children. I shall always remem- 
ber their sloe-black eyes, and ruddy, brown

Ink Stains. — In a visit to Marseilles, a 
little incident came within my observation, 
which may prove serviceable to many of 
your large class of readers. In the Hotel 
des Empereurs, where I was residing, an ink- 
stand was accidentally overturned upon a 
beautiful table-spread ; those preset! t thought 
that the cloth was ruined. A servant being 
called in to remove the article from the ta- 
ble, all were suprised when he assurred us 
that no harm was doue, and more surpised 
at witnessing the successful means resorted 
to foi removing the ink stains. The servant 
sprinkled over the cloth a quantity of pepper 
and salt, and rubbed them over its surface. 
The mixture soon absorbed every portion of 
the ink, and the table-spread was in as good 
a condition as before the accident. The 
spread was of woolen fabric I have never 
had any occasion for testing this simple mix- 
ture when applied to other cloths, but it cer- 
tainly would not be attended with any bad 
result. • 

The Ancient Statue of Hercules. — 
Gibson, the English sculptor in Rome, says 
of the newly-discovered ancient bronze statue 
of Hercules : "It is the most beautiful work 
of art in Rome. It made mo melancholy the 
whole of the day after I had seen it to think 
that, after the labor of a life, I had made 
such slight approaches to the perfection of 
the master hand which had executed that 
work." A Roman letter says further of it : 
"Like a colossal golden image it appears ; 
for now that the incrustations of time have 
been removed, the gilt surface, which is por- 
fect, flashes on the eye, and iitdicates, by the 
expenses which was lavished upon it, in how 
high appreciation this statue was held even 
in that age of giants. Grand in its propor- 
tions, it is exquisitely delicate in its details : 
the nails of the foot, the hair, the slight 
beard or whiskers on the face, are as fine as 
fancy-work, while the muscles stand out with

Some Rules for Pruning. — Wherever 
any part of a tree does not grow freely, 
pruning of such weak growth will induce it 
to push more freely l»ext yenr. All scars 
made by pruning off large branches should 
be painted or tarred over to keep out the 
rain. Many fruit trees become hollow, or 
fall into premature decay, from the rain pen- 
etrating through old saw cuts made in prun- 
ing. Also, the branches should be cut close 
fo the trunk, so that no dead slumps will be 
produced on the tree, and the bark will 
readily grow over. Many persons cut off 
branches of trees in midsummer, in order 
that the returning sap may speedily cfothe 
the wound with new bark ; but the loss of 
much foliage iu summer injures the tree, and, 
besides, painting the scar removes all danger 
of rottiug at the wound. Some judgment is 
requred in pruning flowering shrubs, roses, 
etc., although it is usual to act as if it were 
one of tbe most common-place operations. 
One of tbe most clumsy bands is commonly 
sent with the shears, and he goes through 
tbe whole place, clipping off everything in- 
discriminately. Distinction should be made 
between those flowering shrubs that make a 
vigorous growth and those which grow weak- 
ly ; and between those .which flower on the 
old wood of last year and those which flower 
on the new growth of neat season, as the 
effect of pruning is to force a strong and 
vigorous growth. Those specimens that al- 
ready grow too strong to flower well 
should be enly lightly pruned ; and in the 
same individual the weakest shoots should 
be cut in more severely than the stronger 
ones. Some things, like the Moek Oranges, 
Lilacs aud others, flower on the wood of 
last year — to prune these much now, there- 
fore, destroys the flowering ; while snch as 
Altheas, which flower on the young wood, 
cannot be too severely cut in, looking to that 
operation alone.

It appears iu the letter, that the lodge 
Wisdom of Portsmouth, kept their agent in 
France, to commuuicate from their mother 
lodge, the Grand Orient of Paris, all needed 
instructions. Their motto accompanying 
their seal is significant ; the literal rendering 
of which is this; "We believe their eyes 
further than their ears. The way by pre- 
cept is long ; but short and efficacious by ex- 
ample." Here is cautiously hinted the first 
object of Illuminism ; to revolutionize man- 
kind (as to religion and politics,) by effica- 
cious craft. Their plan was not for amuse- 
ment, but for activity, in objects the most se- 
rious. A very respectable Mason, who has 
been master of alt the Masonic lodges in the 
State in which he resides, has informed me 
that he was prepared to belfeve the above 
account relative to the lodge Wisdom ; hav- 
ing once, by a very natural mistake, while 
Grand Master, as above hinted, had a com- 
munication made to him, but which was de- 
signed for that lodge in Virginia, in which 
were things whollyabove his comprehension.

Some of their 
dignitaries, their seal, and their motto, were 
declared by Free Masons not to be Masonic 
In a printed oration delivered before the 
Grand Royal Arch Chapter of New York, 
Feb. 3, A. \J. 5801, by Rev. John Ernst, 
Grand Chaplain of the lodge, and reputable 
among the Masons, is the following : "The 
unravelled and deep designs of modern Ma- 
sons, called the Illuminati, who have almost 
inundated Europe, and are fast gaining 
ground in America, have clearly demonstrat- 
ed the abuse unsfyled Mason lodges have 
met with ; and how they, when not presided 
over nnd guarded by men of genuine Mason- 



boasted that be belonged to a lodge in Ger- 
many in which that revolution was planned ! 

The societies of United Irishmen, which 
have appeared in some of the Southern 
States, have evinced the progress of French 
Illuminism in this country. The Constitu- 
tion of the American sooiety of United Irish- 
mon, was discovered and published in Phila- 
delphia, in May, 1798, in which it is evi- 
dent that their object was to enlist aud or- 
ganize the factious and malcontents, especial- 
ly foreigners, in the different parts of the 
United States, into the very scheme of Illu- 
minism. Equality and Liberty to all men 
were held forth in their declaration, and in 
their test. Each member pledged himself 
that he would direct all his efforts to the at- 
tainment of "Liberty nnd Equality to man- 
kind, in whatever country he may reside. 
And that the test of this society and the in- 
tention of this institution, in all other re- 
spects, than as a social body, attached to free- 
dom, be considered as secret and inviolable 
iu all cases but between members, and in the 
body of the society." Such a constitution 
in our states, from such characters, needs no 
comment. But its members need the vigi- 
lant and jealous eye of every friend of our 
nation. A worthy gentleman in Pennsylva- 
nia, thus writes to his correspondent iu New 
England : "On the occasiou of the election 
of citizen McKean, an altar was erected on 
the common, on which the statues of liberty 
and peace were placed. Largo libations were 
poured on the altar by the priests of liberty, 
who were clothed in white, with red caps, 
stuck round with sprigs of laurel. After 
m bich an ox was sacrificed before the altar, 
and his flesh divided among a thousand citi- 
zens, while many Republican toasts were 
druuk by the company. The ox was like- 
wise adorned with garlands, according to the 
Pagan ritual." Christian Americans, did 
you ever expect things like these, iu this na- 
tion so highly favored of Heaven ? The 
times of the ancient Pagan "ignorance God 
then winked at." Ancient Pagans had no 
revelation. Though the volume of nature 
was such as to leave them without excuse ; 
yet tbey were infinitely less criminal than 
present gospel Pagans. For people, under 
all our light and privilege to turn Pagans, 
aud observe Pagan rituals, is only a specious 
cover of wilful, determined atheism! They 
like not to retain God in their knowledge. 
Men cannot turu from gospel light to heathen 
gods, with any real belief in the latter. If 
they believe not in the true God, they can- 
not now believe in Jupiter. They are des- 
titute of the honesty aud simplicity, there- 
fore, of the ancient Pagans. Such are willful 
and most criminal atheists 1 And no wonder 
the terrors of the battle of the great day of 
God will be directed against all such ; while 
it will be infinitely less terrible to nations 
never found with the gospel ! A sect of en- 
thusiasts called New Lights, a few years ago, 
appeared in Nova Scotia, whose religious 
and political sentiments were pernicious, and 
indicated that their instigators were of the 
order of Illuminism. Voluey on the Ruins 
of Empires, a noted instrument of French 
atheism ; Paine's Age of Reason, and a flat- 
tering account of tho French Revolution, 
were read and privately circulated by these 
New Lights.

The parish of St. Jean has a new pastor, 
who is making much effort to turn the hearts 
of the people against me and the truth I 
preach. All the powers of the National 
Church are much stirred up against this new 
preaching, which they seem to tear will en- 
tirely overturn their established order. But 
I feel determined to go forward in the name 
and strength of Israel's God, notwithstanding 
all the discouragements and opposition I 
meet with, and continue to sow the good 
seed, some of which I trust will fall on good 
ground and bring forth much fruit unto eter- 
nal life. Human nature is the same in all 
ages and climes. The rulers, of orthodoxy 
and the majority of the people have always 
rejected the truth and always will. This is 
a sad truth, but we must accept it, and be 
grateful to our dear Master for the privilege 
of laboring for the salvation of the few who 
are willing to "strive to enter in at the strait 
gate." I have now preached seven months 
in the parishes of La Tour and St. Jean, and 
have delivered 180 lectures, and also spent 
much time iu private conversation, explain- 
ing the Scriptures and endeavoring to jen- 
force the solemu truths that lie eo near my 
own heart. I now propose to visit other 
parishes as the Lord shall open the way and 
give me access to the people. As the friends 
of the Italian. Mission may be interested in 
reading something concerning these valleys, 
where the light of the gospel shone for many 
centuries amid the grossest surrounding dark- 
ness, I will devote a part of this letter to a 
brief description of the portion I have visited. 
From Turin in a south-western direcf^n fit- 
teen miles by railroad and six by omnibus, is 
the parish of St. Jean, the commencement of 
the valley of Lucerne. The nearly flat and 
somewhat monotonous scenery of the vicinity 
of Turin is exchanged for a delightful plain, 
a few miles in width, bordered with a superb 
chain of hills to the North, called "La Cos- 
tiere," which signifies a oyltivated hill. These 
hills are covered with vines and fruit trees, 
and dotted with houses. To the South are 
also lofty hills, but more rugged and less cul- 
tivated. They yield, however, an abundance 
of different kinds of nut trees. A few miles 
to the west, are grand mountains, now white 
with snow. The little village of St. Jean con- 
tains a large Protestant church, curious in 
construction, which with its two high steeples, 
looks quite imposing, aud a smaller Catholic 
church. The parish of Angrogue, contigu- 
ous to St. Jean to the north-west, is entirely 
mountainous. It produces fruits, vegetables, 
aud nuts. It has one Catholic and one Prot- 
estant church, but no village of any impor- 
tance. It is strongly fortified by nature, as 
it can only be entered by two passages. Two 
miles across the plain, south of St. Jean, is 
the Catholic village of Lucerne, somewhat 
larger than St. Jean, which has two Catholic 
churches. The parish of Rosa Quiles, south- 
west of Lucerne is the smallest and poorest 
in this valley. The chestnut trees, which 
are abundant, seem to be the principal re- 
source of the inhabitants, the land being poor 
aud mountainous. The village is small and 
mean, but has one Protestant church. Fol- 
lowing the river Pelice westward two miles 
from St. Jean, we reach the village of La 
Tour, the most important in the Vaudois val- 
leys. It has, however, but two churches, one 
Protestant and one Catholic There is anoth- 
er very aucieut church or "temple," a half 
mile further west, but it is not often used at 
preseut. La Tour has a college and board- 
ing-school for girls, a hospital, and several 
factories of sdk, cotton and wool. The parish 
of La Tour produces the viue, mulberry and 
fruit trees iu abundance, grain, vegetables, and 
nuts. It is necessary to remark here, how- 
ever, that for fourteen years, the vine in all 
these valleys has yielded no fruit, until the 
past year, and then only by the use of sul- 
pher on the grapes at difierent stages of 
growth. The last year's crop was, however, 
small and poor, compared with former times. 
There was also a dearth of other fruit and 
vegetables during those years, aud much suf- 
fering among the people in consequence of 
scarcity of provisions. The scenery becomes 
more grand and mountainous, as we follow 
the river westward toward its source. About 
three miles north of La Tour is a grotto in 
the picturesque mountain, called le Vandelia, 
which has served as a refuge for the Vaudois 
in times of persecution, and which seems to 
'have been formed for this purpose. It had 
several rooms, trees, a fountain, and an oven 
for baking bread, and is capable of containing 
300 or more persons. The only way of en- 
tering it, is to descend through a hole by 
means of small steps cut in the rock, and one 
could defend one's self at the entrance against 
an army. The parish of Villar joins that of 
La. Tour, its village being between two and 
three miles further west. The valley here is 
very narrow, but some grain and fruits, with 
chestnuts in abundance, are raised. The vil- 
lage of Villar has a Catholic and Protestant 
church, but is small and mean. The best 
parish in the valley of Lucerne, is Bobbi, be- 
tween two and three miles west of Villar, 
and quite similar to it. It extends to the de- 
partment of the high Alps. A walk of fif- 
teen minutes from the - village of Bobbi, and 
we reach the fort of Miraboue, "one of the 
keys to Piedmont. This fortress has so many 
natural advantages, that 1000 men can here 
defend themselves against 100,000. The 
I valley of Lucerne is well watered by the riv- 



er Pelice and its branches, the Augrogue and 
Lucerne, and empties into the river Po. But 
I have not time to write more at present. 
Dear brethren and sisters, pray for us. Your 
brother rejoicing in hope of eternal life.

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THE CRUCIFIXION. 



Concluded. 

Now this express testimony of John, was 
probably designed to guard against inferen- 
ces that might be drawn from the testimony 
of the other writers, that the Lord's Supper 
was on, instead of hefore the feast of the 
Passover ; for his testimony is consistent 
throughout. He testifies that early the next 
morning the Jews went not into the judg- 
ment-hall, lest they should be defiled, but 
that they might eat the Passover ; thus show- 
ing that it was not eaten the night before. 
And, still latei, that it was "the Preparation 
of the Passover," when Pilate said unto the 
Jews, "Behold your king!" eh. 19: 15. And 
in this all the other writers concur. See 
Matt. 27 : G2 ; Mark 15 : 42 ; Luke 23 : 52. 
And if it was the preparation of the Passo- 
ver, it could not have been after it was eaten. 
Consequently, it wits on the fourteenth day 
of the first month when he was both betrayed 
and crucified. 

2. That the day after the fourteenth was 
a yearly Sabbath, is proved by Lev. 23 : G, 
7, which reads thus, "In the fourteenth day 
of the first month, between the two evenings 
is the Lord's Passover. And on the fifteenth 
day of the same month is the feast of un- 
leavened bread unto the Lord ; seven days 
must ye eat unleavened bread. In the first 
day ye shall have an holy convocation ; ye 
shall do no servile work therein." Now Sab- 
bath signifies a rest from toil, and as they 
were not to do any servile work on the fif 
teenth day of this month, it was therefore, a 
yearly Sabbath. It is also called a Sabbath 
in verse eleven of this same chapter, where 
they were commanded to offer the sheaf of 
first fruits "on the morrow after the Sabbath," 
which offering, according to Joseph us, was 
always made on the sixteenth day of the first 
month. Antiq. B. 2, ch. 10, sec. 5. The 
seven days included the latter part of the 
fourteenth day, which was the first day of 
unleaveued bread, reckoning eight days cur- 
rent, while the fifteenth was the first com- 
plete day of the seven. And they are dis- 
tinguished apart in that they were to work 
on the first day of the eight, in preparing for 
the Passover ; while on the first of the seven 
no servile work was to be doue therein. 
That part of the fourteenth, was included in 
the seven days of unleavened bread, is clear 
from Exodus 12 : 18, which says, "In the 
first mouth, on the fourteenth day of the 
month at even, ye shall eat unleavened bread, 
until the one and twentieth day of the month 
at even." And as the Jews reckoned two 
evenings "one from three o'clock till sunset, 
and one from sunset till dark," the seven days 
would begin with the first mentioned, be- 
cause they were to begin "on the fourteenth 
day," not with that day. For had it began 
with, the feast of unleavened bread would 
have been the fourteenth day : whereas, it is 
expressly stated that the fifteenth day was 
the feast of unleavened bread. Consequent- 
ly, the fourteenth was the day of the prepar- 
ation for the Passover, and the day after was 
a Sabbath. And as our Lord was crucified 
on this day of preparation, it would be the 
day before their yearly Sabbath. Hence the 
reason why Johu spake of the closing scenes 
of the crucifixion, aud said, "The Jews, there- 
fore, because it was the preparation, that the 
bodies might not remain on the cross on the 
Sabbath, (for that Sabbath was an high day,) 
besought Pilate that their legs might be 
broken, and that they might be taken away." 
ch. 19: 31. It was a great or "high day," 
because it was a yearly Sabbath, and the an- 
niversary of their national deliverance from 
Egyptian bondage. So it was the day be- 
fore this Sabbath that our Lord was crucified. 

3. That he arose from the dead on the 
first day of the week, commonly called Sun- 
day, the combined testimony of the tour evan- 
gelists show. Matthew's testimony is as fol- 
lows : "In the end of the Sabbath, as it be- 
gan to dawn towards the first day of the 
week, came Mary Magdalene, and the other 
Mary, to see the sepulchre. And, behold, 
there was a great earthquake, for the angel 
ot the Lord descended from heaven, and 
rolled back the stone from the door, and sat 
upon it His couutenance was like lightning, 
and his raiment white as suow, and for fear 
of him, the keepers did shake and became as 
dead men. And the angel answered and said 
unto the women, Fear not ye ; for I know 
that ye seek Jesus which was crucified. He 
is not here ; for he is risen, as he said. Come, 
see the place where the Lord lay. And go 
quickly, and tell his disciples that she is risen 
from the dead ; and behold he goeth before 
you into Galilee ; there shall ye see him ; lo, 
I have told you. And they departed quickly 
from the sepulchre, with fears and great joy, 
and did run to bring his disciples word. Arid 
as they weat to tell his disciples, Jesus met 
them, saying, All hail ! And they came and 
held him by the feet and worshipped Lim. 
Then said Jesus unto them, Be not afraid » 
but go tell my brethren that they go into 



Galilee, and there shall they see me. ch. 28 : 
1-10. 

Marks gives a similar account, but says 
that Salome came with them ; and that they 
"came very early in the morning, the first 
day of the week, at the rising of the sun. 
And they said among themselves, who shall 
roll us away the stone from the door of tho 
sepulchre ? And when they looked it was 
rolled away ; for it was very great. And 
entering into the sepulchre, they saw a young 
man sitting on the right side, clothed in a 
long white garment : and they were affright- 
ed. And he said unto them, Be not afraid ; * 
ye Beek Jesus of Nazareth, which was cruci- 
fied ; he is risen ; behold the place where 
they laid him." ch. 16: 1-6. 

Now the account given by these two writ- 
ers, indicates that the resurrection of Chri3t 
took place while the women were on the way 
to the sepulchre. Besides, Mark says, in 
verse 1 6th, that "when Jesus was risen, early 
the first day of the week he appeared first 
to Mary Magdalene." And the Greek word 
proi, here rendered "early," signifies "morn- 
ing." So his resurrection was in the end of 

o 

the Sabbath, but when it began to dawn 
towards the first day of the week ; and so 
after the night was past This testimony, 
that he appeared first to Mary Magdalene, ' 
agrees with what John says. He says that 
when she saw that the stone was rolled away, 
that she ran and told him aud Peter, that his 
body had been stolen, she probably left her 
companions on the instant, and ran to them 
under that impression. And, according to 
John, they ran to the sepulchre, and found 
the tomb vacant, and Btraightway left, while 
Mary remained at the sepulchre weeping, 
when Christ appeared to her first of all. Her 
companions who came with her at the first, 
would naturally have retired through fear 
when she left them so suddenly ; but now, 
after Christ had appeared to her, might for 
the first time discover her return, and take 
courage and go to the sepulchre, where the 
angel could address them collectively, and 
tell them that he was arisen ; and they all 
leave together to inform his disciples, and 
while on the way Christ would appear to 
them all. as Matthew says he did. For this 
view of the testimony is necessary in order 
to reconcile tho* different accounts, which re- 
lates events that were hurried and somewhat 
mixed up, through the intense excitement of 
the persons concerned in those events. For 
if the things related by these different writ- 
ers, can be reconciled in harmony with one 
another, no reasonable objections can be 
raised against them. And as they all agree 
that he was raised on the first day of the 
week, their testimony stands unimpeached. 

4. That the day he arose was the third 
day after his crucifixion, is proved by the 
testimony of Luke. For he testifies that on 
tho same day on which he arose, two disci- 
ples going to Emmaus, were met by the 
risen Christ, and in answer to a question of 
his, they said, "Art thou a stranger in Jeru- 
salem, and hast not known the things which 
are come to pass there in these days ? And 
he said unto them, what things ? And they 
said unto him, Concerning Jesus of Nazareth, 
which was a prophet, mighty in deed and 
word before God und all 'the people ; and 
how the chief priests and our rulers delivered 
him to be condemned to death, and have cru- 
cified him. Besides all this, to-dny is the 
third day since these things were done." ch. 
24: 13-21. 

He could not therefore have been crucified 
on a Friday, fop then that day on which ho 
arose, would have been only the second day 
"since these things were done." But, as it 
was "the third day since," Thursday must 
have been the day when he was crucified. 
And as it was on the Passover, their yearly 
Sabbath would have begun that night at sun- 
set, when their sixth day of the week began. 
So that night and Friday would be one day ; 
Friday night and Saturday, two days ; Sat- 
urday night and Sunday morning would be 
"the third day since these things were done." 
For we cannot reckon the day he was cruci- 
fied, as the first day "since as would have 
to be done on the supposition that it was 
done on a Friday. Neither haye we any 
right to .claim any part of the day he was 
crucified as one day "since ;" for although he 
died about three o'clock in the afternoon, his 
crucifixion was not completed till he was 
taken down from the cross ; which was not 
done until the close of that day. For, ac- 
cording to Luke, they had only time enough 
to take him down from the cross,*and lay 
him in the sepulchre close by where he was 
crucified, when "the Sabbath drew on." ch. 
23 : 54. The Cottage Bible comments on 
this, is as follows : "The Sabbath drew on. 
Campbell, 'approached.' Vulgate, 'begun to 
shine.' So the Greek is allowed to mean 
literally ; and some think it refers to the 
lighting of the Sabbath lamp, which is done 
at sunset." See Orient. Cust. No. 1283. 

The Greek phrase consists of only two 
words, Sabbaton JZpephoske. But adopting 
the rendering, which the above comment en- 
dorses as a literal rendering, the whole verse, 
together with the two last, reads as follows : 
"And that day was the preparation, and the 
Sabbath began to shine. And the women 
which also came with him from Galilee, fol- 
lowed after, and beheld the sepulchre, and 
how tho body was laid. And they returned 
and prepared spices and ointment ; and rest- 
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ed the Sabbath day, according to the com- 
mandment." The Sabbath, on which they 
rested, is shown to hare been the seventh 
day by the next verse with which the next 
chapter begins. But the Sabbath which be- 
gan, when they returned and prepared spices 
and ointments, could have been none other 
than their yearly Sabbath ; and, which fell 
in this year on the sixth day ; for they could 
not have returned and prepared spices and 
ointments, (which they had to purchase,) it 
it was the seventh day Sabbath ; for the 
commandment required them not to do any 
work in the seventh day. Agaiu, that it was 
not the seventh day Sabbath which followed 
the day of crucifixion, is evident from the tes- 
timony of Matthew ; for he thus testifies rel- 
ative to" what was done the day after. "Now 
the next day, that followed the day of the 
preparation, the chief priests and Pharisees 
came together unto Pilate, saying, sir, we re- 
member that that deceiver said, while he was 
yet alive, After three days I will rise again. 
Command therefore that the sepulchre be 
made sure until the third day, lest his disci- 
ples come by night, and steal him away, and 
say unto the people, He is riseu from the 
dead ; so the last error shall be worse than 
the first. Pilate said unto them, Ye have a 
watch, go ydfcr way, make it as sure as ye 
can. So they went and made the sepulchre 
sure, sealing the stone, and setting a watch." 
ch. 28 : 62-66. 

Now had the crucifixion been on a Friday, 
the next day that followed, when they came 
together unto Pilate, would have been the 
seventh day Sabbath, and so his resurrection 
on the first day of the week, would have 
been after two days only, instead of "after 
three days." And had the Jews understood 
it thus, they would have had no occasion to 
request Pilate to command that the sepulchre 
be made sure until the third day ; for lrom 
the commencement of that seventh day to 
the first day, would be only two days. But 
had it been on a Thursday, his resurrection 
would have been "after three days ;" which 
would be evidence that he was not a deceiver. 

The opinion that it was the seventh day 
Sabbath, which followed the day of cruci- 
fixion, derives a little strength from the fact 
that his resurrection is said to have been "in 
the end of the Sabbath, as it began to dawn 
towards the first day of the week," from 
whence it is inferred that it was the same 
Sabbath duy which followed the crucifixion. 
But in the Greek Testament the word Sab- 
bath is the only word used to denote what 178 
call a week. So the inference is not wi ll- 
founded, for the word Sabbath, is not only 
used to denote the week, nnd the seventh day 
likewise, but is also applied to certain days 
which in successive years fell on every day 
of the week. Lev. 23 : 24, 32, 39. So the 
inference is not well-founded, because it is 
against evidence to the contrary. For the 
evidence shows that he was raised on a Sun- 
day, and "the third day since" he was cruci- 
fied ; which was, therefore, on a Thursday. 
And this is confirmed by the statement of 
Christ, that "as Jonah was three days and 
three nights in the whale's belly ; so shall 
the Son ot man be three' days and three 
nights in the heart of the earth." Matt. 12 : 
40. 

Now as there are but two nights between 
Priday and Sunday morning, he could not 
have been crucified Friday. For the phrase, 
three days and three nights," is a literal word 
for word rendering of the Greek, and is the 
reverse of the Greek word, micht-hemeron — 
night-day. Hence if there was but two 
nights during which he was to have remained 
dead, his regard for truth would have led 
him to have said two, instead of "three 
nights." For to reckon the day on which he 
died, as a day and night thereafter, which is 
required by the Friday theory, is contrary to 
common sense ; for on that principle of reck- 
oning, the days and nights of a week can be 
doubled. And one can ns well reckon the 
day he aroso, as a day and night thereafter, 
as to reckon the day he died, as a day and 
night after he died. The days, it will be no- 
ticed, are here" made to precede the nights, 
contrary to the Jewish order, which made 
the natural day consist of evening and morn- 
ing, and so indicates a division of the natural 
day. And that this was to denote his time 
of continuance under death, is clear from its 
being a sign to the Jews as Jonah was to the 
men of Ninevah. Hence} admitting that he 
was crucified Thursday, nnd that he died 
about three o'clock, and reckoning the re- 
maining part of that day, we have to Sunday 
morning, when he arose, "three days," where- 
in he remained dead ; each day being sepa- 
rate from the night to which it belongs. And 
from Sunday moruing, reckoning back, the 
"three nights" carries us back to Thursday, 
as the day on which he died for the sins of 
the world. Wm. Hobiis. 
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is a miracle of God's grace. I made a pub- 
lic confession of this mercy soon after I was 
healed, but as some have seemed to doubt 
whether the work was thorough, and often 
inquire whether I continue free from my dif- 
ficulty, I will say, that soon after the cure 
was effected, my general health improved, 
the curvatures disappeared, I could stand 
erect, and walk with a proper gait. I laid 
by my cane, and during the past year my 
health has been better than any year of the 
last twenty. 

Since I was cured, I have travelled over 
three thousand miles, mostly with a horse 
team, attended about 200 meetings, preached 
about 150 times, and done much other work. 
Am now erect in standing or walking, and 
am well. Can preach six times a week with- 
out apparent injury to my health. 

During the past winter, I have visited 
Richmond, Litchfield, Newcastle, Whitefield, 
China, Searsport, Frankfort, Albion, Augus- 
ta, Bath, Bristol, Pemaquid, Rockland, 
Rockport, Camden, Hope, Topsham, Port- 
land, Faliv.outh, Lewiston, Lisbon, Mon- 
mouth, Mt. Vernon, Stark, Farmington, Liv- 
ermore, Hartford, nnd preached in the most 
of those places ; attended social meetings in 
some, and seen some of the Lord's children 
in all. 

The word of the Lord is producing good 
results ; believers in the truth are multiply- 
ing, and many new doors are opening for the 
message of the coming King, to be preached. 
Yet there is quite too much fashion, worldli- 
ness, vanity and folly. May God help us to 
be "crucified with Christ," and be ready to 
meet him at his coming.

A QUESTION IN DEBATE.

HEALTH, TRAVAELS, LABORS. 

For God's glory nnd praise I think it duty, 
after mope than a year's experience and prac- 
tice on my renewed health, to confess again 
that the hand of the Lord has healed my 
bodily infirmities. 

Many of those who have heard me confess 
it with the month will not regret to read it 
from my pen. Others' who have not heard, 
may be encouraged by it, and gain renewed, 
or increased confidence in God's healing 
mercy. 

Those who saw and associated with me in 
the years *61, '62, *63, and who now see the 
change which God hath wrought, arc sur- 
prised. I was then suffering lrom constant 
soreness of some twenty inches of the spinal 
column, often afflicted with some pain. I 
became feeble, weak, much stooped forward, 
walked with a bad gait, obliged to uso a 
cane : often paralyzed so that I could not 
walk at all, nor use my pen. Two joints 
were thrown out, and curvatures forming in 
the spine. Our best physicians and surgeons 
had done all they knew to do, and pro- 
nounced it an incurable case, believing I 
would be fully paralyzed in a few months. 

In this condition I, and many of my breth- 
ren and sisters, applied to God for my restor- 
ation. In about two weeks the numbness 
of my limbs, soreness of my spine and pain 
in my back departed from me, and have not 
returned^jiow fifteen months have passed. It 



Several months' since the Advent Herald 
proffered a discussion with us of some points, 
wherein it differs from us in its interpreta- 
tion of Scripture, and its views of the futui e 
state. 

We stated a formula, which we would be 
willing to discuss, whereupon the Herald 
sprung the debate npon us, while we were 
in the turmoil of uniting the Preacher and 
Era, and in no condition to attend to it. 
We now publish its first article upon the 
topic named, and our own reply — the Herald 
being at liberty to continue the discussion on 
the conditions proposed, if it shall please so 
to do : — 

According to announcement we open the 
proposed discussion with the People's 
Preacher. The first question to be discuss- 
ed is as follows : "Do the Scriptures teach a 
corporeal and material resurrection of the 
dead in a fulure state or at the end of the 
world ?" 

On this question we take the affirmative. 
By "the end of the world" we understand 
the end of this age or dispensation, at which 
time Christ will come the second time. For 
we do not believe the kosmos or material 
globe will ever end ; it will only be renewed. 
At the end of the world, or age, then, as we 
shall endeavor to show, Christ will come, and 
there will be a material "resurrection of the 
dead." 

We will consider first, the time of the res- 
urrection of the just. 1 Cor. xv : 22, 23. 
"As in Adam all die, even so in Christ shall 
all be made alive, Every man in his own or- 
der; Christ the first fruits ; afterward they 
that are Christ's at His coming." 

Here we learn that there is an order of 
time in the resurrection, with respect to its 
subjects, and that Christ was the first order. 
His resurrection was the third day after His 
Crucifixion, and was a material resurrection. 
This was proved, first by the absence of His 
body from the tomb; and secondly by His 
exhibition of His person to His disciples. 
They daw Him, and were frightened suppos- 
ing him to be a spirit. But he said, "It is I 
myself, handle me and see ; a spirit has not 
flesh and bones as ye see me have. And 
when he had thus spoken, ho showed them 
his hands and his feet." Luke xxiv : 31—40. 

"Christ the first fruits." The first fruits is 
a sample of the harvest. If Christ the first 
fruits, had a material body in his resurrection, 
then the next order, they that are His at his 
coming will be the same, and its time, "at 
his coming." 

The second passage in support of this point, 
that the resurrection of the just will take 
place at the second advent of Christ, is, 
l.Thes. xiv: 16,17. "For the Lord Him- 
self shall descend from Heaven with a shout, 
with the voice of the archangel and with the 
trump of God ; and the dead in Christ shall 
rise first," &c. This resurrection is to take 
place, not at the descent of the Holy Spirit, 
but "the Lord himself." Not only will he 
raise the dead, but he will change and gather 
his living saints. 

This, Christ has foretold, Matt, xxiv : 30, 
31. "And they shall see the Son of Man 
coming in the clouds of heaven with power 
nnd great glory. And he shall send his an- 
gel with a great sound of a trumpet, and 
they shall gather together his elect from the 
four winds, from the one end of heaven to 
the other." Paul, in introducing the subject, 
says, "This we say unto you, by the word of 
the Lord," referring, no doubt, to this pas- 
age. 

That his coming and the gathering of his 
elect, is to be at the end of the age, is clear 
from the questions his diciples proposed, 
and his answer, "What shall be the sign of 
thy coming and of the end of the age?" 
Matt, xxiv : 3 

Again : "So shall it be at the end of this 
age. The Son of Man shall send his angels 
and they shull^ gather out of his kingdom all 
things which offend, and them which do in- 
iquity, and cast them into a furnnee of fire," 
&c. "And then shall the rightOus shine 
forth as the sun, in the kingdom of their 
Father." 

The next point which claims our attention 
is, that "the resurrection of the dead will be 
material." This is proved, as already shown, 
by the materiality of Christ's resurrection 

body. 

But aside from this, the Scriptures are ex- 
plicit on the point. Job. xix : 25, 26. "For 



I know that my Redeemer liveth, and that 

he shall stand at the latter day on the I 0 f the apostle's reasoning hero" (in 1 Cor. xv.) 



earth. And though after my skin worms 
destroy this body, yet in my flesh shall I see 
God, whom mine eyes shall behold for my- 
self and not uncther, though my reins be 
consumed within me." 

This needs no comment, it declares the 
resurrection of the flesh in the latter day, 
when the Redeemer shall stand upon the 
earth. 

Isa. xxvi : 19 — "Thy dead men shall live, 
together with my dead body shall they arise. 
Awake and sing, ye that dwell in the dust : 
for thy dew is the dew of herbs, and the 
earth shall cast out the dead." 

This passage speaks of the rising of the 
dead body of the speaker, and of the other 
dead rising with him, and that the earth 
shall cast out the dead. 

The declaration of our Saviour that "all 
that are in the graves shall hear his voice 
and shall come forth, is conclusive on the 
subject. The soul and Spirit are not in 
the mnemeiois, graves, but in hades. The 
body is consigned to the grave. "Thou wilt 
not leave my soul in hades, neither wilt 
thou suffer thine holy one to see corruption." 
"His soul," said Peter, "was not left in 
hades, neither did his flesh' see corruption. It 
is the flesh only, then, which is to be raised 
from the tomb, for it, only lies there. It 
shall come forth, and there will be a material 
resurrection. 

The resurrection of the flesh of tht just 
will perfect and render it incorruptible. But 
it will be none the less material for its spir- 
ituality. It is not spiritual in respect to its 
substance as opposed to materiality, but 
spiritual in reference to the quickening en- 
ergy by which it is raised and immortalized. 
Paul says, in Rom. viii : 11 — "If the spirit 
of him that raised up Jesus from the dead, 
dwell in yon, he that raised up Jesus 
from the dead shall also quickeu your mor- 
tal body by his spirit which dwelleth in 
you." The body, then, which is to be quick- 
ened, is this mortal body, and it is to be 
quickened in the same sense in which Christ's 
dead body was quickened and rendered im- 
mortal, without the destruction of its ma- 
teriality. It will still be a body of flesh and 
bones, but rendered immortal* and incorrupti- 
ble by the presence of the spirit of Christ. 

The reader will please keep in view, dur- 
ing this discussion, the question in debate : 
"Do the Scriptures teach ?" We have given 
a few of the testimonies of the Scriptures on 
thi^ioint, and we believe them to be unam- 
biguous and conclusive. 

tiie REPLY. 
The Advent Herald, having opened the 
discussion upon the topic named — Do the 
Scriptures teach a coporeal and materia] 
resurrection of the dead in the future state or 
at the end of the world ? — we indite our re- 
ply to its first article. 

To begin in our own way, we premise that 
fancy or a prolific imagination has usurped 
the place of reason in many minds, in forming 
conceptions of the end ot earthly things, and 
of a future state. Hence materialism takes 
the place of a true spiritual and philosphi- 
cal view of those matters. The Bible is ex- 
pounded by the rules this fancy gives and not 
by the diligent and legitimate use of the 
reason. " 

In the opening discussion, the Herald 
makes a distinction between the ending of 
the aionos or age, and the ending of the kos- 
mos or material globe. The former he says 
will end, the latter never ends but will be 
renewed. 

We arc willing te grant his distinction be- 
tween aionos and kosmos, but beg leave to 
say that his addenda about the "renewal" of 
the kosmos and its everlasting perpetuity is 
wholly assumed, for as we view it, the Bible 
teaches nothing directly about the future of 
the physical earth, whether it is to end or 
not to end — whether to be renewed or unre- 
newed. The Bible teaches not physical but 
moral geography. 

The Herald goes on to say : "At the end 
of the world or age, Christ will come, and 
there will be a material resurrection of the 
dead." Of course, then, there must be an 
endless perpetuity of lhe "material globe" to 
giVe them a dwelling place. How does the 
reader like this inferential proving the end- 
less existence of the material globe and man's 
body ? We waive, for the present, all que- 
rying about "the dead," as the term is used 
in Scripture, meaning dead bodies, — in its 
proper place we shall show that this is rarely 
if ever its meaning, or at least that this mean- 
ing is wholly an assumption. 

But he cites us to the "time" of the resur- 
rection, and quotes Christ's bodily resurrec- 
tion as first in the order of time, whereas 
many material resurrections had taken place 
before, as well as translations from earth, as 
for example Enoch and Elijah, and those 
whom Christ had himself raised from the 
dead. The order, therefore, evidently refers 
to rank. Christ being proved to be the first 
in rank, the risen Lord ; not that his bodily 
resurrection on the third day constituted him 
such, but that it only proved him such, his 
real glorious resurrection taking place when 
he entered "Paradise" on the day of his cru- 
cifixion, the third day resurrection being on- 
ly the proof of the latter, i. e. : a proof, as 
Paul makes it in 1 Cor. xv, that we have a 
Saviour, and that therefore our "faith is not 
in vain." 

The Herald then assays to prove the res- 
urrection of man's material body by the fact 
that Christ's material body rose on the third 
day after the crucifixion, forgetting that Paul 
makes use of this fact, not to prove man's ma- 
teiial j-esurrection, but first Christ's own ex- 
istence and power, which the Sadducees 
among them denied, to whom he alludes when 
he asks, "How say some among you that 
there is no resurrection of the dead 7" and 
draws for them the conclusion that if there 
be no resurrection, then is preaching vain, 
ourfaith is vain, nnd we are without a Saviqur 
and yet in our sins. Now none of these re- 
sults conld be predicated upon the mere non- 
reSurrection of Christ's body, or the. non-be- 
lief of the resurrection of man's body, but as 
nearly all commentators will say, predicable 
upon the allegation that there is no living 
Christ. Hence, both Adam Clark and Mat- 
thew Henry tell us that "mortality and im- 
mortality, in a general sense, is the subject 



The resurrection of Christ's body ( the same 
we admit that was crucified and buried) is 
but the proof that he is the "Son of God with 
power," (Rom. i : 4) living from the day of 
His crucifixion and evermore, nnd therefore 
risen from that hour as the real Christ, just 
ns Abraham, Isaac and Jacob were declared 
by our Saviour to be living, and therefore ris- 
en. Matt, xxii: 31,32. Proving also that 
we shall live on from the hour of our death 
ami forever. The use of the term resurrec- 
tion in two senses in 1 Cor. xv., i. e. in refer- 
ence to Christ's bodily resurrection and^ also 
in reference to the general spiritual resurrec- 
tion to immortality, does not differ from 
Paul's use of the term law in Rom. ii : 12— 
1 4, where it is used in reference to the Mosa- 
ic written law, and also in reference to the 
universal moral law.

which form of reply to select. A reply in 
either of the following forms we deem equal- 
ly unanswerable : — 

1. Christ's body was raised, but that was 
not his real resurrection body, for flesh and 
blood doth not inherit the kingdom of God. 
It is a spiritual body that inhabits that 
kingdom and glory. 

2. God in Christ was once "manifest in 
the flesh" but was afterwards justified, i. e. 
His atonement accepted in the spirit, and He 
received up into glory und made "head over 
all things." 

3. Christ was once the Son of Man, and 
as such wore a bodily form, but now He is 
made the Son of God with power, by the 
resurrection of the dead, i. e. He i3 now at 
the helm of His kingdom, waiting until all 
things are put in subjection, as angels and 
principalities now are. 

4. Christ was once in pre-incarnate glory 
with the Father before the world was. He 
is now to the same glory exalted. This must 
therefore be His post-incarnate glory, inher- 
ited in the presence of all heaven's adoring 
throng of worshipers. 

5. Christ was once in humiliation, the man 
Christ Jesus. He is now God over all bleS 
sed forever, and thus is he to continue world 
without end (aionos to aionos.)

LIBERIA 



We present the following extracts from 
the Annual Report of the Vt. Colonization 
society : 

"Forty-two years ago an adopted son of 
Vermont, the brave and pious Ashmuu, 
landed from the brig Strong on Cape Mee- 
surado, with a little band of sable men and 
women. He shared their perils, instructed 
them in their great work, and led them in 
their defence against hostile barbarians. On 
every side, ^xcept by sea, he was surround- 
ed by people who had superadded to the 
common vices of a eavage state, all those 
that savages were capable of learning from 
long intercourse with pirates and slave traders. 
His little band pitched their tents upon a 
coast which had been for a century the chief 
seat of slave-trade, and from which, but the 
year before, "twenty thousand slaves had 
been shipped to hopeless bondage." 

Who are these pilgrims ? And for what 
purpose had they come, periling health and 
life, by land and sea, and among false breth- 
ren ? They were the exiled children of 
Africa. They had come with an object be- 
fore them, clear and well defined. They 
had come to establish a civilized nationality 
amid the scenes of cruelty and barbarism. 
How were they fitted for such a work ? 
They had no prestige of social elevation here. 
Like the pilgrims of the Mayflower, the 

fathers of Liberia were few in number, and 
poor in the wealth of this world. But God 
had trained them for their work in the school 
of affliction, as He trained the Israelites in 
Egypt to qualify them to take possession of 
Canaan ; nnd as he trained the Puritans to 
Christianize this contiueut. Some of these 
African pilgrims were intelligent Christian 
men. They carried with them the English 
language, Bible, laws manners and customs. 
They carried with them all the lessons in 
respect to civil, social and religious liberty, 
and the government of a State, which our 
fathers had learned in two hundred years. 
This garnered experience of the working of 
a republican government was all their own. 

The brief space of forty-two years has 
passed, and what do we see to-day as the 
result of these humble beginnings ? We see 
the slave trade abolished over a section as 
large as the six New England States. The 
cries and groans of the pirate's victims have 
given place to the voice of Christian worship, 
and to the cheerful sounds of voluntary in- 
dustry. We see a stable and well ordered 
republic, with a constitution like our own, 
administered wholly by colored men. We 
see churches and schools, and a college, with 
twenty-three students and faculty of liberally 
educated colored men. We see thousands 
of re-captives, rescued from slave ships, as- 
sociated with the settlers, assimilated to 
Christian habits and received as citizens into 
the bosom of the State. We see there the 
steam engine, the sugar mill, the cotten gin, 
and the printing press. 

Such results has God wrought through 
the humble, but efficient agency of Coloniza- 
tion. And truly may we say, "The people 
which sat in darkness saw great light ; and 
to them which sat in the reigion and shadow 
of death. Light is sprung up." Matt. 4 : 16. 
This language of inspiration, indicating a 
great change in the moral condition of a 
people, has seldom, if ever, found a more 
fitting application than in the ease before us. 

May we not then — shall we not give 
thanks to God for the glorious results of our 
work, and take courage to labor and pray 
more, and to give more liberally for extend- 
in" these benign results over that whole 
domain of sin and suffering. And to the 
doubting and prejudiced, who have opposed 
us, or stood aloof, we would put the ques- 
tion, "What think ye of this, our work ? If 
you do not approve it, has not God approved 
it, and set to it the seal of His approbation, 
as His chosen agency for the redemption of 



and what has often occurred to myself — that 
the reason God does not mightily bless evan- 
gelists and preachers of the gospel is the 
fearful pride of our hearts, esteeming our- 
selves better than others. How much fault- 
finding there is among us, how captious we 
are, how hypercritical, how much given to 
sit in judgment nnd be censorious ! Does not 
this hinder our usefulness ? Oh that we 
would consent to be what John the Baptist 
declared himself to be, u the voice of one cry- 
ing" — nothing but a voice. Another thing 
impresses me as hindering the blessing — 
God's people are not enough in prayer, pub- 
licly and privately, for those who are en- 
gaged in preaching the word. There is not 
the same faith or earnestness in prayer among 
God's children that there was four years ago. 
This was dear Radcliffe's power. He set 
the saints to pray while he preached. We 
must have more prayer from God's people 
for those of us who are preachers and evan- 
gelists. 

Press this point in your paper. Let the 
preachers be a burden on the hearts of God's 
dear children throughout the Britten Empire, 
and then you will see what a mighty deluge 
of blessing there will be. Saints must not 
only pray, but pray in faith. We have not* 
because we don't exercise our faith. What 
is exercising faith ? Proving God as the 
faithful and true Promiser. Not dishonor- 
ing his character of faithfulness and truth. 
Beloved brother, these few thoughts are 
deeply pressed upon me. I beseech you to 
press them on the readers of your paper. 
Let us love one another, esteem others better 
than ourselves, be much in prayer for the 
preachers, exercise our faith by proving God, 
and so move the arm that moves the world, 
and then we will see such great tilings that 
there shall not be room to contain the bless- 
ing. — Yours lovingly in Christ. — Revival.

I heard these words in a sermon last Sun- 
day, and they have been ringing in my head, 
at intervals, ever since. I must get them 
out by telling you how they got in. , 
Dr. Scott, who preaches in Forty-second 
Street, is not only a man of learning and 
ability, but of earnestnestness and 'zeal with- 
al, lie does not speak with as much vio- 
lence nnd volume as Dr. Ormston, who, I am 
sorry to say, declines to leave Canada, and 
settle iu New York.

Dr. Scott was preaching last Sabbath — 
the only time I have heard him this year — 
on tho prophet Balaam, and it was iu his 
way to speak of earnestness, zeal, enthusiasm, 
iu the service of God.. He said:

There are 
plenty of honses to let on Thanksgiving 
Street, and I am sure he will find himself a 
new man if he will only come ; and I will be 
right glad to have him as a neighbor." 

Such was the substance of our friend's ob- 
servation and advice; and. perhaps, there 
are some who read these pages, to whom they 
may be a "word in season." Some who have 
lived, perhaps, twelve months in Grumbling 
Street, until they have become affected with 
ague, rheumatism, spleen, and whose spiritu- 
al health and life are in a rapid decline, or 
galloping consumption. Now, we recommend 
all such to change their residence, and come 
into Thanksgiving Street. It is by no means 
crowded ; but few make application for a 
residence there. How* few pray to God for 
a thankful heart ! And how few dwell upon 
these subjects which are calculated to beget 
the gratitude they ought to feel ! Do we not 
all think too much about our trials, and too 
little about our mercies? Do we not speak 
too much in our class-meetings and love- 
feasts, about being "tried nnd tempted," until 
young people think that serving God is all 
trial, and no joy ? Alas ! the reUgion of 
some people is made up of complaint, mur- 
mur and discontent ; and nothing like joy or 
gladness dwells in their heart all the year 
round. Their very countenance tells the 
passer-by that they live in Grumbling Street ; 
and they carry the noxious air into the 
church, and the poi .on spreads itself, until 
something of the same spirit seizes all who 
come in contact with them. 

This sin of murmuring is a disease which 
eats out the vitality of religion. O, that tens 
of thousands of our Israel would this year 
get into Thanksgiving Street ! What great 
mercies during the year we have enjoyed ! 
Peace and plenty ! What social mercies 
have been given us ! What personal benefits 
we have received ! Blessings of healing, 
blessings of increase, blessings of preserva- 
tion, deliverances, morning, noon nnd night. 
O, that the voice of joy may be heard ; 
thanksgiving and melody ! Would not this 
be one of the best means of promotion; what 
we acknowledge to be so much needed, — a 
revival of religion in our churches ? Would 
not God, even our own God bless us ? And 
would not the "early and the latter rain" 
soon come down upon us ? Have not mSny 
of us dishonored God with our complaints, 
and grieved him with our murmurings? Yet, 
never had we so many causes to awaken 
songs of praise. Why should the harp hang 
longer on the willow ? "Rejoice in the Lord 
ye righteous, and shout for joy, all ye that 
are upright in heart ;" for" praise is comely 
for the upright," and "they that offer praise 
glorify God." If we only "serve the Lord with 
gladness," the Lord will make us glad through 
his work. "Offerings of thanksgiving" will 
then swell our psalmody, and increase our 
means of administering bliss, and spreading 
salvation around.

REJOINDER TO THE WESTERN IN-] 
DEPENDENT. 



Bro. Orvis, it will be seen, concedes that 
Christ was raised from the dead in the same 
body in which he was crucified. This yield- 
ing the whole question. We challenge the 
proof that his body ever was changed after 
that resurrection. When did he ever inti- 
mate any such change ? Or when did the 
Apostles any one of them teach such a 
change? "Do the Scriptures teach?" is tho 
question. It is of no consequence for either 
Bro. Orvis or ourself to assert, or give our 
opinion. Our business is to show what the 
word teaches. Our argument is a Scriptural 
one. Bro. O. has given five answers to our 
proposition, either one of which he deems 
"equally unanswerable." He says, "Christ's 
body was raised, but that was not his real 
ressurrection body. For flesh and blood 
cannot inherit the kingdom of God. It is a 
spiritual body that inhabits that kingdom 
and glory." 

The spirituality of the resurrection body 
consists not in its want of materiality, hut in 
the quickening energy by which it was 
raised from the dead. "Being put to death 
in the flesh, but quickened by the Spirit." 1 
Pet. 3: 18. "If the Spirit of him that raised 
up Jesus, dwell in you, he that raised up 
Christ shall also quicken your mortal body 
by his Spirit that dwelleth in you." Is it 
then the mortal body which shall be quick- 
ened by the Spirit of God, and thus be made 
spiritual ? If so, it was the mortal or dead 
body of Christ which was quickened by the 
same Spirit, and was made spiritual. In 
that spiritual-material body he went to 
heaven. And at the appointed time, at the 
end of this dispensation, "They shall see the 
sotf of man coming in the clouds of heaven." 
To that time, then, he is to be "The Son of 
Man." He has never yet ceased to be both 
"the Son ot Man" and "the Son of God." 

Bro. Orvis says, "Christ was once the Son 
of man, and as such wore a bodily form, but 
now he is made the Son of God with power, 
by the resurrection of the dead." 

If Bro. Orvis will read Luke 1 : 35, he 
will learn that he was called the Son of God 
because begotten of the Holy Ghost. And 
that he was "declared," (not "made") to be 
the Son of God with power by the resurrec- 
tion of the dead. Is it not so ? 

We object to Bro. O.'s view of the resur- 
rection of Christ's Spirit at his death. 1st, 
that it never died, and hence is not the sub- 
ject of a resurrection. <-/;rf 

2. That Christ's oft repeated declaration 
concerning his resurrection was that it would 
take place the third day alter his death. He 
never intimated any other resutrecrion than 
that which should take place the third day. 

3. The resurrection for which Paul eon- 
tended, and which he said all the Apostles 
preached as well as "himself, was, "Tbat 
Christ died lor our sins according to the 
Scriptures ; and that he was buried ; and 
that he rose from the dead the third day ac- 
cording to the Scriptures." Is not this so, 
Bro. Orvis ? "Whether it were I or they, so 
we preached, and so ye believed." Again, 
"If Christ be preached that he rose from the 
dead, how say some among you that there is 
no resurrection from the dead ?" Does he not 
then, predicate on the third day resurrection 
of Christ, the resurrection of the dead ? 

It is not simply mortality or immortality, 
whoever may say it, on which the Apostle 
dwells, but the third day resurrection, that 
is, the resurrection of the body. 

The future existence of the soul in a sep- 
arate state was not dependent on Christ's res- 
urection ; but the future existence of man as 
such, composed of body, soul, nnd spirit as 
God made him, did depend on the reaurrec- 
tiou of Christ's body.

Then, like a ship 
with her sails filled with a fair wind, float- 
ing majestically along without tugging and 
straining, the church, borno onward with the 
breath of the divine Spirit, with a full tide 
of Heaven's grace, speeds on ber glorious 
way. "If thy presence go not with me, car- 
ry us not up hence," was the request of 
Moses ; and I think we may lather depre- 
cate than desire a revival if God's presence 
be not iu it. Lord, let us stay as we are, 
crying aud groaning to see better days, rath- 
er than permit us to be puffed* up with the 
notion of revival without thine own power 
in it ; let us have no special pray-meetings 
merely for the sake of them ; but let us, O 



One of the most stupenduous works of 
modern days, and one which is destined more 
than any other which has transpired, to 
change the interests and condition of the 
world, is the construction of the Suez Canal, 
opening a water communication from the 
Mediterranean to the lied Sea ; thus con- 
necting the Atlantic with the Indian Ocean^ 
without either the labor or danger of doub- 
ling either Cape.

The Jew will court his fa- 
vor, if, by so doing, he can gain aught toward 
the accomplishment of his desires, his return 
to the land of his fathers. Great and mighty 
will be the result of the opening of the Suez 
Canal ; for it will encircle the globe with his 
power. 

That the Lord will come in 1866 we have 
no positive evidence ; but that majestic and 
startling^ events will occur in preparing the 
way of the Lord, we strongly anticipate. 
The whole world will be in communication 
by telegraph ; the railroad system will near- 
ly encircle the globe with its iron bands ; the 
Suez Canal will probably be complete ; the 
nations will have equipped themselves for 
war on the largest scale, Napoleon will have 
abandoned Rome to its fate; and we may 
adticipate a general breaking up of the old 
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order* of events, and a new state of society 
to be introduced. 

In these last flying moments of the world's 
history, how earnestly should every Christian 
labor both for his owu salvation and that of 
his fellow-men. We are coufident the Lord 
will make a short work on the earth, for "he 
will finish his work and cnt it short in right- 
eousness."'

WAR NEWS. 



Reports from rebel • sources reach us of 
two rebel victories in North Carolina, but 
they are not credited. 

A large force has left New Orleans for Mo- 
bile, aud news is expected of important re- 
sults from that quarter. 

The following is a graphic view of coming 
events on the part ot both Lee and Grant. 
How nenrly correct the view is, time will de- 
termine. But at all events there is every 
prospect of a speedy solution of the question. 
the grand campaign. 

From all the accounts which we now 
have, it would appear that the Confederacy 
is doomed. Lee's defensive steps have proved 
futile against Grant's strategic combinations, 
aud the former is now compelled to abandou 
points to hold which he has heretofore em- 

. ployed all the available troops of his com- 
mand. It is believed by many that Lee has 
chosen his battle-ground for the final conflict, 
and the retrograde movement of Johnstou is 
in concord with his plans. The most reason- 
able theory is, that the Roanoke will be the 
"last ditch" of the rebels. This is a consid- 
erable stream, having its rise iu Virginia, 
flowing iu a southerly direction, and de- 
bouching into Alberroarle Souud at Ply- 
mouth. Gaston and Weldon are the two 
principal points upou this stream, and, as 

. they are the termiui of railroad lines, will 
probably bo the places Belected by Lee for 
the final struggle. Gaston and Weldon are 
twelve miles apart. The former is the ter- 
minus of the Raleigh and Gaston, and the 
hitter ot the Wilmington and Weldon, aod 



Seaboard and Roanoke Railroads. Gaston 
is eighty-live miles from Raleigh, and seven- 
ty-seven from Goldsboro*. Both are doubt- 
less well defended by elaborate constructed 
fortifications. If Lee's army has been trans- 
ferred to these points, they are so near the 
State line separating Virginia and North 
Corolina, that, if carried, the grand decisive 
battlo would then be fought on the soil of 
Old Virginia. 

Of Grant's plans a well informed Wash- 
ington correspondent writes as follows : 

"The grand plans of the Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral commanding the army are now clearly 
developed. He has exhibited a most heroic 
and euduriug patience, while each detail was 
being executed by his able lieutenants, not 
the least of whom is Sherman, and now is 
about to reap the reward of his well-planned 
combinations. He has outmanoeuvred Lee 
in this the final strategic combination, aud 
has compelled him to commit the fatal error 
of defending his copitol, while its military 
supports were falling one by one around 
him. He has hemmed his ndvei-sory up in 
the State of Virginia, and will compel him 
there to fight or surrender. He has caused 
Sherman to sweep from Atlanta to Savannah 
and thence through South Carolina into the 
heart of the Old North State in such a man- 
ner as to penetrate the very vitals ot the re- 
bellion. Provident to a degree, he has pro- 
vided Sherman with a base by the timely 
capture of Wilmington, and enabled him to 
form a junction with the victorious army of 
Schofield, under circumstances which were 
in the highest degree encouraging to the gal- 
lant men composing his army. He, at a 
timely moment, dispatched Sheridan on a raid 
upon the enemy's channels of supply, and so 
thoroughly was the work done, that Rich- 
mond was thrown into a panic, and fears for 
its safety were seriously entertained. He 
has brought Sheridan back to the north bank 
of the^ James for the purpose of consultation, 
and now has sent him upon another raid to 
meet Kilpatrick, who is already far in ad- 
vance of Sherman's line of skirmishers. Thus 
he has swept Lee and Johnstou into a posi- 
tion where either or both can be attacked 
with a very great probability of success. He 
has placed his left wing in such a position as 
to In- in a very short time within communi- 
cation with the extreme right wing of Slier- 
He has literally barred all the 
avenues of egress by which the foe may es- 
cape* to the South or West, and now awaits 
him with opeu arm.-. The crisis cannot be 
long delayed, and ere this reaches you, the 
crash of the decisive battle may be resound- 
ing on the plains of South-western Virginia. 
Thus, by a dramatic fitness, the final battle 
of the war will be fought upon the "sacred 
soil" of the State which drank the blood of 
the patriot heroes of July, 1861." 

Monday Mousing News. — The victory 
claimed by the rebel* over Gen. Sherman on 
the 16th, turns ouMo be only n temporary 
success which they soon lost, and were com- 
pelled to retreat in confusion. Gen. Scho- 
field entered Goldsboro' on Tuesday even- 
ing 21st inst., with but little opposition. 
The armies of Schofield, Terry aj»d Sher- 
man formed a junction ten miles west- of 
Goldsboro', and are now prepared for any 
force the enemy may bring against them. 

On the 25th, at half-past four o'clock in 
the morning the rebels made a sudden attack 
on Port Stedman. and carried it and took 
Gen. McLaughlin prisoner. Our forces ral- 
lied and re-captured the fort with 1000 
prisoners and restored the whole line of de- 
fences. 

The rebels also assaulted Fort Haskell, 
and were repulsed with great loss. The reb- 
el loss on the 25th was 3000 killed and 
wounded, and 2700 in prisoners. Our loss

Sherman, at last accounts, was half way 
between Goldsboro' and Raleigh.

THE FRESHET IN SUSQUEHANNA. 



Information reaching here on Saturday 
indicates that the freshet in the various 
rivers of Pennsylvania, caused by the recent 
heavy rains and the melting of the snow 
in the mountainous regions of that State, 
which in some parts was from three feet to 
fifteen or twenty feet deep, is greater than at 
first was apprehended, even exceeding the 
great freshet in the fall of 1846. The storm 
accompanying it seems to have extended 
towards the north and eastern portions of 
of the State, as well as to New Jersey. On 
the line of the Susquehanna the damage to 
the property -submerged has been great. 
At New Cumberland, one mile this side of 
Harrisburg, the water had raised in the river 
at four o'clock that morning, fully eighteen 
iuches or two feet over the bridge, and was 
continuing to raise one and a-half inches an 
hour. The east end of the Cumberland 
Valley bridge, over which the re ilroad trains 
pass, was moved by the flood, four inches 
from its support. This is a closed or weath- 
erboarded one, preventing the water from 
passing through it. The officers of the 
Northern Central railway Company deemed 
it best not to send trains to any point beyond 
Goldsboro' on Saturday. 

On the Philadelphia. Wilmington and 
Baltimore Railroad there has been some in- 
terruption to speedy travel, owing to the 
difficulty experienced by the Ferry boat in 
crossing the river consequent on the strong 
current. The trains due here on Saturday 
arrived safely, though a few hours behind 
time. The train from New York, due here 
at 8 o'elock that morning, failed to connect 
at Philadelphia, and the train from the 
latter city came on without waiting. Later 
intelligence received yesterday rooming was 
to the effect that the water in the river at 
Harrisburg had fallen two feet, and was 
getting lower every hour. There was less 
difficulty experienced yeserday in the Ferry 
boat crossing over from Havre de Grace to 
the other side. No freight trains have 
been carried across at this point since the 
rise, but transportation will be resumed 
again to-day. Last night a train left Culvprt 
Station for Harrisburg, and orders were 



the high water on the island between the bridg- 
es. Near the Black Horse Tavern the water 
had reached the middle of Front street at six 
o'clock, aud Second street was submerged a 
considerable distance from the canal. Along 
Market street, east of the canal the houses 
were standing in water to the depth of sev- 
eral feet, and the coal yards were sub- 
merged. The water at 7 o'clock on Friday 
night was twenty-two feet above low water 
mark. The span of the bridge that passed 
Harrisburg on Friday evening was a covered 
road bridge that spanned the Juniata near 
its mouth, and broke in three sections. One 
of the sections passed safely under the 
Northern Central Bridge at Daupin, but it 
carried away the lower cords under one or 
the spans of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
bridge at Rockville, aud consequently that 
bridge cannot be used for travel until the 
cords are replaced. The span of the bridge 
is however, still standing. The other two sec- 
tions of the Jnniata bridge lodged on the 
island near the cave. Several trucks of the 
Duncannon Iron Company, loaded with iron, 
were placed on the bridge for the purpose 
of securing it ; they all fell into the river 
with the bridge, and one of the ears was on 
the span that passed here. A small culvert 
bridge on the Pennsylvania Railroad, east of 
Altoona, near Bell's Mills, has been washed 
away with some hundred feet of railroad 
track. A small culvert at Tipton, on the 
same road, is also washed away. The Wes- 
tern train, due here on yesterday morning at 
two o'clock, arrived last night as seven, aud 
left for Philadelphia via the Lebanon Valley 
Railroad. The trains from Philadelphia run 
within six miles of the city; the culvert 
near Highspire is washed out, and the track 
is completely overflowed for about one mile. 

The damage by the flood at Rochester is 
estimated at a million of dollars. At Syra- 
cuse the damage is estimate at not less than 
$.500,000. At Harrisburg, Pa, thousands of 
timber and saw-logs and millons of feet ot 
boards have swept past. Oil City is almost 
obliterated. Losses estimated at $2,000,000. 
All the towns on the Allegany river are 
inundated. 

In the state of New York, the Genesee, 
Mohawk and Hudsou rivers were all affect- 
ed equally with the rivers of Pa. Rochester 
and Albany, with other cities* have been 
severe sufferers by this terrible visitation.

SIXTY THOUSAND PERSONS 
DROWNED IN INDIA. 

Later advices reveal the extent of the dis- 
aster inflicted by the terrible cycloue in 
India. A Calcutta letter to the Londou 
Ti mes, just received, says: 

"I see that the news of 12,000 persons hav- 
ing been lost iu the cyclone was received 
with incredulity in England. The estimate 
was wide of the truth, but only because it 
vastly underrated the calamity. As every 
one who knows this country will readily con- 
ceive, there is no possibility of ascertaining 
precisely the loss of life, because hundreds 
may be swept away and leave no trace be- 
hind. But we are not without data for 
arriving at a conclusion, nnd it has now beeu 
calculated that there cannot be fewer than 
sixty thousand persons drowned or otherwise 
killed by that fearful storm. In the Island 
of Saugar alone, beforo the cyclone, there 
were about 8200 persons. There are now 
about 1200 — nor have uny left it to go else- 
where. Suven thousand were carried clean 
away by the storm wave. All up the river 
the population has been swept off, if not in 
the same proportion, .yet in very large num- 
bers. As we all anticipated, disease is rag- 
ing everywhere — cholera, fever, and small- 
pox. The epidemic fever, which I have 
in' ntioued in previous letters, this year is 
de|>opulating whole districts. A magistrate 
told me that he had been ridiri" through a 
village in which there wns hardly a grown 
up person left. They had died without hope 
of assistance, without medicine, without food 
— for the crops are rotting on the ground in 
many parts where the salt water rushed in. 
The Bengalese are in a deplorable plight, 
and the. zemidars increase the general misery 
by turning the ryots out of their huts, be- 
cause they are behind-hand in their reuts. 
There is money enough here to give relief — 
such relief as can be got for money. But 
human means are quite powerless to stop 
the awful di#ases that are walking through 
the land, carrying thousands before them. 
The native feels himself ill, wraps himself in 
his blanket, says it is fate, and so perishes. 
In this enormous population — let it be re- 
membered that here in Bengal alone we have 
at least 45,000,000 of people— the few Euro- 
peans can only do good here and there, nnd 
yet it is solely by Europeans that good is be- 
ing done. The rich native will not help his 
countrymen. God gave him his money, and 
God intended him to keep it. That is pretty 
much his mode of reasoning. Sometimes 
the fever strikes him, and then in abject ter- 
ror he offers English doctors a fee of 500 
rupees to come nnd visit him. In a recent 
case of that sort, the man — who was worth 
about four millions sterling — had refused to 
give a piece to the poor after the cyclone. 
When death was ot his throat he altered his 
mind, ami promised large benefactions if he 
recovered. He was not spared to add false- 
hood to his cruel •service.*' 



THE NEW POSTAL LAW. 

The new act relating to the postal laws 
provides that all domestic letter?, except let- 
ters lawfully franked, and duly certified let- 
ters of soldiers and marines in the service of 
the United States, which are deposited for 
mailing in any post office of the United States, 
on which the postage is unpaid, shall be sent 
by the post-master to the Dead Letter office 
in Washington ; and all letters deposited for 
mailing, and paid only in part, shall be for- 
warded to their destination, charged with 
the unpaid rate, to be collected on delivery. 

The provisions of the act for the relief of 
postmasters who have been robbed by Con- 
federate forces or rebel guerrillas, approved 
in April, 18(34, are extended in cases of loyal 
postmasters, where, by reason of the presence 
of armed forces, a post-office is destroyed, and 
the postmaster loses the fixtures and furni- 
ture, or postage stamps, or stamped envel- 
opes ; and in cases where such losses are 
occasioned by armed forces other than those 
of the so-called Confederate States. 

The Postmaster-Geueral is authorized to 
allow, for the publication in newspapers of 
the list of non-delivered letters at any post- 
koffice, compensation at a rate not to exceed 
two cents for each letter so advertised, and 
is also authorized to cause the mails to be 
transported between the United States and 
any foreign port or ports, or between the 
ports of the United States touching at a 
foreign port by steamship, allowing and pay- 
ing therefor, if by an American vessel, any 
sum not exceeding the sea and United States 
inland postage, and if by a foreign vessel, any 
sum not exceeding the sea postage on the 
mails so conveyed.

L. was used by those who had the au- 
thority to make things comfortable for thcni, 
they seemed perfectly careless about the 
matter. So in my case. When I have tried 
to find the missionaries of these wards they 
could not be found ; and when I have spoken 
to church members to assist them, the oidy 
reply is, "Let them go to the commissioners," 
and that is all I could get done for them, 
only what I do out of my own pocket. Thus 

1 find it in all the missionary bodies. There 
an- plenty of funds eolleeted to help the poor, 
but I can't find where the poor get much of 
it. I sympathize with Bro. L." aud C. in 
their mission, and I think if all the readers 
of the Herald knew as much about these 
things as I do, there would be a glorious 
response by all that have the means, and 
they would send the means to have in their 
own hands to do for those poor creatuies 
whf.t the committees will never do, because 
their hearts are not in tho work only as far 
as the honor of the position is concerned, or 
the prqfit that is made by that position. 
How long, O Lord, how long, till thou sbalt 
avenge thyself of those that profess to do 
good and do evil continually ? Go on, Bros. 
C. and L., God bless you in your great work, 
and O look with me, by the eye of faith, for

Litch : — We find ourselves at last, 
fairly at work in our hew field of labor. As 
we look back over the efforts during the past 
year, we realize they have not been in vain ; 
and as the C. W. Conference did not assem- 
ble this year, perhaps it would be well for 
me to make a statement of the progress of 
the cause on the circuit that I have lately 
Wfc. orimmf tirb orfw nr.m ioott -..-IT 

The Lord was with us the past year, ac- 
cording to his promise, and we were pros- 
pered. At the time of our last Conference, 
there were forty-seven members. There have 
been eighteen added during the year, and 
seven expelled "or moved away ; making an 
increase of eleven members. Bro. Gates 
visited us in April, remaining over three 
weeks ; and although the weather was very 
bad, the roads muddy, the meetings were 
well attended, and numbers were converted. 
The congregations during the past year were 
generally better than the year preceding, av- 
eraging about 125. The debt upon the 
chapel was paid, together with all expenses. 
The Sabbath school was sustained through 
the year, averaging over fifty scholars and 
six teachers. 

I also continued my appoiutments at Nan- 
ticqke every four weeks. The congregations 
were large and attentive, and much interest 
seemed to be manifested in our peculiar doc- 
trines. 

, At Kelvin, I preached oace in two weeks. 
The cause there, and our influence in the 
community had been very much injured by 
the course that had been pursued in reference 
to the communion.

been strengthened and comforted, sinners 
have been converted and many have been 
faithfully warned - ot the speedy coming of 
him who shall judge the qtr.ck and the dead. 
Here is an open and inviting field of labor, 
and wo prny that some faithful laborer may 
be directed there. He will find many faith- 
ful ones to sympathize, aid, and sustain him 
in his labors. The cause iu general, however, 
is low, owing to the division on the subject 
of communion and church-fellowship, and 
the determination of a part of some of the 
ministry to do nothing to advance the cause, 
not eveu countenancing those who are striv- 
ing to save souls. 

On the morning of Jan. 12th, we com- 
menced our journey, a friend having engaged 
to take us to the Niagara Falls. It was very 
cold, and there was much snow on the 
ground. In the afternoon the wind blew 
fiercely, so filling the air with drifting snow, 
that wo were much blinded. Heavy snow- 
drifts formed in the roads, so that more than 
once we were obliged to break a road for the 
team, and with the aid of rails, pry the 
sleigh from the drifts. As night came on, the 
weather became worse, and we labored on, 
from one snow-drift to another, until our 
horses were unable to go further, and we 
were nil tired out. A friendly family^ re- 
ceived us beneath their- roof for the night- 
Jan. 13th, we started again into the snow- 
drifts, having but two miles to go to the Falls. 
Arriving at Port Robiuson, we found the 
roads from there were entirely impassable. 
So we were obliged there to take the cars, 
being disappointed of our visit to the Falls. 
After much delay, we arrived at Fort Erie 
soon after midnight. There passports must 
be obtained. In Buffalo, we were detained 
till noon the next day, awaiting the move- 
ments of the Custom House Officer. On 
our A'ay to Erie, the colliding of two freight 
trains, delayed us over four hours. The Sab- 
bath we passed at Erie. 

Jan. 16. We were informed this morning 
that no trains had come through from Phila- 
delphia for three days. However, a through 
train wns mode up, aud started at 12 M, in- 
stead of 8 o'clock, A. M. The weather was 
very cold : the track covered with snow, so 
that with four engines, we progressed very 
slowly. Soon after midnight, part of the 
train was thrown from the track, so that we 
did not arrive at Shippen till G o'clock Tues- 
day morning, being eighteen hours instead of 
seven hours, coming from Erie. We tarried 
at Shippen five weeks. A meeting was held 
for three weeks, Bro. Moyer being present 
part of the time. The congregations were 
small, but we hope some good was done.

The "oil fe- 
ver" affected many. Companies were form- 
ing. Several wells are going down in the 
vicinity, and preparations were being made 
to bore several others in the spring. The 
majority have their affections set upon this 
world, and wickedness abounds. There are 
a few endeavoring to abide faithful. We hope 
that the Conference there iu May, will be the 
means ot awakening many from their slum- 
bers. 

Feb. 26. I preached in Philadelphia, and 
the same week commenced my labors here. 
The condition of the cause here has alreudy 
been stated in the Herald by Bro. Robinson, 
the former pastor. The church uumbers 33, 
the Sabbnth school about 85 scholars and 
teachers. We ask an interest in the prayers 
of God's people, that our numbers may in- 
crease, and many in this city may be prepared 
and looking for the coming of our Lord Je- 
sus Christ.

Sitting in Church. — An American writ- 
er from London, says that in the churches 
there, whoever comes first, whether gentle- 
man or lady, takes tho further end of the 
slip, and those that follow fill up the remain- 
ing seats, and thus prevent the awkward dis- 
turbance which occurs in our churches here, 
in the process of filing in and out by men in 
order to isolate women at the further end of 
the pew. In churches where pews are free, 
the awkwardness and inconvenience oc- 
casioned to ladies by the first comers taking 
the aisle end of the pew is even greater as 
many of those who obtain that seat, persist 
in sitting still and making those who wish to 
get into the pew climb over them, no easy or 
modest undertaking, especially if the crinoline 
of a lady be at all fashionable. It is not the 
one who does the climbing, however, but the 
one who persists in sitting, that is to be cen- 
sured for this breach of courtesy. It is said 
the habit of gentlemen taking the aisle end 
of the pew originated with the early settlers, 
who eat near the doors of the pews so that 
in case of an attack by the Indians, they 
might be ready for action. This will account 
for the prevailing fashion of gentlemen occu- 
pying the door end of the pew, but we have 
authority for the custom of ladies occupying 
that position. 

Rk-Converteu. — One of the most effect- 
ive working Christians that I can lay my 
hand on, was one of the most perfectly use- 
less men among us four years ago. He was 
then a mere camp-follower of the chnrch ; to- 
day ho is in the fore-front of the battle, What 
is the secret of the change ? He has been re- 
converted. During those dreary months of 
idleness nnd indifference, (when he once 
grew angry at being called on to pray,) he 
was a backsliding Christian — barely breath- 
ing, but still alive. He was led of Provi- 
dence to the dying chamber of a friend, and 
in that solemn, glorious spot — "under the 
very eaves" of heaven — the Holy Spirit 
came to him, and re-converted him to Christ. 

But what is re-conversion ? Is it a second 
regeneration ? No, by no means. The Scrip- 
tures give no hint of a second, or a third, or 
a fourth new birth of the soul. Regenera- 
tion is a radical change of heart — the im- 
plantation of a new principle, a holy disposi- 
tion, in the man. The Bible does not tell us 
of a single person was regenerated a second 
time. Nor do we recognize any such cases 
in our own observation. What then is ie- 
conversiou ?
